WHERE A DUTY WAS NEGLECTED. 


Many Applicants for Registration Not 
Sworn—Suspect Notices Should Be Used. 
In cases where the judges of election for 

any reason failed to swear in the applicants 
for registration last Tuesday, it may be ad- 
visable for the clerks to use the suspect no- 
tices this week. The persons whose names 
were placed on the registry books without be- 
ing sworn are not properly qualified voters 
under the law. Republican clerks of elec- 
tion should act accordingly, and insist on 
sending the suspect notices. 

There are some precincts of the First Ward 
where the absoiutely necessary formality of 
administering the oath was entirely omitted, 
itis said. The judges ought to be called to 
account in these cases, and so should the men 
who rompted the judges to omit the 
oath. No man has yet been punished at the 
instance of the present Election Board for in- 
fractions of the law. There have been many 
infractions, however. The threats and warn- 
ings of the Commissioners have had no effect 
on the election officers therefore. 

But any citizen can put the machin- 
ery of the law in motion against the of- 
fenders. It will be necessary forsome citizen 
to act as long as the well-paid Commissioners 
and their well-paid attorney fail to do their 
duty, but rather seek to excuse wrong-doing 


and to mislead the election officers and the 
voters. 


Must Have Separate Ballots, 

Although women who are registered will be per- 
mitted to vote for University Trustees in Chicago

BOLTS THE PROPHET. 


SENATOR HAWKINS OF SUFFOLK 
WILL VOTE AGAINST GROVER, 


He Says Harrison Will Carry the Long 
Island County by 1,000 Majority—Has 
Had Enough of the Fat Man—Brtting 
in Gotham Unusually Light, with the 
Candidates at Even Quotations—Says 
Gen. Sickles Is Not Eligible for Con- 
gressional Honors. : 


New Yorr, Oct. 22.—[Special. }— Suffolk 
County Democrats are much disturbed over 
the announcement of Senator Edward 


Hawkins of Janesport, L. L., that he will not 
support Grover Cleveland. Hawkins has been 
a lifelong Democrat and is one of the best 
known men in the county. He was adelegate 
to the Chicago convention and fought firmly 
for the candidacy of David B. Hill. He was 
much aggrieved when Cleveland was nomi- 
nated, and openly declared that in his opinion 
New York State would go Republican. In 
fact, in open convention Hawkins said that 
Clevelana’s nomination assured Republican 
success. He believes that Harrison will 
carry Suffolk County by at least 
1,000 majority. Tos reporter he said that he 
would do nothing to help the cause of Cleve- 
land, and would not contribute a dollar to his 
sick campaign fund. When asked by Capt. 
Brown, who is running the Suffolk County 
campaign for Cleveland, what he would con- 
tribute toward the campaign fund, Senator 
Hawkins promptly replied: “* Not one cent.” 
He was then asked if he would not work for 
Cleveland. He answered that he would noi. 
Senator Hawkins is a brother to ex-Senator 
Simeon Hawkins, a, Republican. There are 
two vther brothers, Capt. Jedediah, a Demo- 
crat, and Capt. Ebenezer, a Republican. 

Gen. MacMahon, who has concluded to 
withdraw his opposition to Gen. Sickles for 
Congress in the Tenth District, says he does 
so on party grounds only, although as a 
matter of fact he could not have been a can- 
didate in the district at all, unless he were 
willing to take the place of the Republican 
candidate, Charles E. Coon, and unless the 
latter was willing. It turns out that Thomas. 
Costigan and Justice Joralemon of the County 
Democracy forgot to file a certificate of the 
County Democracy nomination of John 
Dewitt Warner in the Tenth District. The 
Counties are indignant because Warner ac- 
cepted the Tammany nomination in the Thir- 
teenth District. When Gen. McMahon 
talked about running in opposition to Gen. 
Sickles, he calculated on Warner igning as 
the County Democracy candidate. © sup- 
posed that Mr. Costigan had not neglected 
such a necessary preliminary as filing the 
certificate. Five days are allowed a candidate 
to make up his mind to accept or decline a 
nomination. If be declinés another nomina- 
tion can be made, but when the certificate is 
not filed in time no subsequent nomination 
can be made. 

' Betting Light in Gotham.. 

Betting on the result of the election ‘gs un- 
usually backward this year, not because of 
any lack of interest in the cam but 
rather because the campaign itself is back- 
ward: In former campaigns a few weeks be- 
fore election large sums of money were wa- 

ered, and the betting was hot and interesting. 
This year there have been no really large bets, 
but there is considerable talk of ** plunge ” 
bets that are to be made before election day. 
At present the betting on the genefal result is 
even. Neither side will give odds on its 
favorite candidate. The only really large bet 
that has been made at the Hoffman House so 
far in this cainpaign is ene of $10,000 even on 
the general renal: between Col, William 
Brown of Cleveland and a manu named Treat 
of Brooklyn. Mr. Disston, the wealthy Phila- 
delphia saw manufacturer, is said to have 
$10,000 in the hands of a New York fnend to 
be placed on H&rrison when the proper time 
arrives. Regarding betting Col. H. L. Swords, 
Sergeant-at-Arms of the Republican National 
committee, who gained a national reputation 
as a plunger in 1888 by betting $10,000 on 
Harrison, said: “I have not made any bets 
that amount to anything yet. Iam waiting 
for the odds to settle one way or the other. 
My Democratic friends in past years have let 
their enthusiasm get awny with their judg- 
ment and offered vdds on their candidates, 
and I think if we give them time enough they 
will dothe same thimg this year. Before the 
election I will place $20,000 on Harrison at 
prevailing odds. I will only bet on the gener- 
al result and will not take bets on single 
States at any odds. The only,bets of any size 
that I have heard of so far have been made by 
a friend of mine, who won $40,000 on Cleve- 
land in 1884 and $50,000 on Harrison in 1888. 
He is backing Harrison again this year and he 
has so far placed $10,000 even. 

Last Thursday Alexander Ogilvie, the racing 
man, bet $5,000 even on Harrison. The other 
end of the bet wastaken by a Philadelphia 
syndicate represented by George Madden. 
Mr. Ogilvie is now offering to bet from $1,000 
to $5,000 that Harrison will have a mojority of 
at least fifty Electoral votes. A small det of 
$150 tv $200 was made during the week at the 
Holland House by a Chicago man that the 
Democrats would carry Illinois. He was of- 
fered more money at the same odds, but he 
said he had all he wanted. There have 
been rumors of large bets having been made 
in Wali street during the week. but none of 
them could be traced to a reliable source. 
Several prominent Wall street men said that 
so far as they knew no bets of any kind had as 
yet been made, but they added that there 
would undoubtedly be some pretty lively bet- 
ting before election day. 

The Republicans were jubilant today over 
the news that agents of David Martin, the 
member of the Republican National coinmit- 
tee frorh Pennsylvania specially charged 
with unearthing frauds against the ballot in 
this State, had caused arrests in Albany for 
illegal registration. Mr. Martin deciared that 
he would have many more made within a 
few hours. Indeed it was hinted that. men 
responsibly and prominently connected with 
the Democratic State committee would be 
arrested. Mr. Martin went to Philadelphia, 
but one of his lisutenants said that there were 
thirty clear and easily proven cases against 
one man. “I believe,” said he, “ that more 
arrests have been made up the State today, 
but we have not heard of 'the fact.”’ 


HOLDS SICKLES IS INELIGIBLE, 


H. H. Smith Says Retired Army Officers 
Must Resign or Withdraw. 
Wasurnetron, D. C., Oct. 22.—Henry H 
Smith, an authority on matters of parlia- 
mentary law, has made an examination of 
laws and proceedings of Congress relating to 
the question of the eligibility to Congress of 
retired army officers. He finds the question 
in its present form a new and unprecedented 
one, though there have been cases of a cor- 
relative character. He says that it has 
never been claimed but once in the his- 
tory of the government that under the 
clause of the Constitution making each House 
of Congres$ the judge of the qualifications of 
its‘own members, the House of Representa- 
tives, acting alone, had the power to add to or 
change the qualifications of its members. 
That attempt made in the Tenth Congress, in 
thecase of Barney vs. McCreery, resulted in 
such a signal failure that 1t has never been re- 

ated. Asaresult of his examination Mr. 
smith concludes that Gen. Sickles while on 
the retired list of the army is ineligible to 
election to Congress.

Comanche, Kiowa, and Rpache Lands to

Awaparxo, O. T., Oct. 22.—After four weeks 
of council the Cherokee Commission has fin- 
ished ita negotiation, with the Comanche, 
Kiowa, and Apache tribes and effected an 
agreement which provides that these Indians 
shall take allotments of 160 acres each and 
relinquish the residue of the reservation to the 
government to be attached to Oklahoma and 
opened to white settlement.- For this relin- 
quishment the Indians shall receive $2,000, 
000. Minor paragraphs of the agreement pro- 
vide that existing treaties are not to be dis- 
turbed; legally executed leases shall not be 
interfered with until the limit expires; cus- 
tomary school sections and land occupied and 
used for religous purposes to be reserved, 
and adopted members of the tribe are to re- 
ceive Iaads. The reservation lies between the 
Washita and Red Rivers in the southwestern 
corner of the Indian Territory and embraces 
nearly 3,000,000 acres. It is by far the best 
land yet negotiated for in the Indian Terri- 
tory.

Sheehan’s Machine Hard at Work Trying 
to Hold the Republicans Down to 1,000 
~They Do Not Expect to Do Any Bet- 
ter if as Well—The Tide Has Now Set 
In Against the Prophet, Who Is Only a 
Memory Now—-The Campaign Being 
Vigorously Pushed. 

Borraxo, N, Y., Oct. 22.—[{Special. }—West- 
ern New York isa bulwarkof Republicanism. 
Break down the barrier here and the Democrats 
will have no trouble in carrying the State. 
Whenever they have had Erie County on their 
State. tickets they have elected their candi- 
dates. Hill carried the county four years ago, 
and Flower had a margin of something like 
10,000 over Fassett last year. This fall 
Wilham Sheehau has taken the contract of 
carrying Buffalo and the county for the 
Democratic Presidential ticket. It isa large 
contract, but Sheehan has large ambitions of 
the future. This is his home county and he 
wants to be. Governor or go to the Senate. 
He won’t succeed in turning over the majority, 
but his fmends say he will cut down the Re- 
publican vote so that the plurality will be 
small, Grover Cleveland is only a 
memory now, and local . pride is cutting 
no figure in the contest since the ex- President 
became a resident of New York City. Some 
old settlers remember the time when he re- 
fused to run for office on a ticket with any of | 
the Sheehans. Now they and their followers 
are in complete control, and it is to them that 
Cleveland turns when he wants a good show- 
ing made for him in Erie County. Sheehan 
has sent word to all his tribe that he wants 
them to vindicate his management in his own 
county. A few days before election there will 
be a guvod many thousand dollars dumped into 
the county, and this will help keep the work- 


ers in line, 


The machine itself is a Hill machine, but 
the Sheehaus are at the brakes. Whateverhis 
henchmen may do in other parts of the State, 
there are reasons why the normal Democratic 
vote will have to be given in Erie. Yet when 
it comes to the et and there is a 
clash between the Presidential candidate and. 
the caudidates for the Assembly, the Assem bly- 
men will get more votes than President. 
Mr. Cleveland still has some friends in his old 
home, but they are sneeringly referred to as 
“The Cleveland Four Hundred.’’ 

Anti-Snappers Are Sleeping. 

The anti-snappers had a pretty vigorous or- 
ganization here, which showed signs of revolt 
after the deal was made with Tammany, but 
its leaders seem to have gone to sleep. 
Privately they are threatening to cut the 
Sheehan candidates for the Assgmbly. This 
will not affect their attitude toward the Presi- 
dential ticket. They are still for Clevel 
but their support is lukewarm, and some o 
them may forget to vote. The Sheehan folks 
have made a pretense of conciliating the 
Cleveland element. They have put Herbert 
Bissell, a nephew of law partner Bissell, on 
their ticket for District Attorney. Young 
Bissell has been a bitter anti-Sheehan man, 
There seems to be a suspicion that he may be 
sacrificed,.-yet on the surface all is har- 
monious, 

Neither party this year has the bitter fac- 
tional fights that rent them in past years. The 
dissensions were more savage among the 
Democrats, because the elements were. more 
irreconcilable. It was a bitter dose for Mr: 
Cieveland four years ago to lose Erf® County 
by a larger majority than in 1884. Blaine car- 
ried it by about 1,500 while Harrison had 
2.100, There were several hundred citizens 
who had been chums of Cleveland when he 
was Mayor and had expected to be just as 
chummy when he got into the White House. 

The Republicans of Erie County are not 
asleep. They know what the Democrats hope 
to do and they know Sheehan’s methods of 
doing it. The Democratic machine was put 
in shape early in the campaign and has been 
working smoothly ever since. The Republic- 
ans were a little slower in getting to work, 
but they have an excellent organization now. 
Within a week Republican campaign has 
taken a decided spurt in this section. Tlie 
Republicans hardly expect to do as well as they 
did in 1888. About 1,500 majority is their in- 
side figure, though some of the leacers it 
will reach 2,000. The Republicans have 
their ‘ttle family troubles growing out of the 
Federal patronage and kindred causes. Ex- 
Mayor Beeker and those who were with him 
at Minneapolis, advocating Mr. Blaine’s nom- 
ination, were in no hurry for active campaign 
work. But now that the fight is on they are 
all in the ranks, Ex-Congressman Farquar 
and his friends had some grievance, growing 
out of the Congressional pomination two 
yvars .

Last year the club supported Flower in a 
body. This year it is out for Harrison. Its 
President was sought to be disciplined by the 
priest, but defied him, and is still working, 
for the Republican ticket. There areother in+ 
stances which show that the Polish vote will 
not be solidly Democratic, though 75 to 8 
per cent is admittedly so.

APACHES KILL TWO ARIZONA HORSEMEN. 


They Are Suppased to Be “Friendly” In- 
dians on the Reservation. 

Morenct, Ari., Oct. 22,—Three Apache In- 
dians, on their way back frem Mexico into 
the reservation, were seen on Eagle Creek, 
about eight miles from Morenci, where they 
raided several Mexican wvod camps and took 
a Mexican along to show them the trail to the 
Turtie Cattle company’s. horse camp. They 
subsequently let him go, warning him not to 
say anything or they would kill him. This 
was Oct. 18 Albert Bill Meyer and John 
Gardinier .of the Turtle Cattle com- 
pany started out to get up a 
band. of horses for the round-up 
and at a point on the divide between Bonita 
and Eagle Creeks were shot and killed, pre- 
sumably by the same Indians, as at the scene 
of the murder mocassin tracks were seen and 
a rawhide horseshoe was found. A man 
named Ben Parker on his way from Morenci 
to Monita Oct. 20 found the body of Bill 
Meyer near the trail and came back to report. 
Immediately a party was organized and the 
next day two bodies were broughtin and 
buried today. Both were shot through the 
heart. Gardinier’s horse was killed and Mey- 
er’s was found covered with blood. Theit sad- 
dies and arms were taken away, but it is not 
known how many horses are missing. The 
Indians doubtless are now among friendly 
Apaches in the rese rvation.

STATISTICS OF MERCHANT MARINE. 


Trans-Atlantic Lines Are Not Leaders in 
Tonnage or in Number of Vessels. 

Ngew Yorx, Oct. 22.—The new list of the 
merchant marine compiled by the Bureau 
Veritas, which is how in progress, gives some 
interesting statistics concerning the great 
ocean steamship companies of the world. 
Some people will be surprised to learn that 
the Trans-Atlantie lines are not the leading 
ones in aggregate tonnage or number of ves- 
sels. The British India of Glasgow and the 
British India Steam Navigation company and 
the British India Associated steamers, all one 
concern, head the list with 108 steamers. 
Their aggregate measurement is 239,635 tons. 
Next stands the Peninsulanand Oriental Steam- 
ship company with 86 steamships, representing 
¥16.887 tons. The next in order is the Com- 
pagnie des Messageriens Maritimes, with 61 
vessels, whose aggregate tonnage is 202,522, 
The fourth on the list is the Nord Deutscher 
Lioyd of Brefnen, some of whose vessels ply 
to this port. The company has 66 steamers, 
ineasuring in all 197,169 tons. 

Other important lines ure the Navigazione 
Generale Italianna, 106 steamers, 170,555 tons; 
the Compagnu Generale Transatlantique, 66 
steamers, 167,487 tons; the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can Packet company, 56 steamers, 165,442 
tons; the Wilson line, 86 steamers, 158,089 
tons; the Austrian Lloyd, 73 steaimers, 128,- 
359 tons; the Allan Jine, 39 steamers, 123,048 
tons; the Spanish Compania Transatlantic, 
34 steamers, 94,136 tons; the White Star, 20 
steamers, 95,370 tons; and the Cunard, 26 
steamers, 85,913 tons.

ALL READY TO MARCH. | 


MILITIAMEN DISAPPOINTED BY THE 
ORDER OF GEN. FITZ-SIMONS. 


Col. Koch Attempts to Secure Permission 
for the First Regiment to Turn Out 
Alone—Expense Incurred for a Band— 
Regulars and Militia Leave the World’s 
Fair Grounds — Scattering Companies 
and Regiments Seen on the Streets—A 
Few Left, Who Will Depart Today. 

In compliance with orders received Friday 
the First Infantry assembled at ite armory, 

Sixteenth street and Michigan boulevard, at 9 


o’clock yesterday morning ready to partici- | 


pate in the parade of illinois troops which 
was to have taken place through the business 
The order of Brig.-Gen. 
Fitz-Simons countermanding the orders for 
the parade was learned by the officers and 
men of the command at that time, and great 
dissatisfaction was expressed on ali sides. The 
members of the organization, notwithstanding 
the hard march of the day before, were ready 
for duty, and the sentiment prevailed that as 
the regiment was indebted to the city for 
many courtesies it was but proper that the 
command should be paraded. Col. Koch was 
evidently of the same opinion, for he hurried 
away to consult with Gen. Fitz-Simons and 
obtain permission to take his men out. After 
an absence of an hour he returned with the 
information that the General was not to be 
found, and the company commanders were in- 
structed t» dismiss their companies. | 

Col. Koch was asked what he thought about 
tne situation and gave the following statement 
in reply to questions: 

**] had expected to parade this regiment to- 
day and gave orders yesterday for the compa- 
nies to assemble, but the General has issued 
his orders and it is my business to obéy them. 
He prebably knows what is expedient and I 
have no thought of doing anything but carry- 
ing out his instructions. If you desire further 
information you must see the General. I can- 
not tell you anything of interest.’’ 

General dissatisfaction was expressed by the 
men who had left their business to parade, 
and the change in program was not received 
queens aithough the long march of Fri- 

ay and the duty of Thursday night had the 
effect of tempering any prospective pleasure 
which might accrue from a long parade in the 
e band was on hand and had to be 
paid for, although it could not be used. 

The public also was disappointed. Hundreds 
of people did not see the notice of the aban- 
donment of the parade in the morning papers 
and early secured places on the streets along 
which the parade was expected to pass. only to 
be informed later that their time had been 
wasted. 


TROOPS LEAVING THE GROUNDS. 


Regulars and Militia Start on Their Re- 
turn Journeys—Scenes on the Streets. 

Although there was no military parade yes- 
terday, with ite general orders, line of march, 
red tape, and club swingmg exhibitions by 
Chicago’s finest, the people who packed the. 
sidewalks and thronged the streets were en- 
tertained at intervals in the military line. 

All day long the squads of regulars and 
companies of militia pouredin irregular in- 
tervais from the World’s Fair grounds, and 
nearly every troop came down-town. 
The majority of them took the Lllincis 
Central, many took the cable iine, 
while whole companies broke ranks 
outside the gates and met again and formed 
at the Lake-Front, Then they marched 
through some pee of the city, headed by 
their band, and the people cheered as though 
they had seen no soldiers for a year or more. 

During the forenoon detachments from the 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and Indiana troops marched 
across from the Lake-Front to their respective 
railway stations and embarked for home. The 
Milwaukee Light Horse Squadron trotted 
slowly through the streets and started on its 
journey homeward across the country, each 
individual member praying fervently they 
would not lose their way, as they did coming 
from Milwaukee. 

In the afternoon there was a general hegira 
of troops from the park, bugles sounding the 
march and drums tapping the time as troop 
after troop left the grounds for their trains or 
for the city. The regulars left abvut 4 o’clock, 
or the last of them, as some departed Friday 
night and early yesterday morning. Before 
supper time all the regulars had left the 
grounds but the marine corps froin Washing- 
ton, New York, and Boston, with the Marino 
Band, they leaving via the Pennsylvania spe- 
cial this emning at 10 clock. 

The Illinois National Guard from outside 
Cook County had no regular time nor route 
for departuré, and they were going in compa- 
nies. battalions, and regiments from Frida 
night to late last night. The Fifth and Sixt 
Regiment boys joafed about Lake-Front Park 
a good part ofthe day before puiling out for 
home, while the members of the twelve com- 
panies of the Fourth Regiwent sat in the sand 
on Sixty-fifth street and swore for two hours, 
until their 6 o’clock Lllinois Central special 
arrived at 8 o’clock and took them away. . 

The Iowa boys seemed to have the best of it 
if time cuts pe! —s They had prepared 
for five days, which limit expires at this end 
this evening, and they proposed to have the 
best time possible while the fun lasted. They 
did not mind being left alone in 
the midst of the great building they occupied, 
num bering several hundred, and made enough 
noise to crack the walls. At 6 o'clock last 
evening the three battalions were separately 
inspected by Lieut. E. T. Sharp, U. 8S, A., In- 
spector-General on Gov. Boies’ staff, by order 
of the Sevretary of War. troops will 
leave this morning at 10:30 o’clock in a Bur- 
lington special, The Cleveland Grays stopped 
at the Sherman House, and they marched to 
their Baltimore and Ohio spécial from there; 
and the Old Foot Guard also marched from a 
down-town hotel to tne train to bear them 
back to Connecticut. The boys who staid 
down-town marched a little brisker than those 
who camped at Jackson Park. 

This morning there will be a few more toots 
and blasts, the people can shake their flags a 
few more times, and the troops will all have 
departed to reassume their habiliments of or- 
dinary life.

The program Mr. Thomas arranged for last 
evening was “ popular,’’ but itcontained much 
that was of interest to musicians, as well as 
attractive to the larger public. Five numbers 
upon it had never before been given in Chi- 
cago, and at least three ofthese were, it is be- 
lieved, entirely new to America. 

A suite from Tschaikowsk’s latest ballet, 
“The Nutcracker,’’ consisted of an overture 
miniature, six danses characteristique, and a 
‘** Valse des Fleurs.’’ Melodeous and rhythmic, 
and abounding in color and sensuous beauty, 
the suite proved to be one of the most attract- 
ive among the lighter works the great Rus- 
sian has produced. Its charm is due 
largely to the skill displayed in orches- 
tration, odd and bizarre effects being frequent- 
ly employed. This is especially the case in 
the six dances. The Russian Trépac is a 
boisterous rhythmic *‘ bit’’ for the entire or- 
chestra; but in good contrast is the Danse 
Arabe which follows it and which is mournfu! 
and slightly weird in character. The Chi- 
nese Dance is a merry’ joke, the 
clown of the orchestra, the bassoon, 
being unfailingly and conspicuously present. 
The “‘Danse de la Fée Dragée’’ is adainty 
little conGeit, the piano (played last evening 
by Mr. Seeboeck ) roa used to good effect, 
and the ‘*‘ Danse des Mirlitons’’ has a catchy 
air that ie orchestrated and harmonized so as 
to possess piquancy and brightness, : 

The Overture, Marche, and the Valse are 
less peculiar in style than are the dances, but 
are rendered attractive by their tunefulnesa 
and tne skill in instrumentation revealed in 
them. 

The Intermezzo from Mascagni’s “ L’Amico 
Fritz”’ is in marked contrast to the similar 
number contained in the *“‘Cavalleria.”’ It is 
strong and dramatic in character, recalling 
the impassioned duets of Santuzza with Tu- 
riddu or Alfio rather than the fervid but 
peaceful instrumental piece that succeeds 
‘them. Itseemsa work of greater inherent 
musical worth than is its counterpart in the 
** Cavalleria,’’ and the undeniable genius that 
blazed forth in many places in the latter 
opera illumines and glorifies it. 
Johann Strauss’ latest waltz, “Seid um- 
schlungen Millionen,’’ of which so much has 
been written in the European press, proved 
somewhat disappointing. The introduction 
is more elaborate than is usually written by 
Strauss, and the waltz possesses the swing and 
at times the melodic beauty that the author of 
** Blue Danube”’ can alone impart, but fre- 
quently the tune sinks to the level of the com- 
monplace, and proves anything but worthy of 
the fame its composer deservedly enjoys. 

Liszt’s ** Angelus”’ for string orchestra is a 
tone picture which by reason of subject and 
treatment can but seem somewhat monoto- 
nous. The care and finish with which it was 

iven last evening lend it a certain attract- 
iveness, but its popularity as a concert num- 
ber will probably never be great. 

Moszkowski was represented by five ex- 
cerpts from his grand opera ‘* Boabdil.”’ 
which was produced this year at the Berlin 
Royal Opera with success. The Vorspiel 
proved the most interesting of the. portions 
played last pie. the ‘** Malaguena,”’ the 
Scherzo, the Valse, and the Maurische Fan- 
tasie being either mere dances or character- 
istic pieces, or else revealing no striking qual- 
ities not discoverec in the Vorspiel. A -close 
sympathy with modern ideas of orchestration 
and effects is clearly showo; Wagner and his 
teachings being constantly suggested by the 
means employed, and in certain instances— 
the closing phrases for example—by the musi- 
cal thought itself. The composer has told the 
message he had to tell skillfully and with 
much passion, but the message seemed not an 
especially important or new one. 

he familiar numbers on the program were 
the overture to ** Freischfitz’’ and ‘‘Teil.”’ the 
Servais Fantasie, “‘O Cara Memoria,’* for 
’cello, and the Chopin Funeral March, the lat- 
fer being played in memory of the late George 
jilliam Curtis, ** the generous patron and elo- 
quent advocate of music.” ‘ 

Mr. Bruno Steind®i played the selo in the 
‘ Servais Fantasie. It was given with the tech. 
nical finish of the virtuoso and with rare 
purity and beautyof tone. Chicago certainly 
possesses in Mr. Steindel a ’cellist the equal of 
auy in America today. An encore was de- 
manded and responded t» with some short 
piece that served to admirably display the 

layer’s technical ability. Mr. Bendix con- 
ducted for the solo number and encore.

THE TIGER IN HIS NATIVE JUNGLE. 


Courage and Cowardice Strangely Blended 
in the Beast. 

Washington Star: One of the most extraer- 
dinary features of the tiger’s nature is the ex- 
treme courage and the ultra cowardice which 
seem to be so blended as to give rise to the 
strongest expressions of difference of opinion 
when two or more experienced hunters are 
gathered together. The best illustration of 
this peculiarity of that giant cat of Bengal 
can be given in the recitation of the following 
stories of actual oecurrences: 

As for extreme courage: Dec. 22, 1792, a 
partv of English hunters set out for Sawgar 
Island, Bay of Bengal, for the double purpose 
of killing tigers and deer. Their equipment 
and experience were ample, and the party of 
four was headed by ason of Sir Hector Mon- 
roe. These gentlemen ljlanded in the morn- 
ing, hunted with success for deer all day, 
until about 4 in the afternoon the heat caused 
them to seek the shade at the edge of the 
jungle. They prepared refreshments, even 
to building a fire for cooking their game. 

While the meal was under full headway of 
preparation young Monroe looked up and de- 
clared that he saw a deer not far from them. 
He seized his gun and started for the spot. 
He had not taken twenty steps from the camp 
when his companions heard a dreadful roar, 
saw at the same instant a large tiger spring 
upon poor Monroe, and, seizing the man by 
the shoulder with its teeth, the beast turned 
and rushed back into the jungle, dragging 
the fourm of Monroe after it with the great- 
est ease. Saplings, vines, and bushes all bent 
and broke before the ainazing strength of the 
tiger. 

All that Monroe’s companions could do 
was done instantly, as only trained hunters 
can do—they fired all together at the tiger, 
and it was evident to them that their shots 
took effect, because aliiost as soon as the 
sinoke blew aside Monroe came staggering 
out from the thicket covered with blood, 
reached the campfire and fell. Everything 
that medical services could render was done 
for him, the ship’s surgeon coming right 
ashore, but it was all in vain; the young man 
expired after the course of twenty-four 
hours in the greatest agouy. 

His head was torn, his skull fractured, and 
his neck and shoulders chewed and torn by 
the teeth and claws of the savage beast. Here 
was a squad of men standing around a blaz- 
ing fire, talking, laughing, and yet, though in. 
broad daylight all tms was not enough to di- 
vert that determined tiger from making the 
attack, and that bound with which this am- 
bushed animal threw itself upon Monroe was 
as wonderful in its extent as it was terrible in 
its effect. 

As for its cowardice: On the same day that 
the above tragedy transpired another party of 
English ladies and gentlemen in the Bengal 
district left the shelter of an army post for a 
picnic on the banks of a lovely little stream 
that ran into the bay not far away. The lunch 
cloth had just been spread and the excursion- 
ists were taking their positions around it on 
the grass under the shade of trees when one 
of them, speechless with horror, pointed to 
the form of a huge tiger, not twenty feet 
away, crouched in form for its fatal spring. 

All looked, when instantly one of the ladies 
laid hold of her parasol, rose to her feet and 
stepping quickly directly over to where the 
beast was rapidly opened and shut it in the 
animal’s face.. The tiger ey wheeled 
about and bounded swiftly off. Perhaps it is 
not strictly correct to call this an exhibition 
of poltroonery on the part of that tiger; it may 
have been utterly confused by the presence of 
mind displayed by that young woman, and 
turned tail confounded rather than scared. 
The lady herself, after the affair was over, 
became completely unnerved, and her asso- 
ogg had to return at once to the post with

+z: | STUDYING THE STARS. 


HOW THE ASTRONOMER GAINS A 
KNOWLEDGE OF THE PLAVETS. 


The Routine of His Labors Is Not Idyllic, 
and Although the Results Are Impor- 
tant He Seldom Sees, Them—His Obser- 
vations Are Made for the Benefit of 
Posterity—Measurement Is the Essential 
Feature of Work with the Spectroscope 
—Exactness and Patience Requisite, 


With the increase of the general informa- 
tion of our people, due in a great measure to 
our systerns of education and to our news- 
papers, widespread interest prevails today in 
many matters of purely scientitic value. 
Among these the work of the astronomer is 
outranked only by that of the electrician in 
the popular interest which is taken in it. This 
is not unnatural, for while astronomy makes 
itself necessary to our daily routine of life 
only in the matter of providing accurate time, 
the stars excite our interest and our admira- 
tion during the dark hours, with occasionally 
some phenomenon to take precedence even 
over our affairs of business during daylight. 

But even to the mind well informed in the 
generality of things an atmosphere of obscur- 
ity seems to surround the astronomer and his. 
domgs. There is a mystery in all his actions, 
his telescopes, by some extraordinary power, 
perform marvels, and there is witchcraft al- 
most in the symbols, the mathematical short- 
hand with which he computes. ‘The veil 
which shrouded alchemy has been torn away, 
and the science of chemistry stands forth, the 
benefits of whose laws we jeel in our everyday 
life. But some remnants of the mysteries of 
astrology still hang about astronomy and 
seem to suggest a bound beyond which the 
non-elect must never venture. 

In the work of the astronomer there is much 
which is technical and which has no popular 
interest, but the methods which are adopted, 
some of the steps of the processes and many 
of the results yield often times exceedingly in- 
teresting stories. 

But the routine of the astronomer’s labors 
is not idyllic. He need not know the stars by 
sight; unless his special subject requires it. 
He consults a calslogwa, lances at the time- 
piece, enters his dark observing-room, ex- 
amines perhaps the setting of his telescope, 
sits before the instrument, and at the proper 
instant, when the star is seen to cross some 
thread or line within the tube, he presses the 
observing key or calls to his assistant, who is 
revording in a lighted alcove near at hand, 
and ar observation is made. Again and again 
the click of the key or the “tip” to the as- 
sistant notes an observation taken,and hour 
after hour if necessary these monotonous 
measures are nade, 

The Work Is Measuring. 

For the work of the astronomer is meastr- 
ing. The story which the stars have to tell us 
we must learn from their light, and all that we 
know of stellar astronomy has been gleaned 
little by little from the close observation of 
the points of light which stud the sky. 

First we have the place of the star in the 
vault of the heavens, then its color, its bright- 
ness, and lastof all the composition of its 
light as revealed by the spectroscope. From 
the careful and intelligent comparison of 
these four items, observed for many stars 
during nany years, scientists are able to prove 
the many curious and interesting facts which 
are presented in our astronomies. 

And the astronomer works with hardly a 
hope of seeing any results from his observa- 
tions. He is piling up facts of position, of 
brightness, of color, of spectrum fur the bene- 
tit of posterity. 

Consideration within the present year of 
sone'slight variation im some small measure- 
ment of the stars suggested to Chandler that 
the pole of the earth has a very smail orbital 
notion, moving through a circle of about 

feet diameter in ahout a year. 
discussion of this, problem 
a certain class of observations of as- 
tronomers, even back to the time of 
Bradley, a century and a half ago, were sub- 
jected to close scrutiny, and were made at this 
late date to yield up their evidence upon this 
point. And in its turn this discovery, infini- 
tesimal as it may be as regards the daily 
routine of our lives, means to the astronomer 
much in labor and much in value in the revis- 
ion and refinement of his catalogues. In every 
other, investigation the astronomer depends 
upon the work of his predecessors, long since 
p away, and gleans from their observa- 
tions the minute facts and differences which 
make or mar his own hypotheses. 

Investigations into some small irregulari- 
ties in the motion of Sirius, into which the ob- 
servations for many years were introduced, 
convinced 1 that th bright star had a 
companion, but a dozek or twenty years 
elapsed before this companion was found by 
the younger Clark at Cambridge while testing 
a newly completed large telescope. These are 
not isolated cases in astronomy, but are the 
rule, and statements of them could be repeat- 
ed covering the whole history of the science. 
This would, however, be wearisome and un- 
necessary in an article of this character. They 
show that the progress of astronomy is by 

rneans of little factors which when discovered 
and applied to known observations show them 
in a new light and form stepping-stones to the 
solution of astronomical problems, 

Let us examine some of the-facte which are 
made known tous by the change in the posi- 
tion of astar. Long before the invention of 
the telescope, indeed at the very beginning of 
recorded history, the shepherds, watchinen, 
soldiers, and those whose employment gave 
them hours of duty at night in the open air, 
had found that certain of the stars moved 
from their place in the sky, and the name 
‘‘nlanet,’”?’ meaning “ wanderer,” has come 
down to us from the Greek. The slight change 
in place from night to aight and the slfght in- 
crease or decrease in brightness are the two 
pegs upon which hang all future discovery in 
this line, an’ by careful consideration of care- 
ful observations for many years the story of 
the planets has been put together piece by 
piece, as one would match fragments of a dis- 
sected puzzle.- Thanks to the information 
gieaned from their changing position and 
to man’s own general knowledge, the orbits of 
the wandering stars are now well known, and 
they pass through their courses very much 
more accurately, according to the predicted 
time, than do the trains on the best-managed 
of ouf railways. 

flow Neptune Was Discovered. 

A slight inaccuracy in the motion of one of 
the planets, Uranus, was noticed, and Le Ver- 
rier and Adams simultaneously were able to 
find and locate the disturbing element—the 
planet Neptune, which was discovered 
through the close watch of the movements of 
a faint star. 

Ciose observation of the “* fixedstars ’’ shows 
that many of them are not fixed, but have a 
small motion in astraight line. This is called 
‘proper motion,” and is so small that it 
sometimes takes years of observation to find 
‘out its amount and direction. Upon this 
minute movement hang several interesting 
statements, such as that the sun is 4 star in the 
Miiky Way and that the solar system is mov- 
ing as a whole toward a point in the constella- 
tion Hercules. 

A slight irregularity in this “proper” mo- 
tion in the case of Sirius showed to Bassel 
that this star had a companion, and years 
afterward, when it was distovered, the com- 
panion was found to be much fainter than its 
principal. The positions of the two stars, 
when both could be seen, allowed of compu- 
tations as to the size and distance apart of 
these bodies. It was evident at once the 
smaller of the stars was not bright in propor- 
tion to its size, and the fact was established 
that stars may be bright or dim, just as light 
itself may be faint or intense. se succes- 
sive steps of reasoning make it evident that 
the brightness of a staris no measure of its 
size; that a large star may be dull; that a 
smaller star may be much brighter, and the 
steps themselves all aepend upon an investi- 
gation made bya German astronomer of 
sotne minute measures of the position of stars. 

The introduction of observations of the 
brightness of stars gives evidence at once that 
there are some hundreds of stars the light of: 
which goes more or less regularly through a 
series of changes, becoming alternately faint- 
er and brighter. In some instances 
changes, a3 has been proved by the astrono- 
mer Vogel, are caused by a dark satellite 
which at every evolution cuts off a part of the 
light of the star. 

Chandler’s Investigations, 

Investigations by Chandler of a minute ir- 
regularity in the light changes of Algol, in 
which he has reconsidered the observations | 
of this star for mere than a century, show that 
there is a dark central sun in the system 
| of which Algol is a membéf, and that there 
are probably one or two dark planets in addi- 
tion to the itmmediate dark companion of

Small 
differences in brightness have shown the ex- 
istence of double stars which are so far re- 
moved that we can never hope to see the com- 
ponent stars as separate points of light. 


Computing an Orbit. — 

A comet moves from place to place in the 
sky and after three observations have been 
secured a fairly good orbit may be computed. 
With a longer series of observations the accu- 
racy of the computations is enormously in- 
creased, and oftimes, as in thecase of Lexell’s 
comet, it gives its history, its past course 
through space, its relations and entanglements 
with planets of our system. In this way 
little by little the comets are yielding up thei 
life histories to the astronomical collector of 
measures. 

A meteor flashes across the sky and attracts 
the attention of the observer; a number of 
them appear and the astronomer begins to 

easure. After a series of measurements 
khows that these bodies are moving in swarms 
in orbits ; that these orbits are precisely the same 
hose of some comets, and that the meteors 
are in some way related to comets and he is 
now patiently waiting for that measure to be 
made which will prove the exact relationship 
between the two kinds of celestial bodies. 

Color in stars has as yet proved to be of lit- 
tle value, save as a means of roughly dividi 
stars into classes from which certain nade on 
conduct may be expected. ° 

Work with the spectroscope is work in 
which measurement is the essential feature. 
The position, of a certain line means 
presence or absence of acertain substance in 
the source from which the light emanates. 
The displacement of lines according to cer- 
tain laws means motion, and by the nature of 
this deviation the direction of this motion is 
made known, 

The work of the astronomer today, there- 
fore, is largely the securing of minute 
measurements and the suggestion of the con- 
ditions of which they are “the outward and 
visible sign.”’ Joun Ritoui JR. 


SOME STRANGE HALLUCINATIONS, 


What Is Commonly Understood te Be a 
Ghostly Vision. 
A statistical inquiry into the nature and 


froquency of those hallucinations of the senses ,} 


experienced by persons otherwise healthy ana 
sane has been made, says a writer in Cassell’s 
Magazine for October, and the results were 
communicated to the recent congress of ex- 
perimental psychologists. It is doubtless this 
order of mental phenomena which has given 
rise to the belief in ghosts, The vision is, in 
fact, what we commonly understand by a 
ghost. It sometimes appears by night, some- 
times in broud day; it is often surrounded 
with light, but occasionally it is to 
all appearance solid and of lifelike character. 
Moreover, it happens now and then that more 
than one person sees it. Of course by seeing 
it we mean that the apparition is apparently 
outside the observer, and not visible merely 
in the inind’seye. It assumes, to his eyes at 
least, an objective existence, like that of a 
reality. 

Many stories of the kind are current in pri- 
vate families and have never been published; 
but the particulars, accurately described, 
would be serviceable to the cause of psychol- 
ogy, and those who are acquainted with such 
instances may be recommended to communi- 
cate the facts to the Psychical or Psychologi- 
cal Society, under the veil of privacy if they 
prefer it. é are able to give some of the 
more striking instances recorded in the statis- 
tical inquiry which has been instituted.

The visual hallucinations recorded were not 
confined to known or living persons. Some 
were unrecognized, some incompletely de- 
veloped, some of a religious or angelic char- 
acter, some grotesque, horrible or monstrous, 
others were figures of animals, lights, and in- 
animate or indefinite’ objects, while touches, 
as well as voices, sounds, and visions, were 
observed. The most remarkable fact brought 
out by theinquiry is that only acomparatively 
small percent of these hailuciaations were 
coincident with some actual event, such as 
the death of a friend.

Sometimes, 
to make assurance doubly sure, a small brook 
would be damined, the treasure rendered as 
near waterproof as possible buried 1, the bed 
beneath, and then the water allowed to re- 
sume its former channel.

GAINS IN VOTERS LARGELY REPUB- ‘ 
LIGAN AOOESSIONS. 


Syracuse Democrats Indulging in Bluff and 
Bluster, but Conseryative Men Concede 
Harrison Will Get at Least 5,000 Ma- 
jority in Onondaga County—Both Par- 
ties Suffer from Internal Dissensions— 
Irish-Americans and Germans Loyal to 
the President, 

Srracusz, N. Y., Oct. 22.—[Special. ]—Syra- 
cuse is the hub of Central New York, and 
Onondaga County in its politics is dominated 
by Syracuse. Wayne, Cayuga, Seneca, and ad- 
joining counties are apt to foilow in the wake 
of Onondega, Oneida, with Utica as its city, 
claims to be something more than a spoke in 
the wheel. So it is, but this year the condi- 
tions that prevail in Utica, and Oneida County 
generally, prevail in Syracuse and the adjoin- 
ing country.

The 
main pbdint is that the fight has been carried 
into the locai nominations aud may cause the 
Republicans to lose ai Assemblyman. Hill 
and Sheehan would rathér trade on that As- 
semblyman than on the President. Perhaps 
Boss Kirk agrees with them. But the Cleve- 
land peopie won’t have it. If thereis to be 
any trading they want it done on the Presi- 
dential ticket.

Quotations Yesterday Were 665-8 Cents—

Sr. Louis, Mo., Oct. 22.—The lowest quota- 
tion ever recorded on wheat in the St. Louis 
market was recorded today. The price, which 
has been on the decline for some time, 
dropped today to 655 cents. The bears be- 
lieved they were on the winning side, but so 
sharp a decline had not been expected. The 
crop this year, although fair, is below the av- 
erage, and the European demand has been 
heavier than had been counted on, owing to 
the poor crops in the wheat-growing section of 
Europe. The direct cause of the low price 
seems to be that farmers who have been hold- 
ing back their grain have suddenly released 
it, flooding the market.

POLITICAL PROBLEMS THAT ARE 
PUZZLING ENGLISH BRAINS. 


The Fashion of Denouncing Gladstone Is 
Causing the Adherents of the Grand 
Old Man Anxiety—There Seems to Be 


Mystery of English Politics Is the Irish 
Question—Business of the Irish Par- 
liamentarians Is Blocking Legislation. 
The political situation in England is today 
probably the most puzzling in the history of 
the country, and one in which hardly any one’s 
prognostications are vf much value. Whoever 
attempts to analyze it with a view to proph- 
ecy soon finds that all the clews or solvents 
on which. be has hitherto relied utterly fail 
him. For example, Gladstone is the central 
figure on. the stage, and the anxious ob- 
server finds that ne is. detested by the 
middle and upper classes with an extraordina- 
ry approach to unanimity. . In polite society 
in England today courtesy almost requires the 
assumption, if you are unknown, that you are 
an anti-Gladstonian. In fact, it has become 
the fashion, in the strict sense of the term, to 
denounce Gladstone, and fashion now gov- 
erns, or at all events influences, a far larger 
circle of the well-to-do people than it used to 
do. People denounce Gladstone just as they 
put on mourning, when the court does, to 
show that they move in good society and 
share its joys and sorrows. 


resembles that which prevailed in English so- 
ciety during the earlier years of our civil war. 
It was “the thing”’ in 1861-1864 to sympathize 
with the South and believe all the stories of 
Lincoin’s coarseness and Northern brutality, 
and Americans who were inet in good houses 
were presumed to be. Southerners, as a bit of 
common politeness. The Northern armies 
were the objects of nearly as much social 
horror as the Irish Home Rulers.

Fashionable Hatred of Gladstone, 

It seems at first sight as if tnis fashionable 
hatred of Gladstone would furnish the philo- 
sophical observer with the key to the situation 
of which he was in search “If I can get 
these people,” he will say to himself, “to 
tell me why they hate Gladstone, it will make 
everything plain; I shall know what is com- 
ing.”” But he speedily finds that he is now no 
better off than ever. When one agks an anti- 
Gladstonian for specifications, they are 
rarely to be had, or if produced, are 
not explanatory. If one fastens on the 
theory that Gladstone is odious because he is 
the leader ot the democratic movement, one 
is soon thrown out by finding that the two 
most democratic measures of the last half 
century—the measures most likely to work in 
the near future atotal change in the govern- 
ing class in England—the extension of the 
suffrage and the establishment of the County 
Councils—were passed by the Tories. If he 
concludes that it 1s because of Gladstone’s in- 
terference with the obligation of contracts in 
Iretand, he finds that the most serious and 
flagrant case of such interference was al- 
lowing leaseholders to come in and have 
their rents alsu judiciously fixed—something 
on which Mr. Gladstone had not ventured. His 
legislation was confined to tenants at will. If 
he concludes that it is because he is trying to 
give Ireland home rule, he is foiled by finding 
that the fashion of detesting him came in be- 
fore 1885. The commonest excuse for it is 
that be has frequently in his speeches changed 
his ground on a variety of public questions, 
but all English statesmen who have been long 
in public life have done the same thing. There 
has been no such volte-face in Gladstone’s 
career as Peel’s on the corn laws in 1847, 

The most piausible explanation is that 
Gladstone is not so much the author of dis- 
agreeable things as that he is associated in the 
upper and middle class mind with a very slow 
but very palpable change in the relation of 
classes in England, because he preaches about 
it and opealy approves of it, while the Tories 
denounce it and ridicule it while steadily pro- 
moting it. That change consists mainly in 
the self-assertion of the working classes, and 
it embitters the middle class, who come into 
immediate contact with it, more than it does 
the aristocracy. For the middle class, who 
were the bone and sinew of the first —— 
against Tory government in 1882, got al 
they wanted in the Reform bill and the subse- 
quent reforms in taxation and administration. 
Since the triumph of free trade and the eman- 
cipation of the boroughs they have been be- 
coming more and more conservative, and 
Giadstone is now the old reprobate who will 
not let things alone. 

The Irish Question. 

The second inscrutable, or nearly inscruta- 
ble, mystery of British politics is the Irish 
question. No one can assist at a debate in 
the House of Commons without being ex- 
tremely puzzled by the frantic desire of the 
English people to keep the Irish representa- 
tives there. What purpose is served by. their 
presence nobody from simply listening to the 
discussion about Ireland could possibly make 
out. Not only are they not allowed to frame 
Irish legislation, but their advice about it is 
not taken, and one of the most serious charges 
brought against Mr. Gladstone is that he con- 
sults them on Irish matters. In addition to 
this, hardly any one speaks on the Conserva- 
tive side on any polemical subject without in- 
sulting them. The extent to which this is 
done, unconsci usly in most instances, is a 
very curious feature of the debates, and so is 
the patient way in which the Irish submit 
to it. 

Every or meaty every Tory speaker either 
sneers at their poverty as revealed by their 
receiving pay from their constituents, or at 
their bad manners as exhibited in the House, 
and treats their love of crime and association 
with criminals as facts of common knowledge. 
This has lasted so long now that few English- 
men notice it unless their attention 1s called 
to it. The character of the Irish members is 
said by those who know them, however, to be 
very good, and their ability in debate and 
in committee work much above the average 
of the rest of the House; but this makes no 
difference. 

Impeding Legislation. 

Their principal business is, however, imped- 
ing legislation not bearing on the question of 
home rule, and in spite of the closure their 
success in this is very great, and must be 
great unless they are made the object of 
special restrictions, which is, of course, im- 
possible, As matters stand they give an air 
of farce to representative government, and 
yet any proposal to take them away from 
Westminster fills most Englishmen with hor- 
ror. The excitement into which an English- 
man is thrown by the suggestion that there 
should be no Irish members in Parliament 
would at first suggest to a foreigner that he 
was passionately attached to them and con- 
sidered their presence a condition of national 
safety; but this is speedily dissipated, for in 
the next breath he describes them as the scum 
of creation and assures you that if they had a 
Parliament of their own their favorite occu- 
pation would be robbery and murder. 

The dislike of Ireland asa country is mani- 
fested in the same anomalous way. All aliu- 
sions to it are of the most melancholy and 
contemptuous character, but any proposal to 
let it go lets loose a flood of patriotic feeling, 
as if English associations with it were of the 
tenderest and most endearing kind. As a mat- 
ter of fact it is held by 40,000 men as against 
a foreign enemy, just as it would be in time 
of war, and ie avoided by the English court as 
if it were a pest-house, and it is impossible to 
get from Englishmen any @eescription of its 
value to the empire. The usual last resource 
is to describe it as a place in which in time of 
war a,foreign enemy could get a footing if 
the nafives owned it; but how the foreign 
enemy would get there unless England lost 
the command of the sea, and ——e the enemy 
in that case would stay in Irel instead of 
coming to England, where he would enjoy 
himself far more, is never explained,

order to answer this query at all satisfac- 
torily it is necessary to determine: 1. The 


present population of the world and its proba-. 


ble increase. 2. The area capable of bemg 
cultivated for the yield of food and other nec- 
,essaries of life. 3. The total number of peo- 
ple whom these lands would be able to main- 
tain. I need hardly point out that a precise 
answer to these apparently simple questions 
is well nigh impossible. 

This is a fundamental question for the in- 
quiry proposed, but it is quite impossible to 
reply to it with any amount of confidence. 
Enumerations of the people have been made 
in all civilized States, but with respect to large 

parts of the world we are still completely im 
the dark. Of Africa we know next to nothing, 
while the long array of figures presented to us 
as the results of a census taken in China are 
not calculated to inspire confiaence. I have 
taken some care to forin a true estimate of 
the population of Africa, and I cannot believe 
in that continent supporting more than 127,- 
000,000, instead of the two, three, or even four 
hundred millions allotted to it by certain sta- 
tisticians. Even 127,000,000is a high figure, 
for it means eleven people to the square mile, 
while in Australia there are not one anda h 
and in South America five only.

I shut out from consideration all those ter- 
ritories of the polar regions which lie beyond 
the limits within which the cultivation of cere- 
als is possible. I divide the remainder of the 
lands of the giobe into three regions. Th 
first Idescribe as fertile, meaning that it is 
fertile so far only as within 1t lies most of the 
land which is capable of remunerative cultiva- 
tion. It cannot be assumed for an instant 
that the whole or even the greater part of it 
could ever be converted into fields yielding 
the fruits of the earth, My second region inu- 
cludes the “steppes” or rer grass lands; 
and as within the “fertile” region we meet 
with comparatively sterile tracts, so within 
these “‘ steppes ”’ there exist large areas which 
can be rendered highly productive, especiail 
where means for irrigating the are avai 
able. The third region includes the deserts, 
within which fertile oases are few. 

The area of these regions in square miles I 
estimate as follows, exclusive of the polar re- 
gions:

The task of estimating the number of peo- 
ple whom this earth of ours would be capable 
of supplying with food and other necessaries 
of life, once it had been fairly brought under 
cultivation, is very difficult. There are at 
present some vegetarians; these would main- 
tain that if their iar views were accepted 
three nen could live where one lives now, 
and there would be no further need of keep- 
ing up large herds of cattlé and sheep. [am 
not sufficiently utopian to believe . that man- 
ms generally will ever accept these princi- 
ples. 
Again, it has been asserted that our present 
methods of cultivation are capable of vast 
improvement; that the earth might be made 
to yield much larger harvests than it yields 
now; and that population might thus be per- 
mitted to increase without correspondingly 
increasing the cultivated areas. his is no 
doubt true as respects many countries, but it 
is hardly true of the world at large. aking 
all reasonable allowance, however, for these 
suggestions, I take 9s a basis for my estimate 
the standard of life, such as we find it existing 
in various climates and among variOus peo- 
ples. Upon this basis I caleulate that the 
‘fertile regions’? would be able to support 
207 buman beings to the square mile, 
present mean population of those regions. 

The “steppes,” with their large tracts of 
land capable of cultivation, I believe to be 
capable of supporting ten inhabitants to the 


square mile, while the ** deserts’ would be . 
fu 


lly peopled if they had even one inhabitant 
to the square mile. 

I do not take into consideration the coloni- 
zation of tropical regions by Europeans, be- 
cause I am constrained to maintain that the 
tropical regions are no field for European em- 

rants, and because it is not that 
the consumer of food should live in the coun- 
try which produces it. 

ates all these considerations I assume that 
this world of ours, if brought fully into culti- 
vation, can supply 5,994,000,000 human beings 
with food and other necessary products of 
the vegetable kingdom. 


On this point not only are our statistics still | 


very incomplete, but conditions, social or 
otherwise, may arise which would materially 
affect the present movement of the popula- 
tion. Weighing all the data to be had, and 
carefully considering all the causes which are 
at all likely to give an impetus to the growth 
of population or retard it in the various quar- 
ters of the world, I assume that the increase 
in the course of a decade will amount to 10 


per cent.

Accepting these figures as correct, it be- 
comes an easy matter to compute the increase 
of the population. By the close of this cen- 
tury, the 1,468 miliions who may dwell upon 
the earth will have increased to 1,587 mill- 
ions; in the year 1950 there will be 2,333 mill- 
ions; in the year 2000, 3,426 millions, and in 
the year 2072, or 182 years hence, there will be 
5,979 millions. These estimates are 
not presented... as a prophecy. I 
have already hinted at voluntary checks to the 
growth of population which will come into 
lay as civilization advances and the demands 
or the comforts of this life shall be more 
general. At all events, so far as we are per- 
sonally concerned, 182 years is a long period 
to look forward to; but if we look ‘back a sim- 
ilar number of years and remember that Will- 
iam III. and Marlborough were then still 
among us, we are bound to admit that it is 
but a short period in the lifetime of a nation.

I’hen we can bet 
all we please on the side without periling Sanger 
or Zimmerman. 1 would suggest that we have en 
outside stake of $20,000; that we race at Néw Or- 
Jeans six weeks from this atone, three, and five 
miles, best two out of three; that the backers of 
the man whowins take all the gate receipts.

WAREHOUSEMEN TO GO ON A STRIKE, 


Beginning of a Series of Labor Troubles 
in New Orleans. 

Naw Orveans, La., Oct. 22—[Special. |— 
The warehousemen employed by the whole- 
sale grocers and the drivers of the boss dray- 
men, who contract for the hauling of nearly 
the entire wholesale business of the city, 
served notice on their employers Wednesday 
that on and after Monday next they will not 
work except for arties who  sub- 
scribe to their tariff. The drivers 
also demanded 
wages, but sought shorter hours and extra pay 
for overtiine and for Sunday work. That lat- 
ter provision was the most objectionable to 
all the merchants, who claimed that the exi- 
gency of the ousiness here would not permit 
placing a premium on loafing, and that the 
drayage required daily would not be finished 
until much later than at present and at much 
greater expense. Coupled with the demand 
was an understanding that union warehouse- 
men would not work for firms employing 
either non-union warehousemen or draymen, 
making the two strikes virtually one. Fifty 
of the largest wholesale grocery and produce 
houses have signed the agreement to resist the 
demand, The merchants claim that this is 
the first of a series of strikes contemplated, 
the railroad, draymen, and laborers being 
next on the list. 

St. Lovis, .Mo., Oct. 22.—The Grievance 
comunittee of the Order of Railway Traiamen 
have called upon General Superintendent 
Ricker of the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and 
Southern railway to effect a final settlement 
of the recent trouble in Arasansas growing out 
of an order reducing the numberof brake- 
men to be sent out on each freight train.

THE FATE OF FAMOUS SHIPS, 


Vessels Which Have Been Factors in Mak- 
ing the World’s History. 

The outcry which has been raised against 
the destraction of Nelson’s old flagship, the 
Foudroyant, makes it interesting to trace the 
end of other famous vessels. 

The Shannon, which foughtana captured 
the Chesapeake, was broken up at Chatham, 
parts of her hull being sold at a fancy price; 
Sir Francis Drake’s Gelden Hind came toa 
similar end at Deptford, a chair made out of 
her timbers being one of the treasures of 
Oxford University; the Resolute, which 
went in search of Sir John Frankijn, and, 
after being abandoned in an ice waste, was 
picked up by an American whaler, and re- 
turned refitted by the United States Govern- 
ment to this country.was moored in the 
Medway for some years afterwards, but ulti- 
mately taken in dock and pulled to pieces, a 
suit of furniture fashioned from her oaken 
timbers being sent as a momento to the 
American President; the Sovereign of the 
Seas, the first British three-decker, built in 
the time of Charles I, “to the great glory of 
the-English aation, and not to be paralleled 
in the whole Christian world,’ was accident- 
ally destroyed by fire at Chatham‘after seeing 
much and long service, 

Of Capt. Cook’s Endeavor not a trace is 
left, though several of his scientific instru- 
ments have been preserved; nor is there any 
trace of the Victoria, which made the first 
trip round the world. The Betsy Wains, 
which brought William of Orange to this 
country in 1688, was cast away 138 years later. 
Several English and foreign warships which 
have been sold to Norwegians are now carry- 
ing timber from port to port; the Marlboroug 
which conveyed so many thousands of our 
troops to India, is now moored at Gibraltar as 
a coal hulk, and the John Bertram, the Ameri- 
can racing tea clipper, fouddered some years 
ago whilo struggling. along towards England 
with a cargu a petroleum.—unglish paper.

exciting features of life in Fleet street. The 
poor little summary lived fortwo years as a 
benefit to every one but the owners, and was 
then suppressed to the regret of the entire cir- 
cle of London pressmen.

Reports from the Great Storm in Sardinia 
Still Incomplete. 

CaerizarE, Oct. 22.—Advices from various 
parts cf Sardinia say the floods have been 
more disastrous in their consequences than 
any that have ever occurred in the island. . 
From Samatzai comes intelligence that four 
of the villagers were carried away and 
drowned in the floods. It is believed that 
when telegraphic communication is com- 
pletely restored the loss of life will be found 
to be large. 

A most appalling calamity has befallen the 
village of San Serate, situated a short distance 
froin this city. It is estimated that not less 
than 200 of the villagers have been drowned 
The flood swept through the village with sud- 
den fury and in a moment the streets be 


came rivers that carried everything 
before them. Houses were lifted from 
their foundations and whirled through 


the streets like corks. Their occupants did 
not have an opportunity to attempt to save 
themselves. Many of them were asleep when 
‘the torrent came, and they were awakened 
énly to find themselves struggling in the water. 
Men, women, and children were drowned be- 
fore efforts could be made to save them. Half 
the houses in the village were swept away. 
The place is isolated by the flood, and access . 
to it is difficult.

Powerful Philanthropic Bedies After Glad- 
stone on the Uganda Question,

Lonpow, Oct. 22.— |Copyright, 1892, by 
James Gordon Bennett. |—The fates evidently 
do not intend to allow Mr. Gladstone to pay 
exclusive attention to Irish affairs. He is 
summoned to the dark continent, and that 
must oceupy what he once called the ‘ sanct- 
-uary’’ of his mind, whether he likes it or not, 

for the Church Missionary Society, the Anti- 
Slavery Society, and other powerful bodies 
are now in full chase after him with remon- 
strances which must not be dwregarded. He 
puts forward Lord Rosébery to break the 
force of the storm, but he will have to face it 
himself before long. If the great religious 
societies once get to work with a will it will be 
impossible to put any limits to the agitation 
they can stir up. 

The chief objects of the government at this 
moment are to temporize, to compromise, to 
meet the people half way. That is what they 
did about the East Africa company and Traf- 
algar square, and now again about Uganda. 
Lord Rosebery has his head screwed on the 
right way for this kind of work. Moreover, 
he readily takes in the whole of the situation. 
The larger part of his politieal associates are 
for clearing out of East Africa without further 
ceremony. The missionaries? Well, they 
had no business to go there. Native converts? 
Bosh! there are none, ot if there are let them 

get converted to something else. ‘That is the 
genuine Radical idea, though it is sugar-coated 
when offered to the public. 

But Lord Rosebery looks round him and sees 
the philanthropic and religious societies pre- 
paring to open a grand eampaign. So he 
talks softly to them, does not promise them 
much, but is profuse ia his sympathy, which 
costs nothing. He is horrified at the sugges- 
tion that he or his colleagues could be indif- 
ferent to the fate of Uganda, but there he 
adroitly introduces a little saving clause, 
**We’’—and then he paused and putin, ** At 
any rate, take a very serious view of the 
matter.’’ (Observe, he does not speak for 
the Cabinet, which is known to contain several 
“scuttlers.”’”) “I am with you,”’ says the 
canny Scotch Earl, in effect, “* but those other 
fellows I can’t answer for.”’ 

And so he went on to speak of Uganda asa 
land that had recently been watered by the 
‘blood of our saints and martyrs.” Is not 
that an artistic touch? Depend upon it, one 
or other of the societies will be sending Lord 
Rosebery himself as missionary before long. 
What does it all come to in the end? Will the 
government hold fast or let go? It will wait 
to see bow much backbone there is to the 
present agitation. Meanwhile, it is quite 
safe to exult over the past exploits of 


England in dealing with the slave 
trade. This gave Lord Rosebery a 
good opportudity of imtroducing a 


capital literary flourish sure.to draw cheers, 
yet committing him to nothing—Greece and 
her armies. Rome and her roads and aque- 
ducts, England and her #wrifices for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade.’ There you have 
our thoughts on thie great subject. 

That was the pith of Lord Resebery’s con- 
cluding words. Whocan quarrel with them? 
Gladstone himself could not have wrapped 
the matter up more neatly. Uganda will re- 
main British territory..if. the jumiping cat 
jumps that way. If the animal’ jumps the 
other way out we go.

THREATENED FROM SOME QUARTER, 


May Lead to the Passage of 
the Army Bill, 
[SPECIAL CABLE.)

Gordon Bepnett.|—The anxiety with which 
the reassembling of the Reichstag is awaited 
grows greater as the days and weeks go by. 
The Army bill is now before the Bundesrath., 
The detailed scheme is still unknown, but it 
1s sure that many changes have béen made 
since it was first drafted. In order to prepare 
the public mind for the grave sacrifices in- 
volved in the project, the papers which the 
Chancellor controls are resorting to the 
old tricks of the Bismarckian régime: 
once more—dread of danger for the East 
and the West of France Russian intrigues—but 
the methods work less well, though, than of 
old, and the appeala to German patriotism 
sound hollow. The public disbelieves in Ca- 
privian bogies, and yet it vaguely sees that 
danger threatens from some quarter. 
The weakness of Italy, the supposed luke- 
warmness of Austria, or both, may be the 
cause of the persistency with which the gov- 
ernment has pressed on us the scheme. That 
war is in the air no one believes. But the em- 
pire may.be menaced none the less by the 
doubt as ta whether it could count firmly on 
its allies in the event of war. Chancellor von 
Caprivi has shown no little skill in his recent 
tactics. He has allowed the Germans to ex- 
pect such heavy calls upon their 
purse and homes that when his  biil 
is made public and it should be found 
to demand a great deal less than was 
supposed the feeling of comparative relief 
may lead the Reichstag to indorse it. The 
odds, however, are that it will not be passed, 
nor am I yet convinced: that it will ever be 
discussed in the Reichstag. 
Meanwhile, I understand that the Emperor 
has taken a more decided stand against the 
two-years’-service plan, which he dislikes and 
dreads as much.as the most able Generals. 
We may look forward to surprises of all kinds 
within the next few weeks, even, I repeat, to 
the withdrawal or postponement of the bill. 
Much, of course, depends upon the action of 
the Centrist party. Herr von Huehne and Herr 
Lieber, two of the most influential men in the 
group, have had long conferences this week 
with the Chancellor. The influence of the 
Pope has been appealea to by the govern- 
ment, and if concessions great and real 
enough are offered to the Catholics it is just 
possible that, after all, the measure will be 
voted by the Reichstag. 
In order to conciliate the Centrists it is said 
that the Emperor will be careful to avoid giv- 
ing too much prominence to his Protestant 
convictions in the speech which he may shortly 
make on the occasion of the Lutheran cele- 
bration at Wittenberg. But everything is 
m>re or less uncertain. Thesituation changes 
with each day. DALZIEL.

DETAILS ARE SECRET. 


TERMS OF THE MILITARY BILL ARE 
OLOSELY GUARDED, 


It Is Said the Emperor Hopes Thus to 
Keep the Opposition at a Low Ebb— 
Bismarck Reported to Be Prepering to 
Speak Against It in the Reichstag—Calls 
for 60,000 Kecruits Annually—Tobacco 
Growers Protesting Against Proposed 
Taxation—Another Ride Praposed,

Berry, Oct. 22.—Public interest in the mil- 
itary biil'does not show the least sign of 
abatement; on the ‘contrary it has been in- 
creased by the secrecy maintained in regard 
to the provisions of the measure, though a few 
details have been allowed to leak out in order 
to satisfy the growing public demand for in- 
formation on the subject. The government's 
decision not to publish the full text of the bill 
until it is discussed by the Bundesrath meets 
with general condemnation from the press, 
which is unanimously of the opiaion that this 
policy of sileuce will not have the result of 
weakening the »pposition, a result the govern- 
ment appears to reckon on. 

An article in the Berliner Politsche Nach- 
richten, which is aecepted as inspired, con- 
tains the fullest information. as-to the history 
and nature of the bill that has yet appeared. 
The paper declares that Chancellor von Ca- 
privi, up to the day the measure received the 
imperial signature, was hard at work daily 
scrutinizing every item. Everything not con- 
sidered absolutely indispensable was eliminated 
in order to effect the greatest. reduction in ex- 
penses, but no changes in the principles on 
which the military reforms are. based were 
made. The result of the Chancellor’s labors 
is a bill of which no part can be removed with- 
out injurmg the whole. 

The Chancellor thoroughly remodeled the 
proposals made some time ago by Gen. Verdi 
du Vernois which were impracticable owing 
to their exorbitant financial demands. The 
cost.of Gen. Verdi du Vernois’ plans is esti- 
mated at over 110,000,000 marks annually, 


present bill. The article concludes by dilat- 
ing upon the necessity of providing a counter- 
poise to the armed force of France and Rus- 
sia. It exhorts the political parties and the 
military authorities who are dispused to hag- 
gle over the proposals, not to exhibit to tor- 
eigners such an evident sign of political and 
military weakness. 
Will Fully Discuss It. 

The discussion of the measure by the 
Bundesrath is expected to last about three 
weeks. According to a good authority the 
number of recrits to be raised annually will 
be increased by 60,000, making the total 
number 230,000. There is little doubt that the 
discussion of the bill in the Reichstag will 
be stormy and eventful. The opposition to 
the proposed taxes to offset the increased ex- 
penditure that will be incurred through the 
bill is gaining in strength. This opposition is 
especialiy directed against the proposed duty 
on tobacco. ~ 

A mass meeting has been called to meet at 
Erstein next week to consider the subject. 
It will be attended by tobacco planters from 
Alsace, Baden and the Palatipate. Prepara- 
tions for a similar meeting are being made at 
Appeln, where a new burden in the shape of 
taxes placed in tobacco will render idle thou- 
sands of workmen. The Munchener Nachrich - 
ten asserts that 14,000 men wiil be made idle 
in Bavamaalone, while the poorer classes 
throughout the country will suffer, as a cheap 
foreign cigar will be an impossibility end the 
price of cigars made of home grown totacco 
is certain to be raised above that at which the 
poor will be able to purchase them. 

Several papers assert that Prince Bismarck 
will appear in the Reichstag to lead the oppo- 
sition against the bill. Prinee Bismarck is 
at present suffering from acute neuralgia, He 
was deeply affected by the death of his great 
friend, Lothair Bucher, 

New Measures in the Reichstag. 

The Correspondenz (National-Liberal), an- 
nounces that the government will submit to 
the Reichstag measures dealing with the be- 
trayal of military secrets, public immorality, 
and epidemics. Another measure, it says, 
will also be submitted incréasing the stringen- 
cy of the Press law. The intoxicating liquor 
bil) will,be abandoned. 

OOfficial information shows that while 
cholera in Hamburg is decreasing, Germany 
is in increased danger of an invasion from 
Russia. Numerous‘cases of the disease and 
five deaths have occurred at Mlawa, and there 
have been cases at Bobereck, Nivka, and 
other frontier towns. Communication with 
the Nivka district has-been suspended. The 
authorities at Konigsberg have issued an 
order forbidding Russian travelers to cross 
the frontier except at Illowo and Opalenica, 
where they will be subjected to medical in- 
spection. The frontier police have been 
largely reinforced. The Reichsanzeiger to- 
night publishes a decrée expressing the Em- 
peror’s approval of the measures taken by 
the German authorities to cope with cholera 
and the manner in which these measures were 
executed. The decree concludes by. express- 
ing his Majesty’s warm thanks to all con- 
cerned in fighting the epidemic. 
The approaching reconsecration of the 
Luther Memorial Church in Wittenberg prom- 
ises to be a cerenony of extraordinary splen- 
dor. The Emperor and Empress will be pres- 
ent. His Majesty has invited all the Protest- 
ant Princes of Germany to attend, while all 
the Protestant foreign sovereigns will be rep- 
resented. The Duke of York will represent 
Queen Victoria. Emperor William has de- 
frayed most of the expenses of the restoral. 
He has ordered that. eighty of his own car- 
riages be sent to Wittenberg and placed at the 
disposal of his guests. There will an homage 
ceremony in the Marktpiatz and a procession 
thence to the church, in whch the sovereigns 
and the representatives of sovereigns will take 
part. It will be a uniquespectacle. The Em- 
peror is expected to make a significant speech 
on this occasion. 

Decoration for Hayl. 
Lieut. Hayl, one of the German officers who 
took part in the long distance race, who allowed 
Prince Leopold to pas him on the road, which 
enabled the Prince to be the first German to 
reach Florisdorf, the Austrian goal, has been 
decorated with the Order of the Royal Crown. 
A new ride is being discussed for the officers 
of the Austrian and Prussian reserves. It is 
proposed for the Germans to start from 
Vienna and the Austrians from Berlin. The 
race is not to be given to the swiftest rider, 
but to the first officer who arrives with his 
horse in perfect condition. 
A German ethical society, based on the 
lines of Dr. Felix Adier’s society iu New York, 
has been organized in Berlin by a number of 
prominent men, including a numberof uni- 
versity professors. The membership of the 
society also includes many ladies of the hgh- 
est social circles. Prof. Forster, Director of 
the Royal Observatory, has been elected Pres- 
ident. The society meets with a storm of 
ridicule from the orthodox journals, but not- 
withstanding this fact is gaining ground. 
Assistant Adjutant-General Schwan of the 
United States army and his wife are passing 
the winter in Berlin. 2 
Lieut. Sargent, the naval attaché of the 
American Legation here, has gone to Vienna, 
after having visited the German navy yards 
and docks. He expressed himself as delighted 
at what he had seen and the courtesy paid him 
by the naval officials.

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CAUSES OF AGITATION IN FRANCE, 


Carmaux Strike and Treaty of Commerce 
with Switzerland,

Parts, Oct. 22.—[Copyright, 1892, by James 
Gordon Bennett. |—France has had agitation 
enough this week. In the Chamber the Min- 
isterial crisis was avoided, or rather delayed 
until the last moment. The criticaf ques- 
tions were the treaty of commerce with 
Switzerland, the Chambers being averse to a 
provisional armistice, and the Carmaux strike. 
After long discussions the workmen finally 
decided to accept arbitration. ‘ 

The govern ment at last has news from Da- 
homey, where the little French colony since 
Oct. 14 has had daily battles with the savages. 
The Dahomeyans offered an unexpected re- 
sistance. The French Government has proof 
that the arms of the savages have come from 
Europe. It also has proof that Herr Richter, 
formerly an officer in the German army, will 
be King Behanzin’s Commander-in-Chief. The 
French stopped before the town of Ste. Cana, 
always considered by the natives to be im- 
pregnable and commanding the road to 
Abomey. There the French expect reinforce- 
ments, already on their way from Senegal. 

Other incidents are considerably agitating 
the French public. The situation in Tonquin, 
which had been carefully concealed, is worse 
than before. Chinese regulars are continually 
arriving on the northern frontier. Wis feared 
that we shallhavea new war there in the 
spring. Frankly, the French colony policy is 
bad. Itis necessary to effect a complete 
reformation. 

European politics are quiet. Germany is 
absorbed in her preparation of the new Mili- 
tary law. That will bring about a terrible 
struggle. Austria appears to draw closer to. 
Russia, Italy 1s occupied with her elections. 
In Spain the little King, who was ill with 
typhus, ia convalescent, but he is so weak 1t is 
feared he cannot live long. Russia and Tur- 
key are conciliatory, but it is certain that 
Russia is not disinterested as regards the 
Eastern question.~- Russia merely awaits a 
propitious muyment. for action. There are va- 
rious signs of continual agitation in Servia. 
The demands of Greece against Bulgaria show 
that Russian diplomacy is ever ready 
to profit by the least incident. In fine, 
England, though it appears incred- 
ible, dreams of settling the Egyptian question. 
Mr. Gladstone does not forget the promises he 
made before he became Prime Minister. 
Naturally immediate evacuation is.impossible, 
but with the help of certain engagements with 
France he will now think about fixing a date 
for ultimate evacuation. Egypt. would then 
be neutralized, and the solution of the ques- 
tion would be hailed with joy by France.

dies will become silent. The issue has been 
deseribed, but it can be retold in a word. 
The manutacturers insist on a5 per cent 
reduction in wages. The operatives admit 
that the maiket is so unfavorable that their 
employers are in some difficulties and they 
offer to submit te some reduction in hours 
and a corresponding reduction in pay. They 
will not accept less money for present serv- 
ices. Efforts to reach an agreement have 
been long continued, but they are now 
abandoned. 

Never was.a labor battle so carefully pre- 
pared for and with both sides so thoroughly 
equipped and organized. ‘The operatives have 
the strongest and wealthiest organization in 
the world. Their resources are so great that 
they can remain idle for several weeks without 
actual suffering. For the first time in Englana 
the employers also are in.a compact and well 
diaciplined body, holding the control of half 
the spindles in the whole cotten trade.

Bermuda will also be a very useful point of 
observation, because it lies almust on ‘the 
other extremity of the arc of the circle along 
which the North Atlantic cyclones pass, Ber- 
muda is now in direct telegraphic eommuni- 
cation with North America. Observations are 
already made there, but are not telegraphed 
to Europe. The Azores are not far from the 
center of the same circle. A submarine cable 
to conpvect the Azores with Portugal and 
America will soun be laid. 

Madeira is in the neutral zone between the 
trade wind regions and the area of southwest- 
erly winds further north, As this area shifts 
with the season this island belongs sometimes 
to the one region and sometimes to the other, 
Madeize is now connected with Portugal by 
cable. 

The Canaries are in the region where the 
trade winds take their rise and prevail most 
of the year. Three of these islands are con- 
nected with Europe by cable. .With the ex- 
ception of Bermuda all these islands have lo- 
calitios suitable for high-level observatories, 
which, if established and kept going for only 
a single year, would greatly help to put the 
meteorology of the North Atlantic on a sound 
basis. 

' The western shores of mec, especially 
those of Great Britain and Ireland, are ex- 
posed to continued devastation by storms 
coming from the westward. The only source 
from which warning is received is. from 
North America, and these - warnings are 
of considerable value, but the North At- 
lantic is so wide t American storms 
often lose themselves in it and others are 
generated of which Europeans at present 
receive no warning.

But it is well known 
that Altgeld was not one of the managers of Palm- 
er’s campaign, hence he had no authority to 
write in behalf of Palmer to “make arrange- 
ments as definite as possible.”

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STIFF BANK RATES IN NEW YORK 
OONTINUE IN FORCE. 


Bunds Are Plenty Enough, but Business 
Has Run Down, Owing Largely to the 
Cholera Scare, and Lenders Feel That 
Théy Are Running More Risk than 
Formerly—Chicago’s Trade to Be Bene- 
fited—Chicago Gas on Anvther Marked 
Advance—Changes in Other Stocks.! 


New York, Oct. 22.—|Special.)—Two or 
three pools in the granger stocks have been 
active and some of the industrials have been 
worked into a show of strength, but nowhere 
has there been any trace of the public dis- 
cernible. A big short interest is in the mar- 
ket, and this has helped a few professional 
traders to make quotations strong. Many of 
the importent men of Wall street have been 
in Chicago throughout the week, and their as- 
sociates and followers here have been indis- 
posed to go ahead without them. 

_ The week opened with predictions that the 
market would be both dull and weak because 
of the Columbus celebrations. [hey made 
the same predictions last week over the cele- 
bration taking place here, and in bots in- 
stances their prophecies scored their usual 
success, results being precisely contrary to 
what was promised. 

Not so much is heard now of trouble on the 
money market. Funds are working tight and 
the banks are inclined to be what they call 
** conservative ’’; collateral is more closely 
scanned than for some time past, and many 
stocks which have been pretty active in the 
stock market are discriminated against. Re- 
cent decreases in funds available here, as 
shown by the bank statements, give lenders 
the opportunity to be dictatorial, just as for 
months past they have been virtually on their 
knees asking the attention of borrowers. 

As has been pointed out more than once, 
New York’s weekly bank statement no longer 
has its old-time significance. The develop- 
mient of our trust company system’ and the 
growth of independence in the Western finan- 

_cial world have taken away from New York’s 

Clearing-House Association the influence 
which used to belong to its figures. 

Stiff Rates Will Not Last Long. 

Funds are plienty-enough and present stiff 

- money market rates are not likely ‘» last long. 

Indeed, the rate may go to pieces off-hand al- 

most any day now. Demands from the west 

and south to harvest and move crops have not 
énly slackened, but the usual sequel of a reflex 
movement has set in and New York is just 
now rather a gainer than a loser of currency. 

It happens that though banks and other im- 

‘pottant money lenders here are standing 

pretty close together, and for the time at least 

have been able to force up rates to a point 
yielding a”*handsomer profit than has been 
available for some time, a high money rate is 
not prohibitive of a bull stock market. Many

: .. Indeed, such a market with its in-

upon the money market. This fact you hear

. along buoyancy in stooks. As situations 
lately have ruled, with no public visible any- 
where, tight § money seems pretty 
certain to be a formidable if 
mot an insurmountable obstacle to: high 
prices, to any legitimate activity, indeed. It 
will therefore be a decidedly hopeful token 

“for the stock market’s health when present 
loaning rates soften.

being undoubtedly largely artificial, such a 
change is probably not far off. .

SHORTAGE IN THE COTTON PRODUCT. 


Hester’s Weekly Report Shows a Large 
Falling Off This Year. 

New Orreans, La., Oct. 22.—Secretary 
Hester’s weekly New Orleans cotton report 
shows a further falling off in the movement 
into sight of 160,000 bales compared with the 
corresponding seven days of last year, bring-. 
ing the total deficit in the quantity of the cot- 
ton crop marketed for the fifty-one days of 
the season to 735,224 under the movement to 
Oct. 21 inclusive last year, and’ 555,844 less 
than the same time year before last. The 
amount brought into sight for the week end- 
ing last night was 352,777 bales, against 
512.729 for the corresponding seven days 
of. last year, or a_ decrease. of 
8l per cent. This makes the total for the 
twenty one days of October 924.644 bales, 
against 1,359,070 last year, and 1,155,569 yeur 
before last, and the total from Sept. lto Oct. 
21, inclusive, 1,456,163, against 2,171,387 and 
2,018,007 this week last year. Northern spin- 
ners have taken sparingly during the last 
week, and the shipments to them this week are 
56,526 bales less than last year, making a de- 
crease in their takings of 142,895 bales for the 
season todate.

Mr. Richards’ Wonderful Locomotive for 
the World’s Fair. 

Philadelphia Times: A working model of 
the record-breaking locomotive, invented and 
patented by Master Mechanic Jackson Rich- 
ards of the Reading railroad, was placed on 
exhibition yesterday in the hall of the Build- 
ers’ Exchange. A large nuinber of engineers, 
locomotive experts, and others interested in 
the increase of speed on railroads, visited the 
hall durmg the day. 

Speaking of his invention, Mr. RicHards 
said: ‘** If the new engine I am about to con- 
struct for exhibition atthe World’s Fair in 
Chicago cannot make over 100 miles an hour 
I will give it away to the first person I meet. 
I do not claim that this will the highest 
rate of speed it will be capable of making, for 
I believe the speed will be practically un- 
limited. By that I mean the engine 
will be capable of going much faster 
than any one would care to travel. If the ma- 
chine is successful, as I firmly believe it 
will be, it will revolutionize the entire con- 
struction of all the high-speed locomotives 
of the future. I have been coger - on this 
invention for over ten years, though the 
drawi were only completed about Sept. 1. 
After this the patent was applied for, and as 
soon as it was gra I had the working 
model, now in the Buriders’ Exchange, made 
for the purpose of exhibiting it to the public.

WHAT NEW YORK WILL DO. 


Gov. Flower Outlines What May Be Ex- 
_ pected of the Empire State. 

Gov. Flower spoke in substance as follows: 

Mr. Chairman and Fellow-Citizens of New York 
and Illinois: On behalf of the citizensof New 
York I am here today, with other civil and mili- 
tary officers of our State, to give formal expres- 
sion to the interest which our people feel in this 
national undertaking, and to dedicate the beauti- 
ful structure which her munificence has contrib- 
uted to the architecture of this Exposition. 

As chief participant among the States in the 
material and intellectual advantages which Co- 
lumbus’ discovery gave to civilization, New York 
should be, and is, the gladdest participant in this 
exhibition of the New World's marvelous growth 
and development during four centuries. When 
the Erie Canal was constructed the agriculture of 
New York was flougising, and her western coun- 
ties were sti but partly redeemed from thw 
virgin forest. The canal rendered possible 
jan profitable the settlement of the val- 
ley of the Ohio. and the rocess of 
Western competition, which was then begun, 
has ended by making it unprofitable to pursue 
the course of crops and husbandry on whic New- 
Yorkers throve sixty years ago. Nevertheless, we 
shall be able to demonstrate to the world at this 
Columbian Exposition that our agricultyral 
products are greater in quantity and more vari 
fo kind than those of any State in the Union. 
Representing 10 percent of the population of 
the United States, 16 per cent of the assessed val- 
vation of their property, and probably 20 per cent 
of their actual wealth, New York may be 
fairly expected to have. in the great 
buildings -before us commercial exhibits 
worthy. of her place in the Union. The number of 
her individual exhibiters is likely to exceed 
2.000, and the range of the products which they 
will show is as broad as the industries of the 
United States. In New York City we have the

Kansas’ Building Dedicated in the Name 
of Labor, Liberty, and Law. 

The Kansas Building, the first and only 
State building at the Columbian Exposition 
to be built by the voluntary aid of its people, 
the first to fly the American colors yesterday 
morning, and the first to be dedicated, con- 
tained many distinguished visitors, and en- 
thusiasm marked the ceremonies yesterday. 

The building isa handsome structure near 
the main entrance to Jackson Park, the con- 
struction Of which was commenced early last 
May, and in another month it will be ready 
for occupancy. It is built in cruciform, 132 
feet from point to point each way, surmount- 
ed by an oblong glass dome, aud costing $30,- 
000. It has ahandsome exterior and the in- 
terior will be finished in rich material. The 
design was furnished by Seymour Davis of 
Topeka, Kas., who has superintended the con- 
struction of the building.

I receive this State building, the keys of which 
you have just handed me, on behalf of the people 
of the State of Ohio.

Russell and the representatives of the 
Old Bay State dedicated the Massachusetts 
Building yesterday morning.

The building is modeled after the old Han- 
cock residence that stood so many years on 
Beacon Hill in Boston, The architecture is, 
of course, “old colony,” and the structure 
has an individuality that is pleasing.

For this reason the 
most urgent appeal has been made to all 
intending exhibiters to present only such ar- 
ticles of superior excellence and high degree 
of merit as will best exemplify the highest 
types of American production, and avoid 
semblance of warehouse display as well ‘as 
extravagant waste of space, which must be 
guarded against above all things. 


Tue final report by the Indian Government 
on the wheat crop of this year has been issued 
a month later than usual. It places the crop 
at about 203,000,000 bushels of sixty pounds 
each, making it the smallest crop that has 
been harvested in India in any year since the 
publication of statistics for that country was 
begun in 1884. In no province was the yield 
so large as in 1891. The season was generally 
unfavorable, owing to insufficient rain- 
fall accompanied by conditions of unusual 
heat and in some provinces by hot 
winds of exceptsonal duration and severity. 
The estimated crop is about 20 per 
cent less than that of last year. In spite of 
this, and the report that the British crop is the 
worst known in more than a quarter of a 
century, the bears here are selling wheat down 
to nearly the minimum prices of that term. 
Saturday they put down the price of the spec- 
ulative grade to 72 cents cash and less than 74 
cents for December delivery, and this on a 
crop which contains but a small percentage of 
that grade, for which reason the farmers of 
the Northwest are receiving au average of less 


a 45 cents per bushei for their wheat. 
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WELL DONE, CHICAGO. 

The great Chicago celebration is now at an 
end. The strangers within her gates from 
every part of the Union having mostly gone 
home her citizens today will have an occasion 
for grateful quiet and rest after the nervous 
strain and excitements of the week. Tomor- 
row the multitudinous draperies and flags will 
be taken down and packed away until next 
spring, when tne gates of the great Fair will 
be thrown open. 

In looking back over the week it is pleasant 
to remem ber that notwithstanding the presence 
of one of the largest crowds ever assembled 
upon any occasion in this cuuntry there were 
accidents and but few unfortunate 
oecurrences, indeed, of any ‘kind, although 
the rush in the streets was terrific and the strain 
upon transportation extraordinary —a contin- 
gency which will not happen next spring when 
allthe agencies of transportation will be in 
complete running order. Chicago has more 
than once demonstrated there is no other city 
in the country better adapted to entertain 
great crowds, to house and feed and transport 
them, but upon this occasion which made un- 
precedented deinands upon her resources she 
demonstrated that there is no multitude so 
huge that she cannot take care of it; and next 
spring she will do even better as the result of 
the present experience. It is also pleasant to 
remember that the program of each day, 


though the days were crowded full from" 


morning until midnight and every number on 
the program was on a colossal scale, was car- 
red through successfully according to pro- 
gram. 

While there was a popular disappointment 
in regard toa great military parade on the 
avenue, yet the program as laid down was 
carried out with skill and precision, and the 
review on the common of Washington Park 
was by far the grandest military display ever 
seen in this city; and the tens of thousands of 
spectators who witnessed it were delighted. 

There is but one recent standard by which 
to measure the week’s celebration, and that is 
the one held in New York a week ago, As 
compared with the Chicago pageant the New- 
Yorkers who were present will admit that 
theirs was far excelled. But there was a suffi- 
cient reason for it. The New York celebra- 
tion was local; the Chicago celebration was 
national, Chauncey Depew was merely local 
in New York.as compared with Chauncey 
Depew talking to the Nation in Chicago. 
Mr. Pratt’s cantata was childish as com- 
pared with the original music of Paine 
and Chadwick. The New York celebration 
was splendid, but it ladked the chief elements 
which inspire and thrill the people. lt was 
only the people of New York and vicinity who 


were loyking at that celebration. The eyes of 


the whole country were on Chicago. It was 
only the officials of New York who were repre- 
sented there, The dignitaries of the National 
Government, the representatives of foreign 
nations, the Governors of the States and Ter- 
ritories were in Chicago to assist in the dedi- 
cation. Then again the New York celebra- 
tion was held.on the wrong day. Columbus 
did not discover land until nine days later. 
But taking everything together, and consider- 
ing the manner in which she was handicapped, 


New York did magnificently. Tar Trisune - 


does not desire to make an invidious compar. 
ison, only to establish the marvelous possi- 
bilities of Chicugo when the dccasion comes 
for celebrations of a national character.

DEDICATION OF STATE BUILDINGS. 
Six of the Fair buildings erected by the sev- 


eral States were sufficiently advanced in the 
process of erection to permit them to be dedi- 
cated Saturday as an appropriate sequel to 
the general exercises of the week. Massachu- 
setts and Iowa dedicated their buildings in 


| the morning, and Rhode Island, New York, 


Kansas, and Ohio took similar action in the 
afternoon, the last named prefacing the ora- 
tory with an ante-meridian parade of State 
troops. The iowa Building was formaily 
turned over to the World’s Fair Directory by 
Gov. Bowes. It was received by Director- 
General Davis, who was followed by Mra. 
Lucia Gale Barber reciting a commemorative 
ode, and the Hon. E. P. Seeds, who delivered 
the closing oration. Gov. Russell performed the 
presentation service on behalf of Massachu- 
setts, he returning the structure to the care of 
Mr. E. C. Hovey, the Executive Commis- 
sioner for that State. The exercises on be- 
half of New York included addresses by Mr. 
Depew, Gov. Flower, and Archbishop Cor- 
rigan, with the reading of an ode by W, H. 
McElroy. The addresses delivered at the 
dedication of the Ohio Building were by Gov. 
McKinley, ex-President Hayes, Senator Sher- 
man, and-Senator Brice. Tnose for Kansas 
were made by Secretary W. H. Smith, Lieut.- 
Gov. Felt, State Superintendent Wiaans, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Mohler, Attorney-Gen- 
eral Ives, Mrs. L. Hanbeck, Mrs. R. B. 
Mitchell, and Chief Justice Horton. The 


‘speakers at the Rhode Island Building were 


Arthur H. Watson and Gov. Brown. 
All of these addresses were appropriate to 


Pee ee ee ee On eeeanendeemnall 


the occasion, and some of them fit to compare” 


in eloquence with the..best delivered at the 
general exercises the previous day. Of course 


they were not listened to so nuimerously, yot | 


and in most cases the audience was far from 
being limited to citizens of the State, though 
a large number of the visitors from outside 
had left the city by the early morning trains. 
The speeches expressed the sympatby of citi- 


zens of the State represented, and their deter- | 


mination to do all in their power to contribute 
to the general suecess of the Fair as a whole, 
while each wished to be of special service in 
showing that the State to which he belongs is 
a worthy member of the great assemblage 
fused into one powerful Nation by a series of 
trials and struggles that cuiminated thirty 
years ago. 

Other State buildings in process of erection 
are those of California, Colorado, Con- 
necticut, Florida, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Michigan, Missouri, Mon- 
tana, Nebraska, Nevada, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey, North Dakota, South 
Dakota, Verm: nt, Virginia, Washington, W1s- 
consin, Wyoming, Delaware, idaho, Illinois, 
Louisiana, Maine, Minnesota, and Pennsyl- 
vania. The States and Territory which have 
decided to erect buildings but not yet begun 
them are Georgia, North Carolina, Oregon, 
West Virginia, and Utah. Several other States 
will make exhibits, including Texas, which is 
prohibited by State law from making an ap- 
propriation and has raised a handsome private 
contribution towards representation at th2 
Fair. 

The total amount of appropriations by 
States is $3,447,000, and from other sources, 
$1,825,000; total, $4.672,000. The dimensions 
of the State buildings ui d:r roof will be ten 
acres, and the cust about $1,524,000, including 
donated material. The largest State appro- 
priation was $800,000, made by Illinois, $250,- 
000 of which has been put into the building, 
with an imposing dome 200 feet hgh. Penn- 
sylvania appropriated $300,000, and with it 
has erected. a costly building containing a 
grand reception-room in which wiil be placed 
the antique furnishings of the main room of 
Independence Hali. 


WHAT REMAINS TO BE DONE. 

The preparation of the grounds and the 
erection of the buildings for the great Colum- 
bian Exposition are substantially finishea, and 
the work has been done well and on time. The 
many th usands who attended the dedicatory 
exercises saw the most complete arrange- 
ments, ana none of them could fail t» admire 
the vastness uf the preparations, the thorough 
knowledge and good taste displayed in the de- 
sign, and the skill with which it was executed, 
asa harmonious whole. The imposing cere- 
monies of the day were in keeping with the 
majesty of the scene. It suggested a vision of 
fairy land, net only -in its magnificence, but 
in the marvelous speed with which it was 
evolved on a site that only a few weeks ago 
was a low, dreary swamp. And in this respect 
it was an apt illustration of the rapid rise of 
Chicago from the primeval mud. 

One or two supplemental buildings have yet 
to be constructed, but practically that part of 
the undertaking-is ended. Now it remains to 
decorate and fill up the palaces prepared for 
occupancy by. the products and peoples of 
many lands. That is perhaps the greater part 
of the work, and little more than six months 
remains in which to do it in readiness for the 
formal opening, which is set down for May 
day. The Exposition is not likely to be in full 
running oraer before the Ist of June, but even 
with that extension of time the interval will 
be short enotgh. Within its limits we have 
to get in millions on inillions of.dollars’ worth 
of goods from foreign Janda, to fit up much of 
the space with machinery and put in 2n- 
gines aggregating 25,000 horse-power to fur- 
nish the motive force required. Aad, 
by the way, some if not all of those en- 
gines should receive their steam from boilers 
fitt-d with the down-draft furnace. If that ap- 
pliance be not used the tires will have to be 
fed with anthracite coal, costing perhaps $7 
per ton, as the only available means of pre- 
venting an intolerable smoke nuisance that 
would beespecially objectionable in connec- 
tion with the Fair. With the down-draft the 
stokers could use the cheapest and most 
sinoky kind of -soft coal, and defy the most 
fastidious to find fault with them for defiling 
the air. Besides this, the perfect process of 
combustion where smoky fuel is used would 
be one of the instructive features of the Ex- 
position, showing the people of other cities 
how to increase comfort and cleanliness while 
largely decreasing the pecuniary outlay for 
fuel. 

The World’s Fair Directory has to get in 
from Europe, Asia, and all parts of the West- 
ern Hemisphere the vast culiection of mate- 
rial that is to constitute the display showing 
the progress that has been. made since Co- 
lumbus first landed in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. This is a hereulean task. It will 
have to wrestle hard with the transportation 
problem. It has also to go through the or- 
deal of trouble and contention with exhibiters 
in making allotment and distribution of 
space, dividing up so many square feet among 
a great number of anxious people, many of 
whom will want more room than can be spared, 
and not a few will clamor for special prom1- 
nence that cannot ‘e accorded them. Then 
a world of decoration, fitting, and lighting 
will have to be done in order to set off prop- 
erly the essentials of the grand picture of 
progress that is to be prepared for the edifica- 
tion and entertainment of the millions who 
will visit the Fair. , 

All this will tax the energies, skill, and 
patience of the officials to the utinost. They 
have a vast amount of work to do in propor- 
tion to the time allowed for performmg it, 
and should be sustained by a generous sym- 
pathy of appreciation on the part of the pub- 
lic. Fault finding, especially with no occa- 
sion for it, would be ungracious, and too 
much of it might mar the success of the Fair 
in some important: particular. Nor should 


the directors be hampered by a scarcity of 


funds. Those subscribers who have not paid 
up for their stock ought to take the earliest 
opportunity of doing so, and some bonds have 
yet to be taken before the pecuniary arrange- 
ments are complete. In any and every pos- 
sible way the hands of the directors should be 
sustained by those anxious to see the Fair the 
grand success it now promises to be and 
which the exertions already made deserve. 
What remains to be done can only be accom- 
plished if the friction of opposing interests 
among transportation companies, exhibiters, 
and others be kept at the minimum, and the 
directors receive hearty codperation by all 
who will be in any way interested in the Fair. 
apthatmeaman, 
THE POLICE DESERVE PRAISE. 

The police force is deserving of the highest 
praise for the admirable manner in which all, 
from the Chiefdown to the newest patrolman, 
diseharged their laborious duties during the 
last week. The city had a good vupportunity 
to see how effectually a well-handled force can 
preserve order and protect property during 
an unexampled jam. The streets were filled 
with city folks and with strangers who 
are not generally as well able to take 
care of themselves against accidents and 
impositions as residents who are familiar 
with its streets. The numerous trains 
of cars of ali kinds were loaded to 
their utmost capacity. During the day of 


the civic parade many of the streets werd so 


unable to look out for themselves. Yet the 


percentage of accidents was unusually small, | 
It was much less than on ordinary days, when | 


there isa much smaller crowd. — 

The credit for this is-due largely to the in- 
telligent manner in which the vast throngs 
were handled by the police. They did their 
work and courteously. The stories 
about clubbing and rough handling originat- 
ed mainly with persons who flare up when an 
officer orders them to “ stand back” and who 
think they have been outraged if their attention 
is called to the order by atouch. It became 
absolutely necessary tor the police on some 
occasions to make the spectators move back, 
but no unnecessary force was used. 

The fact that only four complainte were 
made at headquarters of the loss of pocket- 
books shows how effectively the sneak-thieves 
were watched, foiled, and suppressed. They 
flocked here from all parts of the country, for 
they knew that there would be vast crowds on 
cafs, in hotels, on the stands, and streets, and 
they fancied that they would reap a rich har- 
vest in plying their vocation with comparative 
safety. But the detectives were everywhere. 
The pickpockets could not evade their watch- 
fulness, and there was less stealing than on 
any oceasion of great crowds in the city’s 
history. 

All connected with the police force, from 
Maj. McCiaughry down, made admirable rec- 
ords for themselves and contributed materially 
to the success of the grand celebration which 
has just closed. 


PROGRESS OF THE FOUR CENTURIES 
SINCE COLUMBUS. 

The four bundred years which have passed 
by since the discovery by Columbus of that 
New World to which the name of another has 
been given wrongfully fail naturally into four 
grand divisions, Theclose of each century 
marked the opening of a new era. 

During that frst, and in many respects the 


most unimportant, period which ended with 


| 


the year 1600, the work of taking possession 
of the New World was: almost exclusively in 
the hauas of Spain, her only rival being 
Portugal, which made a lodgment in Brazil. 
King Emanuel of Portugal sent out Pedro 
Alvarez Cabrai in command of some vessels 
on & voyage of exploration. On the 22d of April, 
1500, he reached land and immediately took 
possession of the country in the name of the 
sovereign of Portugal, The explorations con- 
tinued until the coast of the vast southern 
ccuntry ealled Bragzil fell into the hands of the 
Portuguese. Cabral’s discovery has devel- 
opedsinto a nation oceupying as large a terri- 
tory as the United States, and it is still ruled 
and mainly populated by Portuguese and their 
Brazilian descendants, 

Spain, being the earliest on the Columbian 
shores, acquired possession of the West In- 
dies, of Mexico, of Central “‘ America,”’ of the 
country watered by the great Orinoco, called 
Venezuela, of the territiury since called Co- 
lumbia and Peru, and made settlements on 
the Rio de la Plata, and sent exploring expe- 
ditions into New Mexico. Magellan, sailing 
under a Spanish flag, had rounded Cape 
Horn, traversed the Pacific, and reached the 
Spice Islands. It was definitely ascertained 
that so-called “America” was not a part of 
Asia, although the northwestern coast of the 
so-called America had not been traced. While 
Spain was making such colonial and conquer- 
ing progress other Western European nations 
were comparatively inactive. English and 
French explorers sailed along the eastern 
coast of North America, and fishermen resort- 
ed to the Newfoundlana banks and had fish- 
ing stations along the coast of Maine. There 
were, however, no permanent colonization 
settlements, ' 

The object of Columbus and his beckers was 
to find ashort cut to India, Ohina, and the 
Spice Islands and get a share in a commerce 
in silks and other eostly fabrics, spices, drugs, 
gold, and diamonds, which Portugal had 
monopolized. They did not find in ** America” 
the pepper, nutmegs, and silks they were in 
search of, but they-did find silver and gold, 
and the Portuguese found diamonds in Brazil, 


and they devoted their attertion almost ex- | 


clusively to the acquisition of them. They 
robbed the natives of the precious metals and 
stones they had accumulated and forced them 
to work in the mines as slaves to get more. 
Agriculture was comparatively neglected. 
Nor was there apy reason why the colonists 
should raise more than was sufficient for their 
own needs, The then comparatively scanty 
population of Europe—probably not 60 mill- 
ions—could feed itself without difficulty, and 
its inhabitants had then no conception that 
the day would come when their descendants 
would depend on another continent for de- 
ficiencies of subsistence. And thus ended the 
first 100 years after the discoveries of Colum- 
bus, Cabot, and Cabral. 

In the second century ending in 1700 other 
European nations, to whom civilization owes 
far more than to Spain, mado settlements on 
the North American coast between Savannah 
and the St. Lawrence. The Dutch colonies at. 
the mouth of the Hudson fell into the hands 
of England, The French gained considerable 
foothold in the West Indies, and on the north, 
availing themselves of the facilities offered by 
the St. Lawrence and the great lakes, pushed 
their explorations far into the interior and 
around and behind the English. The English 


pioneers found themselves confronted by an 


almost unbroken hardwood forest, stretching 

from the ocean to the Appalachian Mountains, 

which had to be cleared away with infinite 

toil before the land could be reduced to culti- 

vation. They had also to deal with numerous ’ 
tribes of warlike’red savages, infinitely more 

formidable antagonists than the gentle, docile 
Indians the Spaniards had to encourter, and 

had to fight their way into the forest at every 

foot they advanced. Slowly they pressed on 

at the muzzle of the rifle into the woods and 

mountains. But durme that century the 

Spaniards enslaved and extinguished the Aztec 

Indians, while the Fxenchmen converted and 

amalgamated with the red men of the St. 

Lawrence. . 

Seemingly the progress made by the En- 
glish during this seventeenth century was very 
small. About half a million Europeans, nearly 
ail of them of purely English ancestry, barely 
fringed the seacoast fromm the River St. John 
of New Bruuswick tothe River St. John of 
Florida. But for those religious and civil con 
troversies, which drove so many English fam- 
ilies to New England and Virginia, the colo- 
nies would have been almost too insignificant 
for mention. The foundation had been laid, 
however, for the great events of the next cent- 
ury. 

During the hundred years between 1700 and 
1800 the French, who had striven to check the 
westward march of the English by a chain of 
posts extendimg from the lakes to the mouth 
of the “Mississippi and stretching as far east- 
ward as Pittsburg, were overcome by the 
genius of Chatham and Wolfe and the united 
arms of the British and the American colo- 
nists, and by 1763 North America was all En- 
glish north of the Spanish possessions. A few 
years later the British colonies revolted, se- 
cured their independence by war, and made 
the Federal Constitution and Union. England 
retained what is called Canada. Spain still 
owned East and West Florida and everything 
west of the Mississippi. 

The four million inhabitants of the United . 
States in 1800 mostly lived east of the Alle 


‘settlements in Kentucky atid Tennessee, and a 


few weak ones north of the Ohio. There was 
considerable trade with Europe, but the ex- 


ports consisted largely of tobacco, fish, lum- | 


ber, indiga, and furs. The day of the ship- 
ment of meats and cereals ‘and cotten had not 
begun. The Spanish celonies had become 


|} far more important from an agricultural point 


of view as the mines of the precious metals 
grew less productive. The sugar cane and 
coffee plant and tobacco were cultivated ex- 
tensively, and their product exported to Eu- 
rope-and the United States, while the former 
had become a large consumer of the cocoa, 
tobacco, medical drugs, and beautiful woods 
of.Amecrica, The vast plains of the Southern 
Continent were being covered with herds of 
cattle and flocks of sheep and droves of wild 
horses. Only one republic as yet had been 
founded in the Western Hemisphere. And 
thus ended the third century. 

The progress made during the century which 
is now closing has vastly exceeded that of the 
three centuries which preceded it. The pur- 
chase of Louisiana and the Floridas, the ac- 
quisition of Texas by peaceful annexation, 
and of California, New Mexico, Colorado, and 
Utah by war with Mexico rounded out the 
dominions of the republic to three million 
square miles, and extending to the Pacific 
shore. The tremendous Civil War of 1861-’65 
put an end to the economic folly and wicked- 
ness of-slavery, which had been a cause of 
discord from the beginning of the govern- 
ment and acurse to the States where it pre- 
vailed. Mr. Lincoln had said the Nation must 
be all free or all slave. Jeff Davis said it must 
be all slave ordismembered, and Lincoln won, 
slavery went, and the Union was not divided. 

The application of steam to transportation, 
first by water and then on land, speedily bound 
together all portions of vast territory, 
politically and economicafy. When it became 
possible to reach the fertile prairie lands with 
comparatively little expense and trouble mill- 
ions of thé working classes of Europe began 


pouring in until, with natural increase, the. 


population has risen to full sixty-six millions. 

When the century began the United States 
was dependent upon Europe for nearty all 
manufactured articles except some simple 
home-made things. The conditions are now 
reversed. The United States can make for it- 
self all that it needs, while Europe cannot get 
along without the wheat, meats, corn, and 


| cotton of the New World. 


In 1800 the two continents, with the excep- 
tion of the United States, were politically sub- 
ject to the Western nations of Europe. Today 
they are independent republics, recogniz- 
ing the authority of no foreign ruler except 
in the West India Islands, omi‘ting Hayti, 
and aominally in the Dominion of Canada, 
which naturally and economically belongs to 


1 this republic. 


What thé next era will develop is difficult to 
conjecture. But itis reasonably safe tu pre- 
dict, however, that during its first quarter 
the Canadian provinces will yield to manifest 
destiny and economic necessity and become 
American States of the great Union. As the 
republic grows in power, influence, popula- 
tion, wealth, and assumes the most com mand- 
ing position of all the nations of the earth, the 
attraction of gravitation will pull more and 
more strongly on the Canadians and will 
finally do its perfect work. Qn _ the 
south the United States has no _ wish 
to push forward its boundary tine. The inef- 
faceable stamp of Spain is upon the people 
beyond the Rio Grande. They are Aziec In- 
dians with a Spanish veneering. They cannot 
be absorbed advantageously and should be 
leftalune. But the destiny of the West Indies, 
or the greater part of thei, is to be gathered 
under the protecting wings of the great Colum- 
bian eagle. They are needed for their produc- 
tions of tropical sugar, fruits, coffee, tobacco, 


and fine furniture wouds, and theircontiguity by 


water. It may also be predicted that while the 
fifth century is yet young the great Nicaraguan 
ship cana! will be completed, owned, and con- 
trollea by this republic. And reciprocal free 
trade will be extended and developed until 
scarcely the trace of a tariff barrier will re. 
main to the *free commercial intercourse 
among the republics of the two Columbian 
continents and their connecting groups of 
islands. 


MISS MONROE’S ODE. 

Whea Miss Harriet Monrve of Chicago was 
appointed to prepare the ode as part of the 
dedication ceremony there were not wanting 
aconsiderable number of persons who doubted 
her ability te produce poetry which should be 
‘worthy of the occasion, while othera 
took the ground that the commission 
for a commemoration ode of this kind 
should have been given to some 
distinguished, Awerican poet of national 
if not of world-wide reputation. The first 
criticism was merely a matter of speculation 
and was hardly just, for, though Miss Mon- 
roe’s ability had not been measured by a great 
work fer a special. occasion of natioral im- 
portance, a volume of her poems and one sus- 
tained dramatic work had been printed and 
had received the praise of many literary 
experts, It was believed by them 
that this volume justified her selec- 
tion as the* odist of the dedication 
and that it demonstrated the possession of 
poetical talent of an excellent order, which, 
under the spur of popular inspiration, might 
result in the produttion of a work of which 
Chicago would not feel ashamed. The 
unanimity with which she was chosen was an 
eloquent testimonial of the confidence which 
the Fair officials had in the young poet. As 
to the second criticism or suggestion, it was 
not practicable to assign the work to any 
American poet of national reputation, because 
there was no such poet who could lay any 
stronger claim to the honour than Miss Monroe 
herself. Lowell had written the matchless 
Commemoration Ode, but Lowell was dead. 
Holmes has reached that advanced period of 
life where the grasshopper is beginning to be 
a burden and in which he did not care to at- 
tempt a long sustained work. Whiuttier’s 
health was so feeble that he declined the task. 
To whom could the hotior have come more 
promisingly than to Miss Monroe? 

It is gratifying that the ode has disarmed 
unfriendly criticism. The result has not only 
proved but crowned the work. Critical anal- 
ysis will find fault, perhaps, with the poet- 
ical construction in parts. It may even say 
that this or that idea 1s commonplace and that 
it lacks the sensuous quality and the fire of 
enthusiasm. Critica) analysis, however, has 
played havoc with the‘works written for spe- 
cial occasions by poets of world-wide reputa- 
tion. It is easy enough to criticise; but it 
seems to be difficult to praise wisely and to 
hold out the hand of encouragement to the 
literary aspirant. It may, however, be said 
of Miss Monroe’s work that it is strong and 
dignitied, that it shows scholarly methods, ex- 
quisitely refined conception, that it 1s not 
lacking in ideas appropriate for a work of this 
kind, and that 1t never runs to sentimentality 
or is disfigured by the turgidities of rhetoric 
or the buncombe of patriotic effects.

‘THIRTY THOUSAND CHICAGO REPUBLIC-

It is estimated that there are 30,000 Repub- 


licans in Chicago who did not register last 


Tuesdey. It is fair to presume that nearly all 
of those men desire to vote for President this 
year.

WILDCAT WILL FOLLOW THE REPEAL 
OF THE TAX. 

It is easy to understand how the pressure of 
the Solid South forced the Northern Demo- 
crats to incorporate in the national platform 
ademand for the repeal of the tax on the 
notes of State banks. Probably the latter 
fancied that that plank would pass unnoticed 


‘in the fierce contest which they must have 


imagined would be provoked by their declara- 
tion in favor of free trade. But they did not 
foresee that Mr. Cleveland would shirk free 
trade and indorse wildcat money in his letter 
of acceptance. 

It is difficult, however, to understand how 
any Northern Democrat of standing or re- 
spectability can venture either to defend that 
wildcat plank or to say that it “‘amounts to 
nothing,’’ as many Democratic organs and 
stumpers are driven to say. The favorite plea 
of Northern Democratic papers is, that even if 
the tax is repealed State bank notes will not be 
issued, certainly not, they affirm, for the next 
fifteen years, Whynot? Whatis to binder their 
immediate issue? In half the States absolutely 
nothing. Many of the older States retain 
their old banking laws, unmodified. There 
are more than twenty States where bank 
notes could be issued tomorrow if they were 
engraved and the tax repealed. Some of the 
new States, admitted since 1864, have no laws 
on the subject of banking, but speculators and 
sharpers could rush out their wildcat as quickly 
as Legislatures had passed laws authorizing 
it. Few Commonwealths are like Mlinois, 
Taught by bitter experience, its people in- 
serted a provision in the Constitution which 
makes it necessary for them’ to be consn)ted 
before an Ihnois corporation can issue bank 
aotes. Such cases are exceptional. 

If the 10 per cent tax were to be repealed 
this week the engravers and printers would 
set to work at once in the Southand East, and 
before the year was at an end tens of millions 
of notes would be issued by banks in half tbe 
States, and the issues would te scattered 
broadcast over the country and be .t work 
driving out the better national currency. 

One of the unpleasant features of a State 
bank currency would immediately manifest 
itself. The United States would be flooded, 
not merely with the shinplasters of irrespon- 
sible State banks, but - wit counter- 
feits of the notes of th better, 
ones. At present there are few kinds of 
bills and the people are acquainted with their 
looks. With forty States turning oyt dif- 
erent sorts ot notes there would be /an in- 
numerable variety. The bills would/be em- 
hellished with all sorts of designs and em- 
bleins. That would give the counterfeiter his 
grand opportunity, and he would manufacture 
notes which could be detected only by the 
expert tellers of the banks on whith they 
were forged, 

The experience of half a century under the 
State bank system, and of thirty years under 
the national system, has shown that the 
States cannot or do not deal with counterfeit- 
ers, and that the General Government can and 
does. The States are impotent when it comes 
to punishing such offenses, which should be 
handled by one. agency whose jurisdiction is 
coextensive with the limits of the Nation. If 
Georgia or Mississippi or Michigan troubled 
herself at all about the counterfeiters of the 
notes of her banks, she would limit her feeble, 
spasmodic vigilance tu her own territory, and 
would not bother herself about counterfeiters 
whose field of operations might be in Indiana 
or Illinois or Iowa or Wisconsin. As for the 
State banks, they never did go to any expense 
to punish counterfeiters, for they were not the 
losers. 

Wildcats and counterfeits would abound 
within six months after the Democrats repealed 
the 10 per cent Federal tax, and yet a great 
party demands its repeal, and Northern De:n- 
ocratic papers have the effrontery to tell their 
business readers that it would have no injurious 
consequences! Those papers consider it all 


right to le and deceive their readers, provided 


they can thereby secure Federal offices for 
the hungry and thirsty officeseekers of their 
party. With them all public interests must 
make way and stand aside for the organized 
appetite of their party leaders for spoils.

The opinion which 
seeins to prevail in the East that Chicago will 
not be able to care for her visitors next year 
will be corrected by an examination of the 
smali city of hotels which has sprung up in 
six oathe. On the other hand, investors and 

roperty-owners have had ah intimation of 
the volume of the crowd of strangers which 
willthrong the city next year and begin to 
realize that the thousand and one World’s 
Fair enterprises, including hotels and lodging- 
houses, hold out more than ordinary induce- 
merits in the way of incomes. 

In the matter of rapid transit aceommoda- 
tions Dedication week has simpl inted out 
whit must be done. The World’s Fair build. 
ing operations are far in advance of the nezes- 
gary transportation facilities. The street car 
comipanies found their resources taxed beyond 
their expectations and the poor service which 
was rendered some of the suburbs-was brought 
out more prominently in the face of the crowd 
of strangers which had to be cared for. One 
of the direct benefits of the World’s Fair to 
the entire South Side will be the transporta- 
tion service given, which without -the Fair 
would have taken years to secure. Cross

the Fair not been located on the South Side, 
there would-have been no hope for such trans- 
tion facilities for a long time to come.

The 
theory has been widely spread that all the

those which prosper at an independent indus- 
tri point. and those which. do not 
find congenial surroundings at such places.

RETURNS ON CHICAGO INDUSTRIALS. 


SS eae 
Six Per Cent on a Capitalization of Over 
$76,000,000—An Encouraging Outlook. 
The industrial securities are regarded with dis- 
favor by the great majority of American invest- 
ors and speculators, and while the feeling against 
them is abating to somé extent, particularly in 
New York, it is evident that a long time will 
uired to change the habits of mind respecting 
this class of property. ‘Yor many years the peo- 
ple have looked to the railtoad securities as the 
place for the investment of their money, and they 
do not take kindly to anything new. The one 
great reason why the people do not like indus- 
trials is that they do not understand them. They 
believe that these properties have been sold 
cause their owhers were anxious to get rid of them, 
and they know that large sums of money have 
been made by. the promoters, which sums must 
come out of the pockets of those who buy the 
securities. They also believe that these proper- 
ties are largely overcapitalized. There is no 
doubt ground for these opinions but investors 
have too generally allowed their first conceptions 
of this subject to fun into a prejudice which pre- 
vents them from making close investigation. 
Chicago has been a favorite place for the exploi- 
tation of these enterprises, but although the peo- 
ple have hearda great deal about this subject 
they do not really appreciate the magnitude of 
those industrial interests which have been re- 
duced to a corporate form onthe English plan, 
and the securities of which have been marketed 
in this country and Europe. There are 
eleven of these gréat corporations, hav- 
ing a capitalization in bonds 
of over $76,000,000. This not 
include the G. H. Hammond company, limited, 
which has outstanding stocks and bonds to the 
amount of $6,233,600, nor the Eastman Meat com- 
any, which has a stock and bond capital of over 
$5,000, Neither of these properties is in Chi- 
cago, nor were the securities sold here. Nor does 
the list include such concerns as the Diamond 
Match, whose properties are not in this city, 
though their securities are iargely held here. 
The following table gives a list of the eleven cor- 
porations, with the capital stock of each class and

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The “Friendship” of the Ex-President for 
| the Union Veterans. 

Wasuinctor, D. C., Oct, 19.—Some of the 
Democratic newspapers are making adesperate 
attem pt to persuade the survi veterans of 
friends that 
Mr. Cleveland is their friend. ‘Some of the 
Democratic editors even have the hardihood 
to quote passages from his messages to prove 
their assertions, In the New York Worlda 


_ lead'ag editorial was published in which sev- 


eral passages were cited from. the veto of the 
Dependent Pension bill and the annyal mess- 
age of 1886, to prove that President Cleveland 
was io tavor of such a measure, The editor 
carefully omitted to reproduce any portion 
of the reply of the House Committee on !n- 
valid Pensions to the veto message. That com- 
mittee was composed of nine “Demorats and 
six Republicans, and its report recammendin 
the passage of Dependent: Pension bil 
over the veto of Presidsnt Cleveland was a 
unanimous one. The report clearly shows 
that the veto hed not produced upon the 
minds of the members of the committee the 
impression that President Cleveland favored 
the enactment of a Dependent law. He was 
opp..sed to such a law in 1887, and his recent 
letter of acceptance shows that he 1s still op- 
posed to it. 

In this relation some extracts from the re- 
port of the Committee qn Invalid Pensions 
will be both pertinent and interesting. In re- 
ply toa gratuitous insult to the veterans of 
the Union the committee said: 

Your committee do not share in the opinion 
that ‘there exists a widespread disregard of truth 
and good faith’ in the prosecution: of pension 
claims. Nor do we believe that the ex-soldiers of 
the country are prone to commit fraud, perjury. 
or subornation of perjury for that purpose or 
for any other. 

The committee then showed from official 
data that not more than one pension claim in 
1,000 allowed had been fraudulent. In its re- 
port the committee at the outset called atten- 
tion to the fact that no objection was raised 
against the constitutiouality of the bill, all 
the arguments urged being on the ground of 
mere expediency; and, after re sone 
of the statements contair<d in thé veto, said: 

Taken altogether, and not so delicately anua- 
lyzed that the refinement of a chemical experi- 
meat is not exceeded in an effort to do away with 
the plain provisions of the bill, we again submit 
to the judgment of the House and the country 
that those who framed the bill after months of 
careful, deliberate consultation have made no 
mistake, 

Further on the committee said: 

We regard the strained inte?pretation put upon 
the bill in the message as an excuse, rather than 
a reason, for returning it to the honse; and we be- 
lieve we do no injustice to the utive, when 
considering the whole message, to say that if its 
provisions had@ been plainer and that no question 
could have been raised as to whether it included 
only those unable to labor, he would yet have 
interposed objections. . 

This was severe criticism to emanate from 
a committee three-fifths of whose members 
were party friends of President Cleveland; 
but it was no stronger or more severe than 
the passages in which;the committee convicted 
him of gross inconsistency ,as well as bad 
faith. The Mexican Pension bill passed the 
House on the same day that the Dependent 
Pension bill did, and the provisions of the 
former, as the committee showed, were even 
more liberal than those of the latter. Among 
other things in relation to this phase of the 
matter the committee said: 

It passes the comprehension of this committee 
to understand how the President could have over- 
looked in another bill what are alleged as faults 
in this bill. The bill we refer to passed the House 
on the same day this did, aud met his unhesitat- 
ing approval. 

Among the provisions of the Mexican bill, 
to which the committee called attention, was 
the one which gives ‘*a pension to every 
widow of a soldier in that war who is now 62 
years of age, whether she was the wife of a 
soldier or not at the time of his service, and 


_ without reference to the cause of his death 


even if he was killed in battle while serving in 
the Confederate army.”’ ‘he report continued: 

This committee would rejoice if there could 
even now be found some indefinite vagueness Or 
latent ambiguity in the Mexican Pension law that 
would enable the President to say that these re- 
sults were not foreseen by him when he was ap- 
proving the one and contemplating the veto of 
the other. The bill we presented to the House 
was broad, liberal, and patriotic. It struck down 
any disbarment from the pension list. on account 
of any service against the flag excepting such 
persons as were laboring under political disabili-' 
ties. It was intended to reach mainly the sur- 
vivors of our Civil War who had fought for the 
Union, but it embraced within its generons 
terms the survivors of the War of 1812, the lndian 
wars, and the war with Mexico—all who could 
show that they were totally unable to labor 
aud were dependent upon their daily labor for 
support could appeal to its provisions, and all 
were tobe treated exactly alike. If this bill 
fails to become a law, such distinctions are made 
by the acts of the Executive in approving one 
and disapproving the other that the committee 
cannot believe it will be indorsed anywhere by 
the patriotic sentiment of this country. 

In commenting upon President Cleveland’s 
statements in regard tothe heavy indebtea- 
ness incurred by Northern cities, towns, and 
counties on account of local bounties, the 
committee remarked that so far as their own 
districts were concerned that indebtedness 
had been paid long ago; and continued: 


No motives of patriotism were concerned in the 
creation of this debt. A draft was imminent 
which would have swept into the army the rich 
and poor without drawing any nice distinction of 
any character whatever. The counties, town- 
ships, and the cities, therefore, decided for them- 
selves, and on their own motion that they would 
prefer to pay bounties and raise their quota 
rather than have their citizens subjected to the 
If any counties, townships, 
or cities are yet oppressed by the debts created in 
this way, it is because the aversion of their citi- 
zens to military service was so great that they 
were willing and anxious to pay extraordinary 
bounties to those who were willing to go in their 
places. It was a bargain all around, and neither 
party is entitled to any special sympathy or con- 
sideration. ~ 

The report continued: 

In conclusion, we submit that the. general tone 
of the message is to be fairly taken a8 an expres- 
sion in advance of a purpose to use the Executive 
power to prevent any further legislation that will 
add any new class to our pension list, or that will 
materially increase the cost thereof. We are loath 
to believe that the ple of this country are will- 
ing to atlow tne defenders of the Nation’s honor 
and life to live in their declining years in misery 
and want. 

This,report was submitted to the House of 
Representatives on Feb. 19, 1887, and the 
vote on the motion to pass the bill over the 
veto was taken on Feb. 24. It had passed 
the house on Jan. 17, under suspension of 
the rules, by a vote of 180 to 76, he affirma- 
tive votes were cast by 113 Republicans and 
67 Democrats, and 76 Democrats voted in the 
negative. From that date until Feb. 24 
the administration exerted all its influence to 
defeat the measure, and the motion to over- 
ride the veto was rejected bya vote of 175 
yeas to 125 nays, two-thirds being required. 
Only thirty-eight Democrats goted to overrule 
the veto, and of these six were not recorded on 
the original passage of the measure. No 
fewer than twenty-seven Democrats who voted 
for itin January voted to sustain the veto in 
February, while eight ** dodged.”’ All uof the 
125 votes to sustain the veto were cast by Dem- 
ocrats. 

A per diem pension bill was favorably re- 
ported by the House committee in the Fiftieth 
Congress, but action upon it was prevented 
by the influence of President Cleveland and 
his administration and the Democratic ** steer- 
ing committee ” in the House of Representa- 
tives. 

So much for Mr. Cleveland’s “friendship ”’ 
for the dependent and needy veterans of the 
Union and the widows andaorphans of those 
who have died since the war.

The banks were overwhelmed with counter bus- 
inesg yesterday. The accumulation of three days 
was before them, for they had succeeded Thurs- 
day in transacting practically nothing, although 
the banks were open. every one was ex- 
ceedingly busy With the details of counter trans 
actions there was practically nothing new in the 
situation. No new business was offered, nor has 
there occurred anything to make special change 
in the situation. The tendency of the market 
may be set down as now distinctly in the direction 
of greater ease, although that tendency would be 
flatly denied at a number of the banks where it 
has not yet been felt. While there are still a 
good many institutions that can find employment 
for allof their fands at 6 per cent, not nearly all 
of the banks are so fortunate as that, and money 
can be had, if the borrower desires close figures, 
at somewhere between 5 and 6 per cent, and it 
can be had in ample quantities. 

Considering the three holidays at the Stock Ex- 
change one might have expected some curb trad- 
ing by Seturday. but as a rule brokers’ offices 
were deserted.and there was nothing to be heard 
of in the way of transactions in the.way of local

GREAT PROSPERITY SHOWN. 


Figures Which Tell How .the Country 
Thrives Under Republican Ru 

Wasuineron, D. C., Oct. 20.—The series of 
preliminary reports on the me¢hanicail and 
manufacturing industries of various cities 
which is issuing from the Census Office offers 
further conclusive testimony to the prosperity 
of American labor under the policy of pro- 
tection established by the Republican party 
thirty years ago. Within the last week 
nearly twenty of these reports have 
been issued in which the statistics of 
as many cities in more than half as many 
States have been given. These cities are 
scattered from Massachusetts to Iowa, and as 
far south as Tennessee and Georgia, and the 
returns all tell the same tale of progress and 
prosperity. The latest bulletins issued relate 
to the cities of Dayton, O., Grand Rapias, 
Mich., Evarisville, Ind., and Des Moines, Ia. 
After certain deductions from the returns of 
1890, on account of new industries which were 
not reported in 1880, the average yearly wages 
of all persons employed in 1880 and. 1890 re- 
spectively, together with the percentage of 
increase in each city, were found to be as fol-

In whatever creed he may have been taugh 
or whatever traditions he may revere, gy 
can stand at that gate without reverence for 
the faith, whether false or true, that for so 
many centuries has given direction to the 
currents of history and inspired devotion of 
so large a eageren of the human race. And 
yet even in this stupendous temple there 
are two objects that provoke a not wholly 
sacrilegious smile, ne is the black foot 
of the elligy of the apostle sitting in his 
chair, breast high aqnines one of the central 
columns, whose toes have almost entirely disap- 
peared from the devout osculations of his wor- 
shipers. The other is asepulchral group, in 
wich the artist had sculptured a nude, re- 
cumbent fomale figure of such exquisite love- 
liness of figure and feature that it became a 
shrine for the devotees of artistic beauty. Cor- 
sidering this worship to be inconsistent with 
the purposes fur which the monument was 
reared a subsequent Pope had the offendi 
statue covered witha chemise cr tunic a 
sheet iron, painted “white, from the neck to 
the ankles. But, notwithstanding the metal- 
lie drapery, enough of surface and contour 
remains expaesed to show that the modest prel- 
ate was justified in reserting to an expedient 
that in less sacred precincts would have sa- 
vored of superfluous prudery. 

The magniticent Gothic cathedral of white 
marble at Milan is more remarkable for its ex- 
terior than for its interior, though this is sur- 
passed in extent only by St. Peter’s and the 
church at Seville, in Spain. When the vision 
igs accustomed to its dim, religious light, the 
lofty arches, the vaults of its sculptured ceil- 
ing, Supported by gigantic monoliths, the 1n- 


mumerable niches thronged with saints in 


stone, the enormous spaces of stained glass. 
richer than the rainbow and more gorgeous 
than sunrise or sunset, are very inajestic and 
impressive. But the exterior appeurs incred- 
ible and miraculous, It is broad for its 
height and has no massive, dominating tow- 


ers. The blocks of white marble of which it 


is built are unusually small, narrow, and 
thin, but every arch, and column, and lintel, 
and cornice is covered with innumerable 
heads, and faces, and figures, some grotesque 
and some romantic, bewildering alike from 
their tnultitude, their variety, and their artistic 
excellence.

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pinnacies that at a distance produce the effect 
of the masts of ships ina harbor, each crowned 
with a life-size marble statue. The [ast cen- 
sus of the silent inhabitants of these giddy 
and fragile heights enumerates above two 
thousand, and among thein Napoleon, who 
after the conquest of Italy had some gentie- 
man rémoved from the aerial congregation 
and himself substituted in the costume of a 
Roman Emperor. In tae midst of this furest 
rises a central spire 500 steps above the arcade, 
aslender stem like alily’s stalk, with room 
only for asmall spiral stairway so narrow that 
two cannot pass. 

The ascent is a gyration. The voyager ina 
balloon has the vast bulk of his sphere be- 
tween himself and the firmament, but the 
spectator in ‘that celestial balcony has no visi- 
ble support beneath and nothing above but 
the illimitable sky. As he looks far below 
upon the confused roofs and domes of Milan, 
upon the fields and forests and villages of the 


| populous and fertile plains of Lombardy and 


the snow-splashed purple of the Alps and 
Apennines he willexperience sensations that 
are not likely to be duplicated on this planet. 

The Cathedral of Santa Maria del Fiore at 
Florence is singular from the ite, black, 
red, and green marbles‘ employed in the con- 
its walls. The vast breadth 
and simplicity of its interior is en- 
riched with many artistic frescoes, mo- 
saics, bronzes, and imposing tombs. 
But ‘it is distinguished. among ail thegreat 
churches of Europe by the superb campanile 
or bell tower of Giotto, detached from the 
main structure, rising 300 feet in four stories 
of unrivaled symmetry and grace and orna- 
meated with traceries, reliefs, and carvings 
about the belt courses and the arches of the 
openings of great richness. and delivacy. 
Diagonally opposite is the baptistery, a dingy 
and dismal! octagon, celebrated for the bronze 
doors of Ghiberti, casts of which are seen in 
every great art collection and which Michael 
Angelo eulogized by declaring that they were 
beautiful enough to be the gates of Paradise. 
They are dirty, defiled. and neglected enough 
now to be the gates of the Inferno. 

The Cathedral of St. Mark was built when 
Venice was the New York of Europe and the 
richest city in the world. Its opulent and 
princely merchants squandered their treasures 
with barbaric magnificence, summoning, as if

by incantation, from the enchanted islands of 
the Adriatic an architectural dream in mar- 
ble. like the baseless fabric of Prospero’s 
vision, that remains, after the tragedies and 
vicissitudes of a thousand years, the most 
pathetic and splendid reminiscence of history. 
An irresistible fascination, to which poetry 
can give no adequate expression, which criti- 
cism and philosophy cannot analyze, nor any 
art define, subjects the coldest nature to its 
subtle and mysterious spell. _ pi 
The cathedral does nut look like a Christian 
edifice, It seems like a pagan temple for the 
worship of some Oriental deity. Its low, 
broad front is still more depressed by the five 
shallow domes that crowd its roof. The bold 
and spirited group of horses in gilded copper 
that rear above the entrance have no spiritual 
significance, and the golden mosaics that giit- 
ter and burn in arch and roof and vault with 
imperishable luster are tributes rather to the 
genius of man than to the glory of God. The 
insatiable. sea is insidiously destroying its 
foundations, and the worn, uneven pavement 


is sinking into the mire and ooze of the la- | 


goon, but the centuries cannot dim nor tar- 


nish the somber glory of those immortal car- 


toons whose surface is like an incrustation of 


gems upon a golden firmament. 

NoAmerican of Engiish blcod can approach 
Westminster Abbey without reverence and 
awe. Its extreme antiquity, its historical as- 


sociations as the place where 80 mauy sover- 
eigns have been crowned and interred, and as 


the sepulcher of England’s warriors, states- 
men, poets, philosophers, orators, and di- 
vines, render it unique and unapproachable in 
interest among the buildimgs of the earth,

temple of fame, indissolubly associated with 
the greatest achievements and triumphs of 
English history, literature, art, and civiliza- 
tion. Were it not for its memories, its 
monuments, and its trophies, the Abbey 
would not excite supreme enthusiasm. It is 
far less impressive than St. Paul’s. Its gray 
and corroded walls have a venerable majesty, 
and viewed from the side it wears a formida- 
bie and leonine aspect; but 1t is unfortunately 
situated upon a depressed site and surrounded 
hy inferior buildings that mask and obscure 
its outlines. Its neighborhood to the ginger- 
bread and millinery architecture of the 
houses of Parliament is a disadvantage and 
detriment to both. The incongruity is as con- 
fusing and bewildering as the transition from 
the din and roar and tumult of Victoria street 
to the tranquil s:lence of the  Dean’s yard on 
the south side of the Abbey, with its peaceful 
and: nonastic seclusion, or to the chamber of 
the Pix whose double doors are stili covered 
irside with human skins. 

Though its early history is lost in tradition 
and William the Conqueror was crowned with- 
in its walls the unfinished towers were not 
completed till the last century, and mean- 
while the building had been so changed, al- 
tered, and restored that it must be regarded 
as a growth rather than a construction. The 
Chapet of Henry VII. was restored in 1809, 
the Chapter House in 1865, and the north 
transept was only completed in 1890 from de- 


signs by a living architect. But notwithstanding | 


the changes and moderna additions, the general 
effect is one of extreme autiquity, though this 
is not strange, for everything leoks old in 
London. The corroding smoke and the per- 
petual humidity change all colors to gray and 
obliterate the sharp, clear outlines of the 
sculptor’s chisel. 

The interior is if possible more gloomy and 
dingy than the exterior. The vast columns of 
stone have the complexion of pig iron, and are 
roughly scaled and flaked as if with rust. Only 
crumbling vestiges of sewantensal traceries re- 
main upon many of the graceful capitals, and

some of the recumbent effigies upon the most 
ancient tombs the features have almost disap- 
peared. ' 
lt is perhaps not an exaggeration to say that 
a stranger visiting Westminster Abbey for the 
first time, with no previous knowledge of its 
history or design, would not suppose that it 
temple. erected for the worship 
Supreme Being. It is crowtied 
such a confused and  hcteroge- 
neous throng of busts, statues, monuments, 
slabs, nemorials, effigies, and gravestones in 
walls and pavements, allegories and meta- 
phors in marble, sarcophagi, tombs, ceno- 
taphs, inscriptions, epitaphs, and graven im- 
ages—soine absurd. others profane, and many 
irreverent-and undevout—that the first im- 
pression is not unlike that produced by the 
miscellaneous collections in the gallery of a 
museum or Mme. Tussaud’s wax-works, ex- 
cept that there is no Chamber of Horrors. 
Despotic and profligate monarchs and their il- 
legitimate offspring, military and naval 
heroes, dissolute noblemen, and infants over- 
laid by their nurses, inventors, philanthro- 
pists, historians, lawyers, poets and poetast- 
ers, orators, politicians and statesmen, 
musicians, schoolmasters, and artists, editors, 
novelists, actors, clergymen, antiquarians, 
travelers, scientists. physicians, brewers, biol- 
ogists, chamberlains, ushers, carvers in ordi- 
nary, the eighteen children of Queen Anne, 
who all died stillborn or in infancy, and 
Thomas Parr, who lived in the reigns of ten 
Princes and died at 152, all indiscriminately 
asseinbled in the democracy of the grave, 
without sequence or time, fank or dignity, so 
that the attention is bewildered and the mind 
confounded by the multiplicity and disorder 


of the voiceless inhabitants of this greatest | 


mausoleum of the human race. 

It is seid that there is room for but two 
more interments in the consecrated ground, 
and that this is reserved for the two most iilus- 
trious living representatives of English litera- 
ture and statesmanship. Every one is familiar 
by description and photography with that part 
of the south transept popularly known as 
**Poet’s Corner,’’ opposite ‘ Soloimon’s 
Porch,”’ through which the abbey is entered. 
It presents, aside from its sentimental inter- 
est, the most imposing and characteristic per- 
spective of the vast interior. From all points 
of view the vision ends in mysterious gloom, 
which the sight cannot penetrate. The nave. 
with its repeated columns and arches and sub- 
lime elevation, ‘is inspiring, but it can be com- 
prehended. 

In tne ** Poet’s Corner ” everything 1s left to 
the imsgination. To be mathematically ex- 
act, it is 82 feet long, 85 feet wide, and 105 
feet high, but it seems infinite in space. Many 
of those whose memorials appear upon the 
walls are buried elsewhere. Shakspeare, whu 
is represented by an unworthy monument, 
sleeps at Stratford, Gray at Stoke Pogis, 
Thackeray at Kensal Green, Milton in St. 
Giles, and Goldsmith in Temple church-yard. 
Ben Jonson, whose name is wrongly spelled 
on the stone, was buried in the grave stanaing 
upright, and has been seen twice since his 
original irterment. Longfellow is the only 
stranger in the great company, and though 
his presence is an unprecedented distinction, 
the noble, cious bust appears lonely and 
solitary. is admission was a mistake. 

The grave of Dickens is marked by brass 
letters sunk in the gray slab that covers his 
ashes, giving his name and the dates of his 
birth and death. It seems something like 
desecration to bury the dead where their 
graves will be a highway for curious or rev- 


erent pilgrims for all the generations that are

Of course there are 
domes and domes. One dome-differeth from 
another dome in glory. and the really great 
domes of the wurid are few, but the dome of 
St. Paul’s is one of them. The incomparable 
symmetry and harmony of the cathedral may 
be due te the fact that the whole work was de- 
signed and finished by one architect, and not 
piecemeal and in fragments by many. 
It was built in the thirty-five years between 


1675 and 1710 wholly under the supervision of 


Sir Christopher Wren, with but one master 
masor and one Bishop of the see for the entire 
period. Sir Christopher was very appropri- 
ately buried in the crypt beneath the church 
which is the proagest triumph of his genius, 
with the singularly felicitous inscription: ‘Si 
monumentum requiris, circumspice!” “If 
you ask for his nonu‘nent, behold it around 
you,”’ 

The crypt is a well-lighted basement under 
the entire building and serves as an overflow 
from Westminster, In the exact center, where 
a plummet from the top of the cross would 
strike the gilded coronet upon his sarcoph- 
agus, Nelson rests. Near by, in a colossal 
tomb of porphyry, inclosed in five coffins, 
sleeps Wellington. The hearse on which 
his remains were borne through, the streets 
of London on their last journey is kept in an 
adjoining recess. The attendant said it was 
made from cannon captured by the Field 
Marshal and cest £20,000. It isa clumsy sort 
of a tarnished car of Juggernaut and reminds 
the spectator of the band wagon of an unsuc- 
cessful circus run under a shed for protection 
from the weather. Upon the principal floor 
of the Cathedral is a statue of Dr. Sam John- 
son, in the scanty costume of a Roman glad- 
iator; of John Howard, the philanthropist; 
of Hallam, the historian; of Gens. Paken- 
ham and Gibbs, who fell at New Orleans; of 
Bishop Heber, of Sir John Moore, whose 
death was commemorated by the familiar ode, 
‘*Not a drum was heard,” and latest of all a 
stately bronze of (Gen. Gordon, with a fuil 
length recumbent effigy of the dead warrior 
and an inscription of lofty eulogy. 

Standing by the unconscious dust of Nelson 
and Wellington the mind irresistibly reverts 
to the tomb of their great antagonist, whose 
ambition one thwarted at Trafalgar and the 
other at Waterloo. 

The glittering cupola of the Church of the 
Invalides covers a vast circular room of pol- 
ished white marble, whose altar is bathed in 
hght, falling through stained glass like liquid 
gold. The silence, simplicity, and solemnity 
are profound. No obtrusive decoration nor 
ornament distracts the attention from the 
contemplation of the purpose to which the 
temple is consecrated. 

in the center of the floor sinks a deep gulf 
surrounded by a smooth balustrade, breast 
high, which is supported by twelve columns, 
each with an angel holding a wreath of vic- 
tory. In the aiternate spaces are grouped 
stands of captured battle flags. Golden rays 
of glory, like the points on the card of a com- 
pass, radiate from a crimson zone to the cir- 
cumference, Within is a circle of laurel and 
then another‘in which are inscribed in Mosaic 
the words “Rivoli. Pyramids. Marengo. 
Moscowa. Wagram. Friedland. Jena. Aus- 
terlitz.’’ 

In the midst, upon a base of green marble, 
stands the shining crag of red granite without 
name, date, or inscription, wherein reposes 
the clay, once animated by the greatest brain 
and the most potential will known among 
men—the brain and will of Napoleon Bona- 
parte.

Stagnation on the Clyde. 

The stagnation in the shipbuilding trade on the 
Clyde is eppirently most serious. The North 
British Dai.y Mail estimates that there are at 
present between Glasgow and Greenock over 15,- 
000 men out of work, every one of them ae 
to accept any occupation that might offer, al- 
though skilled workmen at their trades. This 
statement. however, only partly shows the de- 
pression. Out of 145 building berths on the Clyde 
only forty-nine are now in use. The industry em- 
ploys in good times from 50,000 to 60,000 men, and 
it follows that there are 30,000 or 40,000 men not 
work on the Clyde who would be employed 
there if all the yards were in full operation 
About onethird of this number, it is thought, 
have migrated to other shipbuilding. centers in 
Great Britain, but the Mail thinks 15,000 is less 
than the namber of men actually idle on the 
Clyde at the present time.

FASHIONS IN BOOKS. 


THE NEW FALL STYLES SHOW AN 
EMBARRASSING VARIETY, 


Henry Fuller’s “Chatelaine of La Trinite” 
Elbows the Pennells’ New Volume, 
“ Play in Provence "—Children’s Books 
Begin to Show Signs of the Approach- 
ing Holiday Season—Fairy Tales for 
Little Folk—Mrs, Clara ‘Doty Bates’ Col- 
lection of Verse, “ From Hearts Content.” 


The autumn fashions in books are out, and 
there is no end to the styles. A few weeks ago 
one was complaining of a drought, now there 
is a very freshet, if it is in the fall! Everybody 
18 getting or has got out a book—everybody 
who knows anything, that is. The other lot 
reads them! From grave to gay, from lively 
to severe, they range. If Seneca be too heavy, 
Plautus may not prove ‘tco light for the mis- 
cellaneous minds brought to bear upon the 
varied assortment of literature. Surely it 
must be a carping critic who could find noth- 
ing to his taste. 

To tell the truth, nearly all the books are 
good this year. At any rate, very little new 
trash seems to tein active circulation. ‘‘ Misa 
Dividends,” perhips, from the inexhaustible 
resources of Archibald Clavery Gunther, may 
be classed rather out of the first few orders: 
but that certainly makes up in astonishment 
of incident what it lacks in elegant repose. 
It is original in design, and the maddening 
part of it is that it is so exciting that 
it is impossible tu lay the thing down ‘until 
you have finished it. And when one thinka of 
all the better books lying unread and uncut, 
waiting in mute superiority—but let us draw 
aveil. Weare in good company at all events. 
It has been a i consolation to remember 
that the Boston VPostmast@r once said that 
10,000 copies of *“* Mr. Barnes of New York ” 
passed throvgh that classic mail in one day! 
And Mr. Howells remarked in print that a 
mart who is popular must be good for some- 
thing. It is useless to deny what Mr. Howells 
says or the veracious statistician of the Bos- 
‘on Postoftice, 

Still it is soothing tosoar to theempyrean from 
these rather murky depths, and; hand in hand 
with the ** Chatelaine of la Trinité,”’ to touch 
lightly at the Hochstaufen, the Nonnbery, 
the Grands Mulets, and a Trinité. The 
airis rare, but it is not all the rarity of the 
mountains; there is something clear and yet 
shadowy about Mr. Fuller’s own atmosphere 
that is poetic, and artistic, and inspiring. 
Mr. Fuller, long before the World’s Fair was 
started, showed the ictellectual world that 
there was dignity as well as push, that there 
was poetry as well as pork emanating frow 
Chicago. The grain elevator is not the only 
“lift ’’ here by any means. We are hoisting 
mankind out of ignorance every day. 

Compared with the “ Chevalier.” 

“The Chatelaine of la Trinité”’ is more con- 
crete than the ** Chevalier of Pensieri Vasi.”’ 
There is not that delicious half-light in which 
we half saw 80 =mapny mysterious 
charms. There are the same ouaintly 
humorous turn, however, and the same in- 
tensely dramatic power of describing a bit, so 
that time and space are as naught, and the 
reader is there on the spat. ‘* The Governor’s 
ruins are beautifully touched up.” “A cer- 
tain temple consisting of two and a half Cor- 
inthian columns.and an ell or more of entab- 
lature,’’ and *‘ along the temple went a single 
strayed pine.’’ The Governor’s edifices, the 
author says, you will judge, consisted of 
ninety-nine parts of imagination to one part 
of reality; but that is the proper preportion. 
‘** Indeed, one who is unable to see a complete 
basilica in a short, low ridge of battered ma- 
sonry hardly rising over the surface of the 
ground, or to pave an entire forum in the 
course of one forenoon, should avoid this par- 
ticular department of husbandry.”’ The “ell 
of entablature’’ and the “forum of a fore- 
noon ”’ are original bits of alliteration strik- 
ingly effective. 

The names * Fin-de-Siécle,”’ “ Mlle. Pas 
denom,’’ **M. Saiteutetplus”’ are novel, es- 
pecially the latter; which is capital, 
The book is a charming study, and every- 
body, of course, will read it. Mr. Fuller has 
one rare faculty which was Hawthorne’s, and 
almost peculiar to that author. He can intro- 
duce practical things in away which makes 
them poetic. Numbers, as a rule, are fatal tu 
ro mance, and blacking brushes are considered 
usually in the light of pure. humor. But to 
meet a young lady in adark hallway ‘“‘ witha 
shoe of the Chatelaine’s in one hand anda 
tiny blacking brush in the other’’ is neither 


ridiculous nor belittling, 


Such a book as this’ of “Mr. Fuller’s is too 
much to dispose of ina few words. Every 
page is full of all sorts of delights. The man 
sees with clearness and accuracy and selects 
with discretion. Nothing which would inten- 
sify the drawing 1s left out, nothing which 
would weaken itis put in. The result isa 
very perfect thing, for overall is the inde- 
scribable waving of the wand Called genius. 

There Is a Story. 

There is a distinct story in this book: An 
American girl traveling alone from Paris to 
the Alps is placed through a imnistake in the 
special train of an opera-bouffe company. 
The *‘ prima donna assoluta ” is called by 
the name of the part she 
has created, ‘*The Duchess,” so that 
Miss West, the young American, does not 
suspect her real status, and meeting her after- 
ward at Lucerne presents her to the 
‘**Chatelaine”’’ and her godfather. They all 
three find her on the stage eventually, domg 
very ‘“‘bouffe’’ singing and acting, and the 
effect is, of course, startling. 

Mr. Fuller’s familiarity with Alpine life is 
perfect. Herhas none of the woodenness of a 
foreigner who works in his partial knowledge 
with an effort and never an incorrectness, 
He is thoroughly at home in Italy, in France, 
in Switzerland, and—in Chicago. 

The episode of the mad guide is one of the 
most remarkable parts of the story. The 
man has had all life and color and passion 
washed away by the sudden and tremendous 
sweep of one great wave. ‘* For the man had 
spent a night on the Schreckhorn_ in a blind- 
ing snowstorm. He had played his game 
with nature on her own table and with her 
own counters and had come away a bank- 
rupt.”’ 

To do justice to the inimitable touches of 
grace and refined Lumor with which the story 
in short 
space. The **Governor’”’ 1s a inost charming 
charaeter, possessing attributes of old-fash- 


foned courage and chivalry, mixed with 


archeological nonsense, fascinating to all. 
It is a book of rare delight, and one which 
must be read slowly and carefully so as not 
to miss a point.

A Glimpse of Switzerland.

Smiles and Tears Are Eternal. 

One of the loveliest poems in ‘the world is 
‘* Mirdio,’”’ and everybody in that same worid, 
outside Provence, owes Harnet Waters Pres- 
ton an everlasting debt for putting it into ex- 
quisite English, with all the Provengal idioms 
and sweetness intact, for precious few could 


bave read the poem for themselves in the | 
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original! ‘ Mirdio” has reached its nobody- 
knows-how-many-th editions, and it is as new 
and glowing today as if it had®just come forth, 
for as Loti says, smiles and tears are cternal. 

The renaissance in Provengal poetry took 
poans about thirty-five years ago. We all 

now the story; how Joseph Roumanille, the 
gardener’s son, wrote verses in French which 
his mother, upon whom he depended for en- 
couragement and appreciation, could not un- 
derstand, and how he therefore changed 
everything into the dialect of the ple, for 
her sake. Thence sprang the schoo! of modern 
Provengal poetry, at the head of whose class 


** Mirdio.”’ 

But Miss Preston did a great deal more 
than translate a poem when she introduced 
Miréio to us all. She opened Provence itself 
to hundreds. And, among others, to those 
who claim our gratitude just now, Joseph and 
Elizabeth Pennell, artists and writerez. Any- 
thing more graceful or bewitching than their 
‘Play in Provence”’ it would be hard to find, 
Brilliant, sprightly, and exquisitely i)lustrated 
by their own delicious drawings the text is 
complete, from its inward soul to its out- 
ward finish, 


Marvels of Elegance. 

For the Century company in this and the 
“* Chatelaine ”’ as produced a very 
marvel of elegance. The smooth, shining 

ages of the Pennells’ “play,” the clear, 
arge type, the softness of the pictures form 
the perfection of publishing art. In the 
** Chatelaine ’’ the drawings are excellent, too, 
and the print is quite as attractive. 

The crisp and vigorous style or styles, 
rather, of the “‘Play in Provence” fairly 
enchain the attention. The bull fight 
at Arles is most spirited, and there 
runs through every incident a genuine love 
for the people which is necessary to a good 
and faithful summerer abroad. To go to 
Provence in this spirit, to see things through 
this loving haze, and above all to be able to 
reproduce the scenes and objects which appeal 
most strongly to one’s artistic sense—what is 
there leftto be desired except the power of 
expression? And that both these talented 
persons possess. Read it yourself. You wiil 
find youself scampermg over’ the six-foot 
fence of inclosure around the bull-fight arena 
without any of the hurts incidental to that 
undignified scamper. You will even dance 
the farandole with the rest, it is so catching 
and never be out of breath. To Miss Preston 
the book is dedicated, as to one who opened 
the country of Miréio to hundreds of English- 
speaking persons who would otherwise never 
have visited it for themselves, to Miss Preston 
we owe this book, too, and many others. At 
the end Mr. Pennell has written a droll ac- 
count of his search for Daudet’s mill. That 
Daudet had disgraced himself forever with the 
peasants of that country with his *‘Tuartarin ”’ 
everybody knew; but this little incident 
brings the, fact home. It also locates that 
characteristic vacuum of which we have 
heard, but which perhaps we nave never quite 
sounded. “And what sort of a mili has he 
got? . . . Youdon’tknow? He put it in 
a book? How can you put a mill.in a book? 
What? That nasty little Alphonse Daudet 
who wrote ‘Tartarin de Tarascon’? O, my 
God! I—we—we—don’t read that book out 
here,’’ etc. It is very funny, as you may judge 
by this scrap. And there is poetry, and there 
are vivid flashes of wit, and then there is ap 
indescribable mood of happiness and jollity 
ana a *‘good time”’ generally, that raises us 
out of our dumps and gives us a good lively 
twirl to a joyous measure. Comung at the 
end of a summer one is not sure that it is not 
a great deal more refreshing than during a 
season of one’s own pleasuring. For now 
with the harness on, and the old treadmi 
slowly but with certainty grinding duwn our 
poetic bopes and muffling our heart-beats, we 
need all the recreation we can get with the 
least effort. 

“Prince Tip Top.” 

The Mc€lurgs have not been idle of late, 
and the results of their work are highly satis- 
factory. Miss Bouvet, whose ** Sweet 
William "’ has become as well known as. the 
flower of that name, has published a beautiful 
fairy-story, which she calls. P. Tip Top.” 
It is all about a lovely princess With blue hair 
who is called Cerulea for that reason, and 
whose suitors, at the age of 8, were many. 
The Princess taight have been made a little 
older, for the sake of mothers who find their 
young daughters quite rampageous enough on 
the subject of suitors at 14, for really, 
you know, it is a fairy-story and Miss Bouvet 
inight have made the ages anything she liked 
without fear of contradiction. ight is a 
little young for any but a Hindoo bride, and 
we are sending missionaries to mitigate that 
‘* previousness ’’ in marriages. But the story 
is very delightful, and so the children and 
many older ynes will find 1t. It is prettily 
bound and excellently typed, and if it is not 
a favorite at Christmas but it will be. 

Another Book for Children, 

Then there 1s a ‘Children’s Life of Abra- 
ham Lineoln,”’ issued by the same publishers, 
and written by a woman of Boston, whose 
touch and ‘“‘go’”’ are unmistakable. It is a 
book of pure instruction, pleasantly rut, but 
not in that babyish, patronizing style which 
drives every self-respecting infant mad, be- 
sides boring it to death afterwards. 

Lincoln’s birth is the first event mentioned 
in the history, so that we cannot complain of 
awant of thoroughness in the book. His 
mother was named, as we havz all had reason 
to learn lately—or to refresh our memories, 
if we knew it before—Nancy Hanks Lincoln. 
It may be distressing to good persons with 
anti-trotumg propensities to reflect that the 
good lady’s maiden name is indelibly fixed 
now by a sporting screw, but such is undoubt- 
edly the sad fact. 

““Abe’s”’ childhood—the seeming dis- 
respect is quotational—is dwelt upon in 
an interesting manner, and rather more 
childishly than the more serious periods 
which followed. This is as it should be, The 
description of Lincoln, when he delivered his 
first inaugural address, is really very graphic, 
and there is no question of its retention in 
every mind. Altogether the book is highly 
valuable, and we can conceive of no more agree- 
able forin of instruction than a sprightly, 
clearly told narrative for youthful minds. 

Chicago is well represented this year in 
books, for Mrs. Clara Doty Bates has just put 
out a volume of short poems, which she has 
named, “* From Heart’s Content.’’ It is pub- 
‘lished very daintily in white vellum by 
Messrs. Morrill, Higgins & Co., and is beauti- 
fully made. :

But a more thrilling relic to look upon is an 
old artillery saber, or cutiass, contained in Mr. 

n’s collection. It is a short, straight, 
two-edged.sword, the brass handle, without 
any guard, being indented to resemble a 
fish’s scales. 
attached to a beit. Its blade was John Brown’s 
model for a pike, of which be had a thousand 
made for the use of the Kansas patriots. But 
the manufacture of them was delayed by a 
lack of funds, and when they were ready they 
were used in the Harper’s Ferry raid, instead 
of being sent to Kansas. Mr. Logan has in 
his collection one of the first of these pikes 
that was made. It Jooks like the pointed half 
of the artillery saber, fastened to a wooden 
handle, and having a transverse iron guard 
between the blade and the handle, which has 
‘been cut down, for convenience, to a length 
of only two feet. The following letters from 
Mr. Rust concerning the saber and the pike 
are vivid and interesting: 

F. G. Logan—Dear Sir: In 1857, while Capt. 
John Brown was at my house in Collinsville, 
Conn., he showed me a bowie-knife which he too 
from H. Clay Pate at the Battle of Black Jack, 
Kas. He said: “Our people in K ansas need 
wea I would like to geta lot of simjlar 
blades sxbonted on a forkstil. It would makea 
cheap, efficient weapon, with which even a wom- 
an could defend ber cabin door against man or 


beast.” 

He asked what they could be made for. I 
judged 1.000 could be made for $1,000. He re- 
quested me to investigate and report. I brought 
Mr. Charlies Blair into my store, when he com- 


| pleted the contract. This is one of the first com- 


pleted. which I sent to Springfield, Mags., for his 
approval. It was returned, and by an oversight 
was not sent to Chambersburg with the balaace 
of the order. I stamped the name op it at 
time to preserve its identity. 
Horatio N. Rust. 
F, G. Logan, Esq.—Dear Sir: The accompany- 
ing saber was given to me by Capt. John Brown 
during the Kansas struggie while 1 was living in 
the Village of Collinsville, Conn. Capt. Brown, 
while stopping at my house, related his account 
of the eaitle of Black Jack, Kas., where he capt- 
ured H. Clay Pate and twenty-five pro-slavery 
men, who had sworn tocapture Capt. Brown. When 
Pate ordered his mento surrender Lieut. Brockett 
swore he would not throw down his weapons for 
eight men, saying, ** You can take them from 
me.”’ Otiver Brown, who was killed at Harper's 


| Ferry, took this saber from him and also reiated 


the circumstance to me. 

Capt. Brown sent to me from Kansas a box of 
pistols to be repaired, and in the same box he 
sent me this saber. if paid the charge upon it, 
and to this he refers in his letter, saying. “ I 
would on no account have you pay me for it, as 
you really have done, but that | am literally 
driven to begging. which 1s very humiliating.” 
Truly yours, Horatio N. Rust. 

Of the same character is a good-sized bowie- 
knife which Owen Brown wore when he was 
with John Brown at Harper’s Ferry. Owen 
Brown was the orly one of the Browns that 
escaped from that place, and it was this primi- 
tive razor-edged weapon that kept biin com- 
pany and kept hope slive duriny his flight. 
Mr. Rust refers to it in the following note: 

F. G. Logan—Dear Sir: The knife I send you 
was carried by Owen Brown for self-defense while 
on his way from Harper's Ferry north after the

raid, when he escaped. After his death in Pasa- 
dena, Cal., Jan. 8, 1889, his brother, Jason Brown, 
gave methis knife.

The last of the Brown relics is Joha Brown’s 
field-glass, which he used ail the time that he 
waa fighting freedom’s battles in Kansas. It 
would not be considered a fashionable opera- 
glass at the present day, but it solemnizes a 
man to look at it and think where it has been. 
Mr. Rust refers to it as follows: 

F. G. Logan, Esq.: This field glass was used by 
Capt. John Brown through his campaigning in 
Kansas, and later was presented to me by his 
heirs as a token of esteem. I send you this, feel- 
ing that it may gratify many x cael of freedom 
who will visit the Exposition to look upon the 

lass through which John Brown, the liberator, 
ooked down into the future and helped to read 
aloud the emancipation proclamation.

’ The last but not the least of these Brown 
relics is a particularly fine cabinet-size pho 
tograph of John Brown, without beard or 
mustache. To those who have seen only the 
bearded likeness this picture is a new and 
startling revelation of his character. The 
eyes-are large, honest, and sympathetic, the 
mouth wide but straight, and the lips thin and 
compressed. The whole countenance is high- 
ly expressive of intelligence, benevolence, and 
determination, with a dash of sadness and 
anxiety. Compared with this face the bearded 
picture looks like a bandit. 

In his Lincoln collection Mr. Logan has two 
or three autograph letters, but none that he 

rizes very highly except one that was ad- 

ressed to a inemwber of his own family. This 
is a short letter that Lincoln wrote to Mrs. 
Logan’s father, Col. John N. Hancock, who 
was for two successive terms, during the war,

Lincoln’s shawl is indeed an impressive 
relic. Itisa large, fine, gray shawl, with a 
broad and handsome border in colors across 
the ends. It is shghtly yellow from age, and 
the colors ofthe ‘figured part are slightly 
faded. It is somewhat worn and has one hole 


in it, but considering its age is in a good state 


of preservation. This is the oldest of the rl- 
ics, and was brought from Springfield, and 
how long Lincoln had used it there is un- 
known. 

The pocketknife which he had in his pocket 
at the time of the assassination is of medium 
size and originally had four blades, two of 
which have teen broken out and the other two 
of which are much worn from sharpening. 
The handle is very peculiar and has*‘A Lin- 
coln’’ on both sides of it, each letter being 
engraved on one ofa series of diamond- 
shaped iniayings of silver or some other 
metal. The knifeseems to be of American 
manufacture and to have been made expressly 
to be presented to the President. 

The walking-stick is carved in a more elab- 
orate than elegant manner from a piece of 
oak taken from the rebel ram Merrimac, and 
has a head made of ebony or: some other 
black wood. The carvings, which extend 
over the upper half of it, give the informa- 
tion that it was presented to President Lin- 
coln by the One Hundred and Fifty-second 
Regiment of New York Volunteer Infantry. 

he other relics are of almost tragic inter- 
est, and stand closely connected with the as- 
sassination. The first of these is a little, old- 
fashioned photograph, evidently brought 
from Springfield, but on the lower margin of 
which, an hour before his death, Lincoln 
wrote his name and his last written words. 
Then there is the black silk stock, of fine ma- 
terial, and lined with white-figurea satin; but 
the bow is gone, On the lining is written in 
two places ‘‘ A. Lincoln,’’ in Linco)n’s hand- 
writing. 

But of all the Lincoln relics.in Mr, Logan’s 
possession by far the most precious is the 
veritable black broadcloth frock coat which 
Lincoln wore when he was assassinated. It is 
of the finest make, is of a size corresponding 
to Lincoln’s figure, and is ‘n perfect preserva- 
tion, except where it has been cut with knife 
or scissors. Lincoln was shot in the head be- 
hind the ear, and, as little or no biood flowed 
from the wound, those who went to his help 
were ataloss to know in what part of the 
body he was shot. The first impression was 
that he had been shot through the heart, and 
in searching fora wound in that region his 
coat wascut with a knife in a zig-zag line 
from the button-hule to the left arm-pit and 
then aown the sleeve. 

Who did this and why he did it, instead of 
unbuttoning the coat, is not known. In the 
last twenty-seven years a good part of the left 
sleeve and of the facing on the left side have 
been clipped away, and presented as souvenirs 
to great men. Each of the Presidents since 
Lincoln has received a piece. It is fittingly 
accompanied by the little rmglet of Lincoln’s 
hair, a portion only of a lock in Mr. Pendel’s 
possession, which is deposited in a finger-ring 
box, and preserved with greater care even 
than jewelry. 

That these precious relics were in the pos- 
session of Forbes and Pendel was well known 
in Washington and frequently referred to in 
the Washington newspapers for a quarter of 
a century before they were transferred to Chi- 
cago. Showmen of high and low degree have 
been trying ull that time to capture them, but 
their overtures were not even honored with an 
answer. In every case, however, their offers 
were preceded by the most careful investiga- 
tions, and so well has their genuineness been 
established that no one has ever had the hardi- 


hood to exhibit fraudulent corresponding tr- 


ticles. The exact location that this collection 
will have in the great Exposition is not yet 
decided. 
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PALMY DAYS OF OLD WHEN AP- 
PRENTIOES FLOUBISHED. 


There Are No Dick Whittingtons in These 
, Good \ 


Days—Walter Besant Furnishes 
Reasons to Account for the Disappear- 
ance of the Race—Tendency to Revive 
the Old-Fashioned Signs Over Shops— 
A Quaint Book on “The Art of Cook- 
ery ” Preserves Many Traditions. 


When did country gentlemen leave off send- 
ing their younger sons to be apprenticed in 
the City of London? It is quite clear that the 
city of old continually received accessions 
from the country families, such as Whitting- 
ton, Chicheley, Gresham, Fitzwarren, and a 
great many more. So late as the time of 
Pepys the'city and the country were closely 
comnected, But by the middle of the last cent- 
ury the separation seemsto have been com- 
plete. No country gentleman would be con- 
nected with the city, and trade—even the most 
successful trade—was held in acontempt which 
lasted so long that it has only disappeared 
of late years, and still to some extent survives 
here and there. I picked up a book the other 
day, dated 1800, which contains short biogra- 
phies of the then living, or recently living, 
Lord Mayors, Sheriffs, and Aldermen of, the 
city. There are sixty-four of them, and this is 
what I find concerning their origin: One of 
them is the brother of an Eari; one has in- 
herited estates in Kent; two bave estates in 


Jamaica; one is the son of a city Baronet; a 


few began life as the sons of substantial mer- 
chants; but the great majority are absolutely 
self-made men. Their names I omit, because 
many of their great-grandchildren have, 
doubtless, by this time acquired the bluest of 
blue blood. We read of these worthy Alder- 
men and Sheriffs in such words as these, 
“Began life as a shoeblack, aa a leather- 
cutter, as a servant in the house where 
he became afterwards a partner ’’— this 
is recorded of three —‘‘as a porter, as 
a journeyman bricklayer, as a small grocer, 


as the driver of,pack-horses which brought 


cloth to the city from the west; as a boy ina 
small oil shop, who afterwards married— be- 
ing still in the days of small things—the 
daughter of ‘Check-Apron Sal,’ a well-known 
washerwoman’’; andsoon. Of others it is 
recorded, *‘ Son of poor parents; son of a day 
laborer; son of very poor parents.’’ Now, 
what was the condition of trade-in the last 
century that made it possible for. a poor lad 
thus to rise and to acquire’ great 
wealth? To be sure, all through 
the last century trade advanced by leaps 
and bounds; also it is certain, as said above, 
that the city was no longer a plate for young- 
er sons, but then the merchants had their 
sons, their nephews, their cousins, even their 
clerks, all ready for promution. How then 
did these penniless and friendless lads get on? 
It isathing beyodnd me. | cannot under- 
stand it. Hogarth’s Industrious Apprentice, 
who became a partner, was no such penniless 
and friendless lad. He was a city boy, duly 
apprenticed, of respectable parentage, well 
known to his company. If any one can sug- 
gest any exceptional causes favorable at the 
time to such rapid advance I should be grate- 
ful tor that suggestion. 
Manners Lagged Behind. 

The manners of these worthy gentlemen 
were not so far advanced as their fortunes. 
Everybody knows the rich city merchant, the 
gormandizing Alderman, the fat and vuigar 
common councilman, who is the butt of so 
much comic literature—Thackeray, even, has 
a fling at him. He is the hero of a thousand 
sayings; comic literature, indeed, is even 
more indebted to the Alderman than it is to 
the sporting cockney. One of them, Ald. 
Curtis, was not only the cause of abundant 
wit in others, but was also himself full of wit. 


| Was it purposely or was it ignorance that, he 


gave his famous toast: ‘‘Gentlemen, the three 
C’s—Cox, King, and Curtis’? Was it in ig- 
norance of his native tongue or with happy 
audacity that he penned his famous epitaph 
on Boswell? 

Here lies good-humored, joyous Jemmy Boswell; 
In that there other world lets hope he does well. 

He is also credited with the following truly 
tasteful lines on the Victory of the Nile: 

Great Nelson, in the grandest style, 

Bore down upon the shores of Nile, 

And there obtained a famous victory 

Which puzzles mach the French Directory. 

The impudence of them there fellows, 

As all the newspapers do tell us, 

Had put the Grand Turk iu a fret, 

Which caused him send to Nelson an aigrette, 

Likewise a grand pelisse, a nobie boon; 

Then let us hope a speedy peace, and soon, 

Thus was he witty. The following epitaph 
shows him as the cause of wit in others: 

Here lies William Curtis, our late worthy Mayor, 
Who has left this here world and has gone to 
t there. 
The Poor Lad’s Opportunities. 

The ideal State is one in which a clever and 
industrious lad should be able to climb to 
anything. The poverty of his parents should 
be no obstacle at all—and there are plenty of 
cases in which sons of quite humble people 
have risen to the highest honors. I think, in- 
deed, that there is no couutry in the world 
which offers so many helps to the clever lad. 
But there are limitations. Hecan no longer 
rise to a partnership in a great business. 
There are the sons of the house in the way, 
and the nephews; and a great business 
may be conducted, wholly by clever 
clerks. Then there is the modern tend- 
ency to turn everything into companies, so 
that the best a lad can hope for is to become 
manager with a good salary. The only chance 
for a poor lad is in one of the professions 
where ability, if it gets the chance, makes its 
way without the least regard’to family con- 
nection. The church, the bar, medicine, lit- 
erature, and art of ali kinds open their doors 
to rising genius. Nobody cares about the

No proof, no word of tradition, 
nothing but the fact that the Holy Sepulchre 
must be on that hill and that here is a sepul- 
chre. Moreover, as Maj. Conder has since 
ages out, the tomb itself is not Jewish at all, 
ut belongs probably to the ninth century. 


Something for Cooks. 


I have found an old poem on “ The Art of 


Cookery,’’ published about the year 1710 by 
Bernard Lintott “‘at the Cross Keys, between 
the two Temple Gates in Fleet street.’’ The 
author, who is anonymous, prefaces his poem 
with a small colléction of letters addressed to 
certain friends. The book is dedicated to the 
Honorable Beefsteak club, not the ** Sublime 
Society of Beefsteaks,’’ which began, I be- 
lieve, in the year 1735, but an earlier one— 


rhaps that estabiished in Dublin, of which 


"eg Woffington was the only woman member, 
In a book about cooking there is naturally a 
good deal about dishes. There are also two 
or three illustrations of contemporary manners 
which may be new to my readers. The dishes, 
the menu, the mode of serving, the maxims 
laid down, are curious; but we will take the 
manners and customs first. The writer speaks, 
for instance, of the good old times *“ when the 
arms of the family, the eld pikes, muskets, 
and halberds, hung up in the hall over the 
long table, and the marrow bones lay on the 
floor, and ‘Chevey Chase’ and ‘The Old 
Courtier of the Queen’s’ were placed over the 
carved mantelpiece, and the beef and brown 
bread were carried Mery day to the poor.” 
One knew about the other things, but why the 
narrow bones on the floor? As for the 
writer’s own time, we learn incidentally 
that juries, in the interval allowed for refresh- 
meut, dined al! .together in eating-houses, 
and at the end of ther dinner were served 
with glasses of water, having red toothpicks 
swimmiug on the water. What is the associa- 
tion of red toothpicks with justice? Silver 
forks were already in use, but only among the 
richest people. The steel fork, with two 
prongs, was in general use until the present 
century was completing its first quarter, I 
can remember certain dining-rooms in the 
city where the old steel fork was still laid on 
the table in the late fifties. Silver, and even 
gold, knives were also in use at the. tables of 
“the great’? for dressing ‘“‘sallets’’ and 
“carving jellies and orange butter,’”’ and he 
writes: 

Or would our thrum-capped ancestors find fault 
For want of sugar-tongs or spoons for salt? 
Which proves the existence at that time of 
these luxurious inventions. We haveall heard 
of flint soup, but has anybody ever heard of 
“carrier’s sauce!’’ “Take seven spounfuls 
of spring water, slice two onions of moderate 
size into a large saucer, add as much salt as 
you can hold at thrice between forefinger and 
thumb, if large, and serve.””’ What is a 
“swol’d”’ sheep? It isa sheep roasted whole 
in its wool. Here are dainties which have 
now left the table: ‘* Bacon and filbert 
tart,”’ “sprout tart,’’ ‘“‘grout,”’ which was 
coarse meal made into some kind of pudding, 
and a dish of grout always formed part of the 
coronation feast. The writer informs us 
gravely that the Prophet Mohammed 
was a great lover of shoulder of mut- 
ton, and that a maid at an inn poisoned 
hiin with one, saying, “‘If he is a prophet he 
will discover it; if he is an impostor, no mat- 
ter what becomes of him.’’ He expostulates 
with those people—even: of quality—who 
neglect the proper terms which should be 
used.in carving, and say, ‘‘ Help me to this or 
that,”’ when it should be, *“‘ Break that goose, 
frust that chicken, spoil that hen, mince that 
plover. [f,’’ he says, “ they are so much out 
in common things, how much more will they 
be with bitterns, herons, cranes, ana pea- 
cocks?”’ Is there any living man who can tell 
us what words are proper for carving a crane? 
And he quotes a play of the time in which an 
old gentlewoman is discovered carding, her 
daughter working in parchment, and the maid 
spinning. Pray, wnat is working in parch- 
ment? This chapter to be continued.

THE FIRST MILE-A-MINUTE TRAIN, 


It Was Run Between Boston and Lawrence 
as Early as 1848. 

“TI say, boys, how many of you can tell 
where and when the first mile-a-minute train 
was run?”’ 

They were trainmen. They had assembled 
at a popular down-town resort in honor 
of the birthday of one of their  par- 
ticuiar ‘“* chums,”’ and so as they enjoyed the 
fragrant ‘‘ domestics *’ they had, in their free, 
jolly way, begun to spin yarns and tell remi- 
niscences of the rail and the iron horses which 
have aided so materially in the upbuilding of 
Chicago. The “ boys,” all old men by the 
way, were not going to spoila story if they 
could help it, so each professed ignorance 
when thus questioned, and insisted upon hear- 
ing all aboutit. The story as told was as 
follows: 

‘* You would scarcely believe that trains had 
pecnenss the feat of going a mile a minute

Mr. Logan’s other Lincoln relics were all 
obtained from two well-known characters in 
the City of Washington, one of whom was 
with Lincoln when he was assassinated and 
the other with him when he died, and both of 
whom were his trusted servants and employés, 
and as such have held office in Washington 
ever since, Charles Forbes is a well-known 
clerk in the War Department, and Thomas F. 
Pendel is a trusted employé at the White 
House. The following letters, certificates, 
and affidavits give the history of these relics: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 
21, 1889.—I was confidential attendant to Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and with him in the box at Ford's 
Theater the night he was assassinated. He wore 
that evening a black suit of clothes the frock 
coat of which I gave to Thomas Pendel of this 
city. The remainder of the suit is now scattered, 
with the excepuon of the black stock which hé 
wore about his neck, which came into my ses- 
sion and was by me presented to F, G. Logan, 

isq., of Chicago. CHARLES FORBES. 
ASHINGTON, D.C.. July 31, 1892.—Dear Mr. 
Logan: Your letter of the 20th inst. was duly re- 
ceived, as well as your receipt for the régistered 
pousaee containing the photograph. I am _ per- 
ectly willing to make an affidavit, as you sng- 
gest, as to those articles which you received di- 
rectly from me, and which never have been out of 
my ion. Asfor the coat, which you re- 
ceived from Mr. Pendel, I cannot be so itive. 
From the time I gave the coat to Pendel up to 
this time 1 never have seen it. As for the shawl, 
it is undoubtedly the one to which you refer as to 
his Wearing it at the. Cooper Union meeting in the 
fall of 1860. He brought it with him from Spring- 
field, and it is the only one he ever had while he 
was President. He never left the White House 
without it, and even on the warmest of days or 
evenings hé would have it spread over his knees 
in the carriage. 

As for the few articles which I still possess, 
which formerly belonged to the great Eman- 
cipator, 18 I said on a former occasion, if | were 
to part with them at all I know of no one to 
whom I would give them up more willingly than 
to yourself. For, I feel that you have that same 


I | reverence for that great and good man that I 


have myself. I know you will believe me when I 
say that I would not part with them unless té one 
who, like yourself, reverences the memory of him 
with whom they are associated, and will see that 
they are tenderly and carefully preserved. The 
idea of a cabinet for the preservation of these

Some persons at least who 
strolled into that group will always be haunted 
by the revolting sight of the brutal sacrifice 
they saw there—the lazy, loathsome, venom- 
ous serpent, sleeping off his last indigestion of 
live toad or mouse, and the little bird placed 
within to await and satisfy the returning appe- 
tite of the reptile, every feather of the little 
winged creature quivering with apprehension. 
It was a picture that one at least who saw it 
will never forget as an evidence of the utter 
brutality and soullessness which some people 
inherit or acquire. 

If the serpents at Lincoln Park cannot be 
kept alive upon other food let us by all means 
dispense with the serpents for the sake of the 
moral education of the youths who frequent 
that park. 

Perhaps the writer has a woman’s historic 


aversion to serpents, but she has never yet 


been able to see “an evidence of design” of 
anything good in that creation. And to feed 
those loathsome, venomous reptiles with the 
harmless, innocent creatures that fill our air 
with the “sound of wings and melody” seems 
incredible brutality. 

If we must have serpents at Lincoln Park 
at least let us have keepers who have as much 
soul as a bird.

From these places the ripe fruit is packed 
and shippe all points in the country, each 
box labeled<**‘ Cape Cod Cranberries,’’ this 
especial brand selling at a premuin in all mar- 
kets because ofits superiority. As the October 
days grow chill and the sun sinks Jess ruddy 
into the horizon at eve, the few remaining 
summer guests gather up their lares and pen- 
ates and depirt for their city homes. The 


“men and wumen who remain don their aprons 


and sun bonnets and prepare to attend the 
* pickings ’’ in the towns around. 

As the train moves along up the Cape one 
looks from the windows of the .car and 
watches the busy pickers who creep along the 
ground gathering the little, hard, polished 
fruit. Their bright dresses and sun bonnets 
tmake a pleasing chromatic of color against 
the green gray of the bogs and the blue of the 
sky. Itisa jolly set gathered there together, 
and many a joke is perpetrated and great are 
the stories told of the “‘happenings”’ of the 
summmer gone. There are men, 
children among these, but the boys and gir's 
are in the majority. All the year long they 
have looked forward to this season of pleasure 
and stnall earnings. Each one is paid by the 
quantity they pick,so that there is no small 


rivalry for the honor of being the fastest | 


picker. It is needless to say that sume bright 
girl usually carries off the palm of victory. 

Q, these girls, the real salt Cape Cod girls, 
who have lived their whole life in the face of 
great Neptune, they are a joy to their sex, tu their 
race, and to their country. They seem not to 
have sprung from the same stem as the weak 
serio-sentimental aity girls who have given 
up their lives to balls, theaters, and beaus. 
They are as full of energy and vigor as their 
home is of invigorating freshness, and as 
crisp and bright as the glistening white-caps 
on the crests of the waves, asfree froin the 
hampered conventionality of the city girls as 
the soaring sea gull that sweeps broadcast over 
the mighty deep. Some of the dampness and 
salt seems to have lingered in their bright hair, 
which, in spite of the harsh impeachment, is 
not combed with acodfish bone, making it 
glossy and smooth. And the sound waves 
which leave their tiny trace on the sands of 
the beach seem aisoto have left them here 
in the soft ripples of their hair. Their eves, too, 
have a clear, far-away look, as though peer- 
ing a-sea, inherited no doubt from their 
fathers and grandfathers, a race of mariners. 
Their cheeks are soft and ruddy, their figures 
are strong and supple and well able to with- 
stand the harsh winds. 

She is strong, graceful, and comely is the 
Cape Cod girl. She loves that waving mass 
of blue and green, the ocean, and she makes 
it her real Neptune, a god of heroic beauty 
and good fortune, and tabeos all other lovers. 
This is a necessity, perhaps, rather than a 
preference, for should she desire to seek a 
younger and more earthly ideal she must 
need go beyond the borders of her native 
heath. 

Where are the men? QOne involuntarily asks 
the question on Cape Cod, for the male species 
seeins not to have flourished in this section of 
Massachusetts. The few who must annually 
be born here probably embark early for other 
shores, where they love and no doubt marry 
more sophisticated, ifless charming, maidens 
than they would fiod should they take the 
trouble of wandering back home in search of 
them. 

And the girls?

If they are unfortunate enough never to

It 1s 
here that Roland Nickerson has buiit his pala- 
tial summer home. It is an extensive place. 
The house, magnificent in detail, is built of 
Bedford stone and light. brick, the stable de- 
tached and well stocked with drags, victorias,

prepared to establish canneries, shingle mills, 
and other industries. 

Port Angeles is unlike other new towns in 
this country in the fact that its site has been 
reserved for town-site purposes by the govern- 
ment,. In 1863, through the efforts of Victor 
Smith, the then Collector of Customs for the 
Puget Scund District, the reserve was estab- 
lished by President Lincoln under the pro- 
visions of the law off1862, providing for the res- 
ervation of town sites fromthe publicdomain, 
this site being chosen on account of its-excel- 
lent harbor. A tract of over five square miles, 
extending from the upper end of the harbor 
back along the plateau overlooking the 
Straits of Juan du Fuca, was set apart for the 
purpose and a portion of it was platted into 
blocks and lots and sold et the United States 
Land Office soon after the work was com- 
pleted, leaving some 3,000 acres unsurveyed, 


which tract is now known as the reservation. | 


The town remained stagnant until 1886, when 
George Venable Smith, who was a leader in 
the anti-Chinese riots in this city in 1886, 
combined with other cranks in organizing the 
Puget Sound codperative colony. This colony 
was an incorporated company in which each 
member held one share and took up a tract 
of land at Port Angeles on much the same 
system as the Topolobampo colony in Mexico, 
All property was held in common and no man 
was to share in the proceeds unless he did his 
share of the work. As with all such enter- 
prises, dissensions broke out, the improvident 
forfeited or sold their shares to the provident 
and the property was soon in the hands of 
four or five men. The community also took 
to practicing free love and thus fell into disre- 
pute. 

In the boom year, 1889, the remaining own- 
ers of the property put iton the market and 
started a beom out of which the present move- 
ment to settle the reserve has grown. New- 
comers decided to obtain squatters’ claims to 
lots, and in June, 1890, a rush was made for 
the reserve. Hundreds of rough houses were 
rushed up, but many of them have since been 
replaced by comfortable homes. In the same 
year an appropriation of $5 000 was obtained 
from Cougress for the completion of the sur- 
vey and appraisérent of the land, f&nd the 


right of purchase was extended to any settler. 


who had occupied any two regulation lots, 
each 50x140 feet, prior to Jan. 1, 1890. This 
act was amended by the last Congress to give 
the rigit of purchase to every one who makes 
settlement on two regulation lots, up to the 
timie of the approval by the Intenor Depart- 
ment of the report of the Board of Apprais- 
ers, which will be sent out to place valuations 
on the property... The appropriation was in- 
sufficient to complete the survey, but the 
work was carried as far as the money would 
go, and the report of the surveyor has just 
been sent to the General Land Commissioner. 
When it has received his approval. appraisers 
will be immediately sent out, so that ere Icng 
the settlers can get title to their claims, 

. On his. recent visit to the coast Secretary 
Noble went to Port Angeles, and when he saw 
the large sett|gment which has grown up there 
and the great public and private improve- 
ments which have been made he expressed 
pleasure and astonishinent. He. saw how a 
wilderness has been converted into a pretty 
town, graced with gardens and orchards, and 
said that the city was the most unique and in- 
teresting sight he had ¢ver beheld. He was so 
iunpressed with the reasonableness and justice 
of the few requests of the settlers that he 
promised to do everything in his power to see 
that they were not only promptly given titles 
to their homes, but that they were given to 
them ata merely pominal appraisement. It 
happened that he visited the town Aug. 3v, 
the day.on which the people had formed ax 
brigades to clear the forty acres set apart for 
the soldiers’ *‘colony,’’ and made an eloquent 
speech to the settlers from a giant charred 
stump, surrounded by a largecompany of men 
with axes, saws, peevies, and brush-hvoks, be- 
sides many women. He extolled the virtues 
of the frontiersmar and called to mind the 
names of the great men who have been 
pioneers of civilization. 


The veterans have been attracted from 


Michigan by the prospect of comfortable 
homes in a rich country with an equable cli- 
mate, and they bid fair to build up a prosper- 
ous city on the straits. 


A SILVER SADDLE AND BRIDLE. 


A Wonderful Product of Mexican Skill 
Seen in a Public Parade. 

A marvelous silver saddle and bridle were 
brought here by Dixie W. Thompson of Santa 
Barbara and shown inthe parade yesterday, 
says the San Diego Sun. This saddle and 
bridle, manufactured of bullion from Mekxi- 
can dollars, are exquisite works of art. The 
saddle is of typical Mexican pattern, with a 
high pommel, well-hollowed seat, and the 
most elaborate of trappings. The leather 
is starnped with elegant designs, and the 
whole thing is acomplete, costly, and elab- 
orate equipment of good taste and artistic de- 
sign, and was an interesting feature: of the 
parade. This work was done at Santa Barbara 
in 1889, and has just been completed for the 
parade. ” The saddle is studded over with sil- 
ver ornaments. The leather facings are set 
thick with buttons and rosettes, the pommel 
is incased in silver, the corners of the aprons 
are tipped with silver, the stirrups are faced 
and edged with silver half an inch thick, elab- 
vrately chased and carved. 

The saddle-tree is hung with silver rings 
fore and aft to answer al] the requirements of 
the vaquero in lacing up his riata. The girth, 
which passes under the horse’s belly and 
cinches the saddle in place,is woven of hair 
from horses’ manes by a native artisan and is 
fully. eight inches broad with a tassel hanging 
at its wniddle. The saddle, the bridle, and all 
its appointminents are tnarvels of beauty. The 
reins, martingaie, and whip are composed of 
solid silver in woven strands. The headstail 
is covered with fluted silver, with large en- 
graved silver rosettes at the sides, with deco- 
rations of flowers and heads of wheat, with an 
elaborate nose piece with silver engraving. 


The side pieces are of silver, massive and or-* 


nate, with asilver chain under the horse’s jaw.

rious services through the Revolution. With 
it was also bestowed a boarding sword used 
on the American war ship Altiance, and a 
musket captured from the British frigate 
Serapis, and these are shown in the picture 
with the flag. 

The banner is five feet: seven inches wide, 
and was originally about fifteen feet long, but 
some two yards of its length have been cut 
from itin all these years as souvenirs. It 
was made of English bunting at Philadelphia 
under the direction of John Brown, Secretary 
of the United States Marine committee,’ by 
patriotic women of that city, who presented 
it to Paul Jones, by whom it was forthwith 
placed at the masthead of a small boat which 


. he sailed up and down the Schuylkill River to 


show the people of the country what their 
future national ensign should be. 

The reason for placing only twelve stars 
upon its blue field was that the flag was made 
before Georgia had joined the Confederacy, 
says the Boston Herald. 

Vhen Pavi Jones took command of the Bon 
Homme Richard he flew this flag at her mast- 
head as the American colors and fought under 
it through the Revolution. It was afterward 
transferred to the American frigate Alliance, 
on which James Bayard Stafford served as 
midshipman and acting Lieutenant. 


Shot Away, but Rescued. 


About ten days before the battle between 
the Bon Homme Richard and the English 
frigate Serapis. Paul Jones captured a Britisn 
vessel of war and her prize, an armed Ameri- 
can ship, the Kitty, commanded by Capt. 
Philip Stafford. Tne Kitty’s crew. were in 
irons. ‘They were released and the irons 
were transferred to the British prisoners. The 
crew of the Kitty volunteered to serve on board 
the Bon Homme Richard and in the service of 
Paul Jones, in gratitude tor their release from 
the British, Among these volunteers was 
Jaines Bayard Stafford, a nephew of the 
Captain of the Kitty. Being a weil educated 
man he was made an officer on the Kichard. 

During the fight with the Serapis this flaz 
was shot away, and young Stafford jumped 
into the sea, recovered it, and nailed it to the 
mast of the Richard. While so engaged he 
was cut down by an officer of the Serapis. 
When the Bon Homme Richard was sinking 
the Hag was seized by a. sailor and then trans- 
ferred by Paul Jones to the Serapis, but it ac- 
companied him tothe Alliance when he as- 
suined command of her at the Texal. 

It was the first flag bearing the Stars and 
Stripes ever hoisted over an American vessel, 
and the first to be saluted by a foreign naval 


ower. 
, When the Alliance was sold this banner wes 
bestowed upon Lieut. Stafford, as already 
stated, and was kept by him and his widow 
until her death, Aug. 9, 1861, when it came 
into possession of their daughter, Sarah 
Smith Stafford, who also carefully guarded it 
up to her death in January, 1880, By her will 
it descended to the present owner at Cottag 
City. 

How the Flag Looks. 

The appearance of the flag does not indi- 
cate its ancient character, but it is more like 
a battleflag of the latter days of the late civil 
war. It bears, however, honorable marks of 
the great revolutionary conflict of 1775, and in 
it are several bulletholes received in the fight 
with the Serapis, also the holes made by 
Lieut. Stafford when he nailed it to the mast 
of the Richard. 

It seems that Paul Jones had three flags. 
The first was a flag with a pine tree and a rat- 
tlesnake coiled, with the words: ** Don’t tread 
on me.’’ 
white strives without stars or a blue field. 
The ‘third was the stars ana stripes here 
described and pictured, and this starry flag 
Paul Jones called his ** best American col- 
ors.”’ 

This flag was presented to Paul Jones by 
the Misses Mary and Sarah Austin of Phila- 
deiphia, and this story of its origin was cor- 
roborated by Mrs, Patrick Hayes,.a niece of 
Sarah Austin, who became the wife of Com- 
modore Barry. 

Pau! Jones wrote of it and himself as fol- 
lows: ‘* I was, indeed, born in Britain, but I 
do not inherit the degenerate spirit of that 
falien nation, which I at once lament and de- 
spise. Itis far beneath me to reply to their 
hireling invective. They are strangers to the 
inward approbation that greatly animates and 
rewards the man who draws his sword only in 
support of the dignity of freedom. America 
has been the country of my fond election 
from the age of 13, when | first saw it. I had 
the honor to hoist with my own hands the flag 
of freedom the first time it was displayed on 
the Delaware, and I have attended it ever 
since with veneration onthe ocean. Iam 
happy in addressing the Marine committee 
at sate in having it in my power to con- 
gratulate you on my having seen the Amer- 
ivan flag recognized in the fullest extent and 
completest manner by the flag of France.” 

At this time there was no navy department, 
and the naval officers received their orders 
from that committee.

service of this country April 18, 1776, and served 
on the Kitty until c:ptured by the Serapis. 
Of him Commodore Barry of the ship-of-war 
Alliance wrote: 

“ Lieut. Statford served through the whole 
war. At the request of the Secret committee 
of Congress I sent him with a message to 
Henry Laurens, then a prisoner in the Tower 
of London. This dangerous and difficult 
duty he performed with great fidelity and suc- 
cess.’ 

Mrs. Samuel Bayard Stafford, the present 
possessor of this flag intéuds to keep it while 
she lives, and at her death it is to be presented 
to the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, D. 
C. Lieut. Stafford was accustomed to loan it 
at militia trainings in the counties of Mon- 
mouth and Middlesex; N. J., where it suf- 
fered loss from persons who cut pieces from 
it as mementos, but no more clippings from it 
will b@ made, and when it shall be placed in 
the Smithsonian Institution it will be kept out 
of the range of relic-hunters. 


COLUMBUS AND THE HEBREWS. 


Some Curious Coincidences in Connection 
with His Sailing and Discovery. 

Philadeiphia Ledger: Discoveries anent the 
voyage of Christupher Columbus in 1492 seem 
to be- multiplying every day. All, perchance, 
may not be equally worthy of acceptance, and 
yet some are remarkably borne out by his- 
tory. Jewish savants, among others, have 
diligently searched into the circumstances 
bearing upon that first voyage of the Genoese 
Admural, and have brougnt to light sume very 
interesting particulars. Among these are 
evidences that Hebrews were among the 
sailors that composed the crews of the three 
vessels mnder the direction of Columbus. 
And that this circumstance is not regarded 
as unlikely is shown by the difficulty Colam- 
bus must have experienced in persuading even 
seafaring men to venture upon unknown paths 
in the trackless expanse. It is regarded as 
quite reasunable that a few members of that 
stock which Spain exiled during the same 
period gladly chose to sail on an unknown 
voyage rather than submit tu the perils attend- 
ant upon banishment from the Iberian Penin- 
sula. That Luis de Torres, a converso, or 
converted Jew, was of the crew of Colutnbus, 
and that, by reason of his knowledge as a 
linguist, he acted as interpreter to the expedi- 
tion and performed other labors in the newly 
discovered continent, abundant testimony has 
already established. 

But more recent researches have, brought to 
light curious coincidences in connection with 
the date of the sailing of the fleet from Palos 
and the date of the first sightimg of land at 
San Salvador oa this side of the Atlantic. Dr. 
Moses Kayserling of Budapest, Austria-Hun- 
gary, a Jewish scholar of renown, whose 
studies in the history and literature of the 
ancient race have earned for him a degervedly 
high rank, verifies the assumption of some 
writers that the 3d of August, 1492, and the 
12th of October, 1492, correspond with special 
events in Israei’s history, as do those same 
dates in 1892 correspond with Jewish anniver- 
saries. The argument is as follows: ‘The 
Fast of the Ninth Day of Ab-—-marking the 
worst disasters in Israel’s history, the destruc- 
tion of both Holy Temples at Jerusalem (hun- 
dreds of years after each other), and the dis- 
persion of the Jewish nation—occurred in 
1892, on Thursday, Aug. 2. History shows 
that the exile from Spain also happened about 
the same period of 1492, but the later evi- 
dences prove that it occurred on the same 
identical date and day—immediately preced- 
ing the sailing of Coluinbus’ three ships.* 

What must be considered, however, as of 
equal, if not of still thore, importance, is the 
additionai discovery that the 12th of October, 
1492, occurred Wednesday, and, as this year, 
on the seventh day of the Jewish feast of tab- 
ernacles, “‘the day of the great hosarnoas,” 
when the Hebrews, with praises and hymns, 
joyfully thank God tor-his divine protection. 
Dr. Kayserling and others by n.eans of their 
investigations have established it seems be- 

ond doubt the correctness of this double cor- 
res pondence of days and dates. 

These discoveries may, indeed, be regarded 
as remarkable. Columbus sets sail just at 
the period of Israel’s suffering, to arrive at 
what wasto be,through divine providence, 
the haven of rest for the persecuted and the 
true refuge for the oppressed, just at the time 
when the Jewish ple throughout their dis- 
persion are declaring amid psalmedy and 
thanksgiving their love and dependence upon 
him whose word determines the destinies of 
all nations as of every individual. . 

|*Columbus’ diary starts out in these words, 
quoted by Dr. Kayserling: “In the same 
roonth in which their Majesties issued the 
edict that all Jews should be driven out of the 
kingdom and territories, in the same month 
they gave me the order to undertake, with 
sufficient men, my expedition of discovery to 
the Indies.’’ }

Instruction in the Musical and Dramatic 
Interpretation of Wagnerian Opera to 
Be Given Free of Charge to Worthy 
Pupils—Program for the First Thomas 
Symphony Concert—Roles Assigned for 
Verdi’s New Opera, “ Falstaff,” to Be 
Produced in Milan in January. 

When in 1871 Richard Wagner first an- 
’ pounced his plan for the erection of a theater 
#0 arranged as to permit an adequate pres- 
entation of his “ Ring der Nibelungen,”’ he 
had already dreamed of a school for musical 
and dramatic art that should exist in connec- 
tion with and be supported by the theater. 
The memorable festival of 1876: became a 
reality; but, although its passage teft a trail 
of brilliant, dazziing. artistic satisfaction and 
glorious vindication of theones and of self, it 
also left a financial deficit that compelled 
abandonment of future festivals and left all 
dreams of schools and ideal theaters merely 
dreams. 

The deficit the master finally paid from his 
own purse, and the unique opera-house on the 
Bayreuth hill stood silent and dark until 
** Parsifal”’ again called the attention of the 


music world to the mighty genius who was - 


slowly gaining the recognition due him; and 
the production of the new work turned all 
eyes toward the little Franconian village. The 
festival of 1882 equaled in artistic complete- 
ness that of six years before, and the dreams 
of the master seemed but little distant of re- 
alization when death claimed the great spirit 
that had conceived the gigantic plan of the 

Bayreuth festivals, and whose indomitable 
will. and mighty genius had compelled the 


homage of a world aud ushered in a new era. 


in operatic art. | | 
_. The festivals in Bayreuth have been con- 
tinued, the absence of the master being but 
slightly felt during the first years, owing to 
the presence of those artists whom he had in- 
structed in his new theories, and whom he had 
fitted for appearance in the great works that 
embody these theories. The iast two seasons, 
however, bave discovered marked decline in 
the artistic worth of the festivals, and have 
aroused widespread discussion as to the cause 
of this decline, and abundant conjecture as to 
the date of the final abandonment of the fes- 
tivais. The absence of many of the artists 
whom Wagner had trained has been keenly felt, 
and the Wagner-lovers of the world soon 
recognized the difference between the gifted 
vocalists and actors the master called about 
him and the immature and iu certain in- 
stances incompetent performers his succes- 
sors have secured. The management of the 
festivals, seemingly. has been slow tu recog- 
nize this difference, but an announcement 
recently made’ shows that the necessity 
either for the obtaining of new ana better 
artists or else the speedy abandonment of the 
festivals has been realized. 

announcement comes under the 
guise of the carrying out of the 
master’s long cherished dream. A 
school for instruction in the musical and 
dramatic interpretation of Wagnerian opera 
is tu be opened the 10th of next month, and 
from this school it is hoped to recruit artists 
- gapable to fill the gaps left in the ranks by the 
death of Scaria and the forced retirement of 
Materna, Niemann, Winkelmann, Sucher, ana

follews: 

* Preparatory for the approaching festival, 
the management announces the opening Nov. 
10 of a school wherein young artists may be 
instructed. Application for admission is 
hereby solicited. The instruction will include 
‘the study of singing, speaking. and stage de- 

rtment. Applications for admission should 

accompanied by detailed statement as to 
talent, voice, and previous instruction, and 
also by a-photograph. Instruction will be 
free, and persons having talent buc lacking 
Yneans will be given their cost of living. 
A rehearsal period of four weeks 1s claimed 
by the management. Applications will be re- 
ceived until Oct. 15 ‘by the directors of the 
festivals.’’ . 

It will be seen that no statement is here 
made as to who will give the instruction or 
who will have charge of the direction of the 
school. Is Mme. Wagner personally to under- 
take this? Or are Conductors Levi or Richter 
to be chosen as airectors, or is the young 
favorite Richard Strauss to fill the place?

Sane nRREER we 
VERDI AND HIS NEW OPERA. 


“ Falstaff” to Be Produced at Milan in Jan- 
uary—Roles Already Assigned. 

A letter in the Vienna Fremdenblatt con- 
tains the following facts concerning Verdi 
and his opera: ‘Falstaff’ will be produced 
in January at “La Scala” in Milan. The 
roles ate already assigned, and the sing2rs are 
at present busily studying their parts in 
Genag with Verdi. The maestro will person- 
ally direct the rehearsals in Milan and also 
the first performance. 

The opera, which consists of three acts and 
six tableaux, is founded upon a libretto ar- 
ranged by Boito from Shakspeare’s ‘* Morry 
Wives of Windsor” and the two parts of 
“Henry IV.” It contains four hundred 
lines more’ than does the book of 
“Otello,” but in performance will require a 
full haif-hour less time than does the tragic 
work. The music is filled with spirit aad 
humor and sparkles with life, as though from 
the pen of some 20-year-old genius. 

The maestro, now79 years of age, rises 
daily at 5 a. m. and after having gone on foot 
to inspect. his estate, devotes six or seven 
hours a day to music. Lately he has been 
especially diligent, the instrumentation of 
** Falstaff’? claiming his attention. in spite 
of being thusengaged he finds time for frequent 
games of billiards with his guests, especially 
with Boito. Verdi has spent the summer in 
his villa, Sant Agata, but is now in Genoa, 
where he will live during the winter. - 


One of Liszt’s First Concerts. 

At the Musical and Dramatic Exposition in 
Vienna is shown a program ofa concert which 
the boy Frauz Liszt once gave. It is printed 
upon rough wrapping paper, in large, solid 
type and reads as follows: 

By august permission the ll-year-old lad Frarz 
Liszt, born in the goodly realm of Oedenburg, will 
have the bonour to give on Thursday, the first of 
May, at four o'clock in the afternoon in the Hall 
of the seven Kurfursten a musical entertainment. 
The following pieces will be performed: 

Overture, by Friedrich Schneider ; Concerto for 
pianoforte, by Ries, with orchestral accompani- 
ment played-by the concert-giver ; Duet -from the

“Gloriana” which was presented at the 
new theater was the principal feature in a 
dramatic way. It proved to be diverting, but 
it does not deserve higher praise than is im- 
plied in the term, “‘a frivolous farce.”’ It is 
translated with its French suggestiveness di- 
luted, but in no way removed; it is enacted 
with a sort of American smartness that pur- 
ports to be cockneyish. The mingling of 
these incongruous elements goes to make 
**Gloriana ’’ somewhat distasteful to an ex- 
acting playguer who is puzzled at times 
whether he should extend to farce the license 
of extravaganza. 

The piece made known to Chicago better 
than she ever was before an actress of no |it- 
tle sparkle and of considerable repose in Miss 
Henrietta Crossman. The title réle which 
she played was made muddily obscure by the 
adapter in the laudable effort to fumigate it. 
This cannot reflect on the actress who was as 

harming as she was permitted to be, both 
m manner and in appearance. There 
were several. other rising artists ia 
the company. the low comedian, for instance, 
Mr, Otis Harlan. He has high spirits and a 
keen sense of humor which quickly touches the 
risibilities of the public. is methods thus 
far, however, are of the chaotic order, smack- 
ing too strongly of the extravaganza stage.

Nothing but the nost stubborn 
willfulness could prompt such an assertion. 
Not a retail cigar dealer m this city sells. any- 
where near as many stogies as five-cent cigars. 
Some dealers do not sellany. But if it were 
go no one’s heaith would be impaired. 

Stogies a Favorite Smoke. 

Wheeling stogies are not made of rotten to- 
bacco, es stated by the article in question, 
but, on the contrary, of clean, long Peansyl- 
vania tobacco, and are hand-made. They are 
very strong, and few smokers fancy them in 
this city, but in Pittsburg and several other 
Eastern poirits they have always been a favor- 
ite smoke, even the most wealthy merchants 
there preferring them to any kind of cigar.

000 advance. 1t was victorious and the 
officials frankly admit that they receive at 
present at least an average of $1 per 1,00C 
more for their labor than ever before. More 
important still is the fact that a majority of 
good workmen are now working on a much 

igher paid grade than they were ever enabled 
to do in the past. . 

_ Is the tariff bill injuring the growers and 
jobbers of leaf tobacco, as claimed? 

Adolph Sutter, senior member of the firm 
of Sutter Bros., the largest dealers in leaf to- 
bacco in the West, is heartily opposed to a 
change in the present tariff laws. It is his 
positive conviction that a majority of all those 
connected with his business are benefited by 
the provisions of the biil. 

“Growers of domestic leaf,’’ Mr. Sutter 
says, “‘have all received better prices than 
ever before. On ordinary grades the advance 
has been but a few cents, but planters were 
able to sell more tobacco and were thus bene- 

Connecticut tobacco, which is the 
finest raised in this country, advanced from 
12 cents to 25 cents per pound, despite the fact 
that the crop was one-third larger than in 
former years.”’ 

Mr. Sutter believes that now the fact is estab- 
lished that there will be a market for fine 
seed wrappers, planters all over the country 
will learn to improve the quality of their prod- 
uct, as well as increase their acreage. He 


, advises all his friends to vote for Harrison and 


id, as he, as weil as a majority of leaf deal- 
ers, is perfectly content with the present 
laws and fears the effects of any change. 

B. Rothschild of the leaf house of Rothschild 
& Schroeder of this city, as well as several 
other leading tobacco jobbers, fully agrees with 
Mr. Sutter. 

It is stated by many that the Wisconsin 
farmers were disappointed in not receiving as 
large a price as they were led to believe by the 
sxromises of their former Congressman, La 

ollette. There is probabiy some truth in this, 
but the cause is evident. Their crops were of 
& poor quaiity and they figured on too great a 
demand. The best grades of domestie leaf 
suitable for wrappers would of course be the 
first to benefit by the increased duty on Su- 
matra. 

Without Foundation in Fact. 


After ath rough survey of the field it is 
found that all the statements in the Herald's 
anti-tariff bill argument are without founda- 
tion in fact, and that the most prominent rep- 
resentatives of the various branches of the 
trade testify to general prosperity in the ranks 
of retailers, cigar jobbers, 
cigarmakers, leaf jobbers, and growers. They 
are not clamoring fora change, as charged, 
but on the contrary a large wajority of them 
are perfectly content and will vote fur a con- 
tinuance of the policy which has guaranteed 
to them a home market for hcme manufactur- 
ers at legitimate profits. 

Cigars made in Cuba, well known as one of 
the tilthiest countries on the face of the globe, 
cost the smoker much more money now, but 
what of that? He can procure a cigar fully as 
good, manufactured in his own country by his 
fellow-citizens, at a price not in excess of what 
he paid for the imported article in’ former 
years. : 

The cost of Sumatra wrapper tobacco has 
increased, but the manufacturer can procure 
a wrapper raised in Connecticut by American 
farmers which is equal, if not superior, both 
in taste and burning qualities to the product 
of Sumatra. Before 1879 Sumatra tobacco 
was unknown inthiscountry. Americans had 
been enjoying good cigars made of Havaua 
filler and domestic wrappers, the American 
growers were encouraged to perfect their 
crops, and the market afforded thein oppor- 
tunity to se]l all the good tobacco they could 
cultivate at a profitable price. Allof a suda- 
den the Dutch monopolists succeeded in in- 
troducing into this country the product of 
their Sumatra plantations, coolie labor en- 
abled them to sell cheap, and the glossy, oily 
appearance of their ee lt wate the eye of the 
consumer. After they had succeeded in intro- 
ducing their tobacco into the American mar- 
ket they commenced making a systematic 
raise in their prices and made millions of dol- 
lara at the expense of the American public. 
In the meanwhile the domestic growers, find- 
ing no profitable market, had become dis- 
courag and careless, 
planted, and the quality deteriorated. 


Opportunity for American Growers. 


The tobacco clause of the McKinley bill was 
intended to remedy this evil. A high duty 
was placed on Sumatra and the American 
grower given an opportunity to regain his 
former prestige. Now that he has a market 
he will, by hard work and patient effort, keep 
on improving the quality of his crops until his 
former rivals are driven from the field. It takes 
time to accomplish all these changes, but the 
good work is fairly on the way. The cheaper 
grades of cigars are already being made with 
domestic wrappers, but are none the less 
palatable. On the contrary, the consumer, 
now that he has given it atrial, tinds that the 
Connecticut wrapper,.though not quite so 
sieek in appearance as the Sumatra, makes a 
better tasting cigar and burns wore satisfac- 
torily. In a very few years comparatively 
little Sumatra will be used in cigar manufact- 
ure in this country. 

For a filler nothing equals the tobacco of 
Cuba, and with wise discrimination the 
framers of the McKinley bill did not raise the 
duty on this articie. If, therefore, any smoker 
is not being served with a good, medium- 
priced cigar the trouble lies solely with the 
dealer who is furnishing his supplies. Many 
retailers are paying rents far in excess of 
what their sales warrant, ana to recuperate are 
obliged to increase their margin of rrofit by 
decreasing the quality of the goods they sell. -

NEW ELECTRIC DEVICE 


SOME OF THE POSSIBILITIES OF 


* 


Light, Heat, Ventilation, Cooking, Wash- 
ing, Laundrying, Hair-Dressing, and 
Cigar-Lighting to Be Accomplished 
Quietly, Cleanly, and Satisfactorily by 
Electricity—All That Is Needed to Be- 
gin Housekeeping Is a House and Two 
Wires from an Electric Light Plant, 

Among the recent incorporations at Spring- 
field is the American Electro-Enamelite com- 
pany of Chicago, with a capital stock of 
$250,000. The stock of this company is 


owned by the most prominent men 
ia electrical work, both in the East 
and here, but names are carefully 


withheld. The company will build two fac- 
tories, one in Chicago and one in the East, 
and will establish agencies for its goods in all 
of the large cities in this country. Estimates 
are now being made for a factory employing 
several hundred men, which will probably be 
located somewhere on the West Side. 

The company, organized by George Cutter, 
is one of the greatest interest to the electrical 
world, as it marks a new departure ineliectric- 
al manufacture. The company is organized 
to operate under the Morford patents, which 
are about to be issued by the Patent Office at 
Washington. The invention consists in em- 
bedding resistance conductors in an enamel 
as a means of holding and insulating them. 
The method was recently discovered by ayoung 
college graduate named T. E. Morford, who is 
a Chicago boy and a graduate of the Manual 
Training School of this city. Prominent 
electrical experts all over the country who 
have examined the method indorse it without 
hesitation, and all agree that it is the cOming 
method for making all kinds of resistance de- 
vices and heating and cooking apparatus. 

If one takes an ordinary enameled cooking 
vessel and lays conducting wires zigzag on the 
bottom and then covers them with another 
coat of enatnel they will have practically the 
form of the new electric cooking devices. The 
wire carrying the current 1s made of a pecul- 
iar alloy and is so adjusted that it will heat to 
any given temperature according to the use to 
which it is to be put. By this means water 
ean be boiled in five’to ten minutes, steak or 
chops cooked in two or three minutes, a joint 
roasted in half an hour; in fact, a whole meal 
of whatever size can be speedily and easily 
cooked _by the use of the electric cooking ap- 
paratus. 

Solution of the Servant Girl Problem, 

Think whata solution this affords of the 
servant girl problem. Heat, fumes, smoke, 
and dirt of a fire alldone away with and twu- 
thirds of the time saved. The cook’s position 
will thus become a sinecure, and the supply of 
servants immediately increase. 

But not only does the Electro-Enamelite 
company propose to furnish electrical cook- 
ing devices, itis also preparing to manufact- 
ure a number of other domestic implements 
to be heated by electricity. Heat radiators, 
of much smaller size but equal in capacity to 
the steam radiators now used almost uni- 
versally, will heat any room to the temper. 
ature of a hot-house if necessary. Electric 
logs for grates will glow with a more beautiful 
incandescence than gas logs and without the 
attendant escape of noxious fumes and vapors. 
But what will interest the laundresses more 
than anything else is the electric flatiron. As 
far as the eye can tell thia implement is just 
like an ordinary flatiron, except that two 
wires come out ofa hole in the top and con- 
nect with a plug in the wall or ceiling. 


But merely turning a button suffices 
to heat this iron in afew wminutes 
and then it keeps. its regular tem- 
perature throughout the time it is used 


This does away entirely with one use of the 
lautidry stove, and in the saving of time and 
labor iu heating and changing irons more 
than pays for the extra cost of heating them. 
In several large clothing manufactories where 
these irons have been used they were found to 
save the firm each year the cost of fuel under 
the old system. | 
Probaby the implement which the new com- 
pany is going to manufacture of most interest 
to the fair sex is the electric curling-iron 
heater. This 1s an ornamental little box three 
or four inches long, with an opening in one 
end into which the curling-tongs are thrust, 
to be withdrawn iu afew winutes heated to 
just the correct temperature for. artistic 
work. This heater is designed to 
be carried about the country for use 
in hotels and the like when electric light is 
used, but no gas or fire is obtainable. They 
will be fitted with connection plugs when all 
that is needed to put them in operation is to 
screw the plyg intu a lamp socket and turn on 
thé current... These will do away entirely with 
the old form of a dirty and inconvenient alco- 
hol lamp, and will prove a blessing to the fair 


sex. 

When the American Electro-Enamelite com- 
pany is fairly started all that is needed to be- 
gin housekeeping is a house and two wires 
which are connected to an electric lighting 
plant entering it. 

No Fires Necessary. 

Light, heat, ventilation, cooking, washing, 
laundrying, even artistic hair-dressing and 
cigar-lighting, will all be done quietly, cleanly, 
and satisfactorily by electricity. No fires nec- 
essary for any purpose whatever; think of a 
house without a match needed in it! What a 
saving this would make in dirt, unnecessary 
heat, air, and health. This is what the corn- 
pany will undoubtedly succeed in introducing 
in time. 

These implements of domestic use are de- 
signed to comply with varying conditions in 
the power supply. Whether the system be 
direet or alternating, 110 volts or fifty-two 
volts pressure, they will be made to fit the 
ease in hand. It would be possible to operate 
them from a storage battery as well as from 
the usual electric light supply, but the storage 
battery method would beso expensive as to 
make it out of the question as a matter of 
practice even in the case of an intermittent 
power supply. 

Besides domestic implements the Electro- 
Enamelite company will manufacture a large 
number of eléctrical devices to which the new 
method will be applied. Lamp regulators, 
rheostats, voltmeter resistances, and a num- 
ber of like articles employing a _resist- 
ance will be made much more 
durable than the ordinary forms, and 
occupying but a small portion of the usual 
space. It is expected that a numbér of the 
large electric companies will have their dyna- 
mo regulators and motor rheostats made by 
the new company at a considerable saving in 
space and cost, 


Factories and pattern shops running 
on a large scale which have an elec. 
trie plant of their own will undoubt- 
edly find it a great saving in itabor 


and expense no less than in danger of fire to 
use the glue-pot heaters, water heaters, flat 
irons, and soldering irons which the new com- 
paoy will soon place on the market. Altogether 
there are no applications of a small amount 
of heat that the new company will not try to 
better and cheapen by electricity. The hot 
compresses and bandages, which can be regu- 
lated to the right degree of heat by the touch 
of the finger, have been highly praised by 
medica! experts 6n account of their ability to 
retain their heat as long as it is wanted. 

A prominent electrician of Chicago said,. 
speaking of the new company, recently: ‘It 
has a very great opportunity. The field isa 
very large one and the time has just arrived 
when these articles are in demand. There is 
no doubt but that the new method is the com- 
ing one forthe manufacture of all electrical 
resistances and cooking devices, and the de- 
me for them is increasing every day. I am 
glad Chicago has invented and organized this 


new scheme.’”’

About 10 o’clock Miss Avey was 
in the kitchen at work ana Mamie was in. the 
front room playing on the piano, when she 
heard the bedroom door open and then shut 
suddenly and the furniture being moved hur- 
tiedly about, but, thinking it was Miss Avey, 
continued her playing for atime, then went to 
the kitchen and asked what she had been do- 
ing in the bedroom and was no little sur- 
prised to learn that she had not been out of 
the kitchen.

THE UNITED STATESIS A GREAT COUNTRY 


How We Have Prospered Under Protection 
—History in Paragraphs—Industrial Prog- 
ress Unequaled in Any Other Land or in» 
Any Other Period—Product, Prices, and 
Wages. 

Wool manufacture in all its branches, in- 
cluding all descriptions of hosiery and knit 
goods, stood first in 1890, with gross products 
valued at $837,768,524; cctton manufacture 
second, with products valued at $267,981,724; 
and silk manufacture third, with products 
valued at $87,298,454. The actual increase in 
value of products since 1880 has been $70,515,- 
611 in wool, $75,891,614 in cotton, and $46,265,- 
409 in silk. These combined industries yieid- 
ed a product in 1890 worth $693,048,702, as 
compared with a prodyct in 1880 of $500,375,- 
068—an increase in ten years of $192,672,654. 

Our product of pigiron increased from 
1,204,663 gross tons in 1866 to 9,202,703 gross 
tons in 1890, the increase being 7,997,040 tons, 


nine-fold greater than that of our numbers. 
The average price in 1866 was $46.87 per ton 
in currency, the equivalent in gold being 
$40.62. In 1890 the price was $18.40, the de- 
crease from the currency price being $28.47; 
from the gold equivalent, $22.22. 

The increase between 1880 and 1890 in the 
amount of wages paid for the combined tex- 
tile industries has been even more marked 


than the increase in the value of products, be- 


ing 64.71 per cent inthe combined industries, 
61.77 percentin the wool manufacture, 57.05 per 
cent in the cotton, and 115.16 per cent in the 
silk. The total sum of $162,365,598 was paid 
in the combined industries as wages to 488,921 
em ployés. 

The American people produced and con-

in a ratio more than fivefold greater than that 
of their number, prices in the same time con- 
stantly falling. 

The increase of silk manufacture since 1880 
has been 112.75 per cent in the value of its 
product, cottou manufacture ranking second, 
being 39.51 per cent, that of wool manufact- 
ure being 26.39 per cent. [he average increase 
in the entire textile industry is 38.51 per cent. 

Prices since 1877 have fallen fully 30 per 
cent.

The 
annual addition to the output was $6,000,000 a 
year between 1840 and 1860, and $25,000,000 a 
year between 1860 and 1888. 

The people of the United States, amounting 
to 60,000,000 in 1888, consumed as many cot- 
ton fabrics as the combined population of the 
United Kingdom, Germany, and France, 
amounting to 120,000,000, 

In 1860 the wealth of Great Britain ex- 
ceeded that of the United States nearly 35 
per cent; in 1888 the wealth of the United 
States was more than 25 per cent greater than.

CHEMUNG COUNTY DEMOORATS STILL 
SORE ON THE PROPHET.

While Rha, Sl Senator Is Ostensibly for 
the Ticket and His Following in the 
Big Cities Are Forced to Be, It Is Dif- 
ferent in the Interior—Tobacco Farm- 
ers Realize the Benefits of the Mc- 
Kinley Law — Registration in Elmira 
Gives Republicans. Hope for Success,

you know @hat Dave Hill’s friends are doing 


‘you know what the outlook is in New York. 


The other day in New York City Tue Trrpune 

correspondent wet a Democrat of some prom- 

inence who hails from the interior of the 

State. In answer @ question as to what he 

was doing with Cleveland, he turned down his 

coat collar, saying: “You ‘don’t sec 

any signs of me sweating there, do you?’’ 

Hill has spoken in Brooklyn and will speak in 

Tammany Hallin New York. So far as the 
signs go in those big cities his friends are for 

the ticket. They have to be anyhow, because 

Tammany rules New York City and Boss Mc- 

Laughlin controls New York. What * power 
Hill has in that end of the State is due to his 

coéperation with these machines. In the 
State at large he controls absolutely the Dem- 
ocratic machinery. ‘ 

Politics here is a good deal like itis in most 
of the big cities and since Hill became the 
boss it needs fumigating. This 1s the testi- 
mony of both parties. A revolt in local mat- 
ters last spring had something to do in purify- 
ing the atmosphere. It was claimed to be a 
revolt against Hill, yet he seems to have kept 
his grip. As to his influence, the Republican 
leaders bear reluctant testimony. They look 
upon him as a manipulator second only to 
Tilden and the anti-Hiil Democrats give about 
the same testimony. 

{ iIt does not take many hours’ inquiry to dis- 
cover that the Cleveland people look to the 
Hill people to give them a majority in the 
country if they get one atall. It looks now 
as if they would have no majority. Down in 
York City Mr. Harrity, Mr. Dickinson of the 
National committee, and Mr. Sheehan of the 
State committee have planned:a nice scheme 
for carrywg the State. Itis to persuade the 
Democrats in Republican counties to cut 
down the Republican majority’: by anywhere 
from 100 to 500. In the same way in the 
Democratic counties the local leaders are to 
be worked up to increase the majority. 

The Pian in Chemung Will Fail. 


It will fail right -here in this heart of the 
southern tier. Chemung has a Democratic 
majority of 600. Hill has carried it by 1,400, 
but that was exceyitional. In 1888 Cleveland 
had 570. majority over Harrison. Last year 
Flower’s majority over Fassett was 700, 
though Fassett is a popular citizen of Elmira. 
In 1884 Mr. Blaine by his personality actually 
carried the county by nearly 500. That was 
an overturning which neither’ side 
pected, and was due partly to Mr. 
Blaine’s popularity with the Irish-Americans, 
who are pretty big voting elements here. 
The Hill Democrats arse saying that they hope 
to save the county by a margin of 200. The 
Cleveland folks say they ought to have 500, 
while the Republicans promise that they will 
do as well for Gen. Harrison this year as they 
did for Blaine in 1884. Last fall to gratify his 
personal hatred Of Fassett Hill's agents induced 
a good many Republican farmers back in the 
county to attetid to their winter wood-cutting 
on election day. If Hill could do that much 
in an off year Cleveland’s leutenants profess 
to believe that he can do as wellin this year, 
Tne Hill folks retort taat Chemung is no 
longer his county. He has moved his law of- 
tice to Albany, bought property there, and 
closed out whatever interests he had here. 

It may be taken for granted that Hill will 
decline in advance any responsibility for what 
Chemung does. He has given the word to his 
friends that he wants the Assemblymen saved 
because a Democratic Legislature means an- 
other United States Senator, and this’ 
from the Hill point of view 1s worth 
more than Grover Cleveland inthe Presidency. 
The Democratic candidate for the Assembly 
is Dr. Bush, who was Speaker. To secure his 
election there will be some trading. ‘The Hill 
faction claims that Cleveland’s supporters 
have been offering to trade off Dr. Bush and 
that they propose to rebuke this trading. 

The Cleveland men point to the talk as an- 
other evidence of Hill’s treachery. From this 
it may be gathered that there # not miuch 
Democratic harmony in Chemung County. 
Mr. Cleveland has asmall. band of devoted, 
aggressive supporters. ‘They include Mayor 
Robinson, son of Gov. Lucius Robinson, and 
other citizens of standing, but they can do 
nothing except to cast their own vute without 
the aid of the Hill machine and they are not 
getting it. 

Hiil Men Still Sullen. 

The Hill men are just as sullen as they were 
after the Chicago convention. One of them 
said this afternoon: “I hearour J)linois Dem- 
ocrats are not so sure of carrying their State 
for Cleveland as they were betore they nomi- 
nated him. Now they are sending word that 
they look to New York to elect him. I tried 
to tell them that they had better 
let us here in New York have 
some say in nominating the candidate, as we 
would have to elect him anyhow. Now they 
have found it out. You nay send them a mes- 
sage for me that we will do the best we can 
for the party’s sake, but it is a mighty poor 
prospects’ 

This nan is as close to Hill as business and 
political associations can make him. In an- 
swer to a questior where there were any Hill 
men who refused to come in line, he replied: 

**O, yes, [can name ten right on the spot 
without trying to think of them. Of course 
there will be a few of Gov. Hiil’s friends who 
won't goto the polls at all, but we hope to 
have most of ourselves in line.” 

Further inauiry confirmed the view that 
there are a rood mauy Hill men who will not 
vote for Cleveland. There will be enough of 
a Hill uefection right here in Chemugg County 
to cut down the Democratic majority by 
at least 200. The Republican leaders are not, 
however, depending on that to carry the coun- 
ty. The grounds for thinking that they may 
actually carry the county have a positive 
basis. 

Chemung used to be a hotbed of free trade 
and afree trade influence »radiated from it. 
But there is less of this now. Chemung grows 
tobacco, as do the adjoining counties. There 
are alarge number of .farmers who grow to- 
bacco, though not exclusively. During Cleve- 
land’s administration they were able to get 
nine or ten cents a pound for their product. 
Now they get from 22 to 25 cents. They have 
been benefited by this feature of the McKinley 
law. About one-third. of these tobacco farm- 
ers are Democrats. 


Republican Gains Last Year. 


Last fall, though there were many stay-at- 
home Republicans in the ‘county, the little 
town of Big Flats showed a net Republican 
gain of 40, the Village of Chemung of 45, and 
other gains could be traced to the McKinley 
tobacco duties. If this was so in a State elec- 
tion it is fair to presume that it would have 
some bearing in a national contest where the 
issue is the tariff. The Democrats have been 
greatly concerned over this tobacco vote, and 
Candidate Cleveland has been in conference: 
two or three times with Chairman Sheehan 
and the other Democratic managers with a 
view to holding these Democratic farmers to 
their party allegiance. ee 

Another indication which is good for the 
Republicans is here in Elmira, which casts 
something morethan half the votes of the 
county. The registry so far has been 
favorable to them, and they can see even 
clearer signs of a guin in vote than they can 
7a the country districts. Mr. Cieveland’s un- 
popularity with the soldiers is as plain here as 
elsewhere. Many of them were also followers 
of Hill, and with Hill not in it their ten- 
dency to vote the Republican ticket 
grows. The othef day Gen. Beers, a 
prominent man who has heretofore not 
taken ang active interest in politics, came 
out in an open letter urging his old comrades 
after the manner of Dan Sickles to vote for 
Harrison. This had its effect. So has Mr. 
Blaine’s appeal to his Irish-American admir- 
ers. 


Looking over the whole ground it seems 
clear that David 8B. Hill’s influence in Che- 
mimung County will not give an increase to the 
reguiar Democratic majority, and that the 
circumstances cited above will tend to de- 
crease the inajority. It really louks as though 
the chances are about even for either party to 
carry the county by a narrow margin. But to 
make the Democratic plan of carrying the 
State a success Chemung ought to give Mr. 
Cleveland 800 o> 900. It won’t do that.

CURRENT ART. 


An excellent suggestion, made by a gentle- 
man interested in art, is that there shall be pro- 
curable at the World’s-Fair next year the services 
‘of guides sufficient knowledge of art 
to conduct parties through the art galleries and 
explain the works on exhibition, and to answer 
intelligently such questions as may be asked by 
persona desirous of learning more than they al- 
ready know of art. There are many persons 
attracted by works of art 
ani are yet unable to give any reason 
why they prefer certain pictures or statues 
to others, except that, like Rosalind, they like 
them because they do, The average guide book or 
the guide who repeats a description which he 
has learned parrot-like without appreciating the 
meaning of what he says is of little use to those 
who wish assistance in the study of works of art. 
Those who haveseen the solemn spectacle of a 
party of Cook’s twurists “doing" a European 
museum in charge of a voluble “ gent" who tells 
them the title, cost, dimensions, and length of 
time employed to produce the works he points 
out will recognize the truth of this. 

All over the West are intelligent people who 
will come to the Exposition who perhaps never 
saw a painting or statue possessing enough merit 
‘to entitle it to the name of a work of art. The 
services of such guides as are proposed would be 
invaluable to them. 

as 

Whe art critic of the Boston Post evidently 
believes that Chicago is in the direct line of prog- 
ress in art judging from the following: 

“Chicago is alive with artists, and we may look 
in a half dozen years toa general shifting of 
the art-center traffic from, New York to Porkopo- 
lis. No? Well, art has ever followed commerce, 
and where the inost money is spent there art 
thrives. Really New York is likely to be as con- 
servative as Boston, and there may be conservative 
notions in Chicago later on, but not until she has 
tried the art-center business.”’ 

Yet it is not Chicago which is alive with artists. 
It is Jackson Park. There is an art atmosphere 
there amongst the superb architecture of the pal- 
aces of the Exposition, the statuary, the paint- 
ings, and the fellowship of the bana of artists 
engaged upon this work, but it does not yet ex- 
tend far beyond the Exposition grounds. There is, 
however, every reason to believe that later on, per- 
hapsin five years, perhaps not before the com- 
mencement of the new century, the lessons of the 
great fate of progress will have had their effect 
upon the art and the taste of Chicago. 

Artists are so gregariottis that a movement on 
their part towards the city. would quickly make 
anartcenter of it. Everything indicates that 
Chicago is to be one of the great centers of popu- 
lation and wealth. Art will follow, and the Ex- 
position will surely hasten the time. It is signifi- 
cant that the first persons to be officially honored 
by the Exposition are the master artists, the 
architects, sculptors, and painters, who received 
medals during the dedicatory ceremonies last 
Friday. 


** 

There died in Paris last month one of the 
most curious, and at the same time one of the 
most commendable types in an artistic industry 
of that city—Eugéne Gonon, the bronze found- 
er, whose labors did much to restore the cire per- 
du process of casting statues by which he secured 
most perfect results. He was a veritable artist in 
his trade, an indefatigabie worker and self-sacri- 
ficing in the cause of art, surmounting all obsta- 
cles in his desire to achieve perfection in his work. 
The process is a difficuit and laborious one and 
most founders hesitate to employ it, yet Gonon 
consecrated seven years of his life to the prepara- 
tion and casting of the famous relief of *‘ Mira- 
beau,’ by Dalou, which adurns the Chamber of 
Deputies, probably the largest work ever cast by 
the cire perdu process. Other important castings 
by him are Gerome’s ‘“Gladiator,”’ Fremict’s 
* Dogs,”’ and * Fatality,”’ by Christophle. 

Gonon died poor, having lived of late years 
upon a modest pension from the French Govern- 
ment, accorded him in return for a manuscript 
giving recipes and a description of his invention 
for the casting of bronze. 


* * 

J. H. Vanderpoel has ut his studio in the old 
Art Institute building a large picture and a col- 
lection of .interesting sketches which he made 
during his vacation in Holland last summer. The 
picture, which he calls ‘blessed are they that 
mourn, for they shall be comforted,” shows the 
interior of a barn with a young peasant seated in 
the shadow of the foreground regarding two 
women who occupy the central portion of the 
picture which is in strong light. One of these, a 
wayfarer, is seated with her face buried in her 
hands, overcome by some misfortune, and 
the other woman, standing near by, shows by the 
movement of her figure and her expression a de- 
sire to console the stranger, and atthe same time 
a fear of intruding upon ber grief. The composi- 
tion, color, and effect of light ,and shade are ex- 
cellent. 

There are also many charming qualities in Mr. 
Vanderpoel’s smaller works, which are chietiy 
landscapes, with interesting bits of Dutch canals 
and farm houses. 


* * 

The suggestion that the silver mining in- 
terests of Montana should be represented at the 
World's Fair by a solid silver statue of Miss Ada 
Rehan called forth considerable criticism from 
the women of that State, who thought it unweces- 
sary to go beyond its borders to find a model for 
such a statue. The protest has been met with 
the announcement through the press that 
Montana women ambitious of the honor may sub- 
mit their photographs and aselection will be 
made. The directions for the photographing of 
the would-be models are as follows: 

“The dress must consist of thin and gauzy 
drapery of some soft and clinging material pinned 
over the right shoulder, and then allowed to fall 
to the ground in classic folds. It must be contined 
at the waist and leave the left side of the bust, the 
right leg from the hip down, and the lower part 
of the left leg exposed.”’

A New York journal! states that Prof. Hu- 
bert Vos, who arrived in that city recently on his 
way to Chicago as Art Commissioner for Holland, 
will open a studio here and share his time for the 
coming winter between the two cities. Mr. Vos is 
not only an artist of high rank in the sturdy 
little kingdom at the mouth of the Rhine, 
but has conquered for himself a _ very 
notable place in London. Six years ago le 
went to London aimost unacquainted with 
English. Now heisafamous portrait painter, 
who speaks English with ease and teaches 
twenty-five or thirty scholars at his art 
school. At the same time he has not become an 
Englishman, like Messrs. Alma-Tadema, Legros, 
Whistler, and other foreigners who adorn 
the top twigs of the British ‘tree of art, but 
keeps up his Dutch citizenship. Mr. Vos 
is remarkable for the powerful characteriza- 
tion he gives to his sitters without making 
them ugly. The likenesses are strong but 
pleasing, and have the grand merit of simplicity 
in pose. His genre pictures sometimes make one 
think of Josef Israels, or else of one of the old 
Dutch painters. He is a young man of polished 
manners and pleasing address; Holland could 
hardly have found a more suitable representative. 
He was the founder in London of the very suc- 
cessful annual exhibition made by the Society of 
Portrait Painters, and was one of those who es- 
tablished in London the Society of Pastelist s.
